Black Nativity will be like a shot in 
the proverbial arm of the much-put- 
upon Christmas spirit, a perfect an- 
tidote to an afternoon spent pawing 
through holiday finery at Filene’s or 
_ skipping along with a slew of greedy tots 
behind the Giant Genie to Child World. 
Langston Hughes’s gospel song play is a 
kind of Christmas tradition in itself at 
the Elma Lewis School of-Fine Arts, 
where it will open its fifth Christmas 
engagement on December 12. - 


Christmas story (no, not “How the 
Grinch Stole Christmas” — the -other 
one), Black Nativity brings poetry and 
dance together and ignites them with 
the, kind of gospel music that shakes 
buildings, rocks bodies and provides a 
hell of a holiday high. Just about 
everyone that Elma Lewis has ever 
heard of will be in the production — the 
National Center of Afro-American Ar- 
tists’ two professional vocal ensembles, 
Black Persuasion and Children of Black 
Persuasion, as well as members of the

A quasi-hip but basit reworking of the 


The production (which I have enjoyed 
in two previous incarnations) blends the 
traditional Christmas mythology (with 
certain poetic license, of course — the 
rejection of Mary and Joseph from the 
“Hotel” has a distinct back-of-the-bus 
flavor): with the tradition of black 
religious music, both Western and 
African. The music is overpowering, and 
the dance interpretation of the virgin 
birth’ both lovely and startling. (Mary 
does some things with her billowing 
body that would have sent her obstetri- 
cian up the wall.) 

Larry Blumsack, who handles public 
relations for the National Center of 
Afro-American Artists, insists that 
Black Nativity is not a community 
Christmas pageant, and I think he is 
right. As Blumsack says, “Rabbis have 
seen.it and written about it’” — which, 
presumably, is intended to make the 
point that (in the Levy’s rye bread tradi- 
tion) you don’t have to be a Christian to 
like it. 

Directed by Vernon F. Blackman and 
choreographed by George Howard, 
Black Nativity will play December 12-15 
and December 19-22, with childrens’ 
matinees on Sundays, at the Elma 
Lewis School of Fine Arts, 122 Blue Hill 
Ave., Dorchester.

CHILE IN BOSTON 


The military junta that rules 
Chile is finally getting a chance 
to present its case for fascism 
directly to Bostonians. On 
Wednesday, Dec. 11, General 
Walter Heitman, the junta’s am- 
bassador to the United States, 
will speak at the Harvard Club 
at the invitation of the World Af- 
fairs Council. He will be greeted 
at 4 p.m. by a rally, sponsored by 
the Chile Action Group and the 
New American Movement, 
protesting his presence here. 

General Heitman’s defense of 
some of the regime’s more un- 
savory practices may seem 
bizarre, but we must keep in 
mind that he is the chosen 
spokesman for the dictatorship. 
In an interview on National 
Public Radio, he branded reports 
about torture in Chile by 
Senator Kennedy, Amnesty 
International and the Inter- 
national Association of 
Democratic Jurists “‘an incredi- 
ble lie.”” Heitman_ elaborated: 
‘‘There’s as much torture in 
Chile as in the United States. 
There’s torture everywhere. If 
two small boys are playing and 
one wants the other to tell the 
truth, he twists the other’s arm. 
It’s not torture; it’s a technique 
police and others use to learn the 
truth, But there’s not the torture 
these groups with their ‘pictures’ 
report. I shall say, there is no tor- 
ture, because if I said there is a 
little, some would say, ‘Aha, you 
see, there is torture.’ So I shall 
say there is none.” 

Apparently, the World Affairs 
Council does not feel uneasy 
about issuing an invitation to 
such a man. Asked if he felt com- 
fortable giving Heitman a forum, 
John McGlennon, president of 
the Council and head of the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
in New England, answered, 
‘Certainly.’ Responding to 
Heitman’s statement about tor- 
ture, McGlennon said: ‘The 
World Affairs Council is trying 
to develop an atmosphere of in- 
ternational understanding. 
Whether we agree or disagree, we 
must learn what the issues are. 
The more controversial the man, 
the more we must listen. We 
must make up our minds on the 
basis of good information rather 
than press releases. I won’t com- 
ment on whether torture exists in 
Chile, but this condition of man 
seems to exist everywhere.” 

Heitman is appearing before 
the World Affairs Council as part

of its ‘“‘Diplomats Off the 
Record”’ program, in which 
various ambassadors address the 
group. The Council is composed 
of leading businessmen in the 
New England area; its principal 
function is to familiarize them 
with the inner workings of US 
foreign policy. State Department 
officials and other administra- 
tion figures are. frequent 
speakers. The Council also 
grooms future leadership for 
national prominence. The presi- 
dent of the Council is typically a 
rising Republican representative 
of the Brahmin elite. Elliot 
Richardson is a past president of 
the group and McGlennon, 
defeated once for Congress by 
Drinan and appointed to his 
current post by Nixon, fits the 
mold. His remarks on Heitman 
indicate that his apprenticeship 
involves learning the elementary 
techniques of Zieglerism.

The National March against 
Racism in Boston on Saturday, 


’ city to the Common. 


Dec. 14, is gearing up to be the 
largest civil rights march seen 
here in years. It’s supported by 
an impressive list of national 
sponsors, including Ramsey 
Clark, Garry Trudeau 
(“Doonesbury”), Ralph Aber- 
nathy, Ron Dellums; Noam 
Chomsky, Jules Feiffer, Dr. 
Spock and Eugene McCarthy. 
The call for the march states: 
“What is at stake in Boston are 
gains won through years of 
struggle by the civil rights move- 
ment of the 1960s. The events in 
Boston are of national 
significance.’’ The events 
referred to are the anti-busing 
drive, the increase of racial 
violence and the attempts of 
right-wing groups and oppor- 
tunistic politicians, to prolong 
the crisis for their own benefit. 
The night before the march, 
on Dec. 13 at 7 p.m., a teach-in’ 
will be held at the Harvard 
Business School’s Burden Hall. 
The march will assemble at noon 
at Roberto Clemente Park off the 
Fenway and move through the

Eating moldy peanut butter or 
rotten apples can give you 
cancer. Doctors Leonard Stolof 
and Colin Campbell, in the 
American Chemical Society’s 
Journal of Agriculture and Food 
Chemistry, report that peanut 
butter mold (technically known 
as aspergillus flavus) is ‘‘one of 
the most potent cancer-causing 
agents known in animal testing.” 
The mold found in rotten apples 
(patulin) also can produce 
cancerous effects .... Rennie 
Davis has sent Gerald Ford 
season’s greetings.

Who Are They? What They Do? 


No Easy Way To Find Out Who Is Qualified and Who Is Not

“If sex were a drug, it would 
top the list of abused sub- 
stances,”’ observed Constance 
Holden, writing in a recent issue 
of Science on the lack of any 
quality control in the field of sex 
counseling. 

Perhaps so, but if sex were a 
drug at least the problems sur- 
rounding its use, misuse, abuse 
and whatever would be vastly 
simpler to confront. There would 
still be controversy about how to 
treat sex abusers, to be sure, but 
at least we'd all be in agreement 
about what constituted the 
problem. It would, I suppose, be 
the “terrible plight of the sex ad- 
dict,’’ and the central argument 
would be over whether sexual ad- 
diction should be cured by going 
cold turkey or by easing off 
gradually through, say, mastur- 
bation maintenance. 

But enough frivolity. Sex is 
not a drug, and the cent 
problem is hardly one of addic- 
tion. It is one of how to get more 
and more people to enjoy it, how 
to teach them to perform it well, 
and how to correct sexual 
failings, which the therapists 
prefer to call ‘‘dysfunctions.” 

It’s a subject, as we all know, 
that was hardly even discussed 
before the gurus of sex research, 
Dr. William Masters and 
Virginia Johnson, came forth 
with their second book, Human 
Sexual Inadequacy, five years 
ago. 

book offered practical, 
generally helpful and quite 
specific instructions on how 
couples, through touching exer- 
cises mostly, can correct what 
Masters and Johnson regarded 
as the handful of common sexual 
dysfunctions that, Dr. Masters 
still maintains, have a crippling 


effect on half of all marriages:’ 


impotence, premature and 
retarded ejaculation in the male; 
frigidity, lack of orgasmic 
response, vaginismus (contrac- 


tion of the vaginal muscles, 
which prevents entry) and 
dyspareunia (painful inter- 
course) in the female. 

These findings set off a tidal 
wave of publicity, but the 
predicted rush of sexually 
frustrated people to the 
doorsteps of the thousands of sex 
clinics that have appeared since 
then hasn’t really materialized. 
There may be a lot said about it 
on late-night TV and early mor- 
ning radio, but apparently many 
lovers and/or spouses still have 
difficulty discussing their sexual 
problems. 


from 3500 to 5000 sex clinics 
have opened up nationwide. I'd 
say that no more than 100 of 
them, and possibly only 50, 
could be considered legitimate.” 

But how do we judge what is or 
is not legitimate? One would 
presume that Masters, since he 
started it all, knows whereof he 
speaks, but his standards may be 
a little strict and more than a lit- 
tle arbitrary. When asked whom 
he would recommend as a com- 
petent sex therapist in the 
Boston area, Dr. Masters 
responded, “There’s none in 
Boston. I don’t know anybody.”

vince them that they won’t be 
humiliated, forced to strip in 
front of a video-tape machine, or 
to have sex on an operating table 
with a white mouse. 

But there’s another, more 
serious problem. Once your 
average sexually impaired 
human decides to seek help, how 
does he or she know where to go, 
how much to pay, who is 
qualified to offer sensible, 
beneficial therapy, and who is 
either an incompetent or a 
crook? The answer, it seems, is 
that there’s no easy, foolproof 
way to find out, because sex 
therapy is a field with virtually 
no professional standards. 

“Since Human Sexual Inade- 
quacy came out,” Dr. Masters 
told the Phoenix, ‘‘anywhere 

This does not mean, however, 


that no one in Boston is compe- 
tent. It just means that no one in 
Boston was trained by Masters 
and Johnson at their famed St. 
Louis sexual research center 
and, Dr. Masters said, “I don’t 
recommend anyone we didn’t 
train.” 

What the good sex doctor does 
suggest is that the would-be 
patient contact his or her county 
or city medical society or local 
family and children service. And 
he generally endorses the 
suggestions offered in a recent 
McCall’s article on how to find a 
reputable sex clinic: check with 
the gynecology or psychiatry 
department of your nearest 
medical school, and avoid any 
individual or group sending out 
circulars or placing an- 
nouncements personal 
columns of newspapers. 

One local enterprise to which 
one is very likely to find himself 


referred by going through 
“proper” channels is the New 
England Institute for Human 
Sexuality in Framingham. 

In an intentionally un- 
obstrusive spot — a large white 
colonial house on a relatively 
hard-to-find, quiet side street, 
the institute’s executive director, 
Dr. Peter A. Wish, who seems to 
know his subject, has assembled 
an impressive staff of licensed 
psychologists as well as con- 
sulting physicians specializing in 
such fields as psychiatry, urology 
and gynecology, plus consulting 
clergymen (two reverends and a 
rabbi), all of whom are listed by 
name in the circulars that the in- 
stitute sends out on request. 

Oops. McCall’s tells us to 
avoid an outfit that sends out 
circulars. But this, I guess, is not 
quite what McCall’s meant, and 
besides, Dr. Wish has his own 
guidelines about selecting a 
legitimate sex clinic. Not very 
surprisingly, he suggests you 
look for a clinic that has, for ex- 
ample, licensed psychologists 
and certified social workers, 
marriage counselors and 
physicians at its disposal. 

Like nearly every other sex 
counselor’s, Dr. Wish’s methods 
are modeled on the findings of 
Masters and Johnson (he calls 
Human Sexual Inadequacy the 
“bible” of the business), and Dr. 
Wish says the more common dif- 
ficulties, if they are not 
manifestations of a physical im- 
pairment, are ‘‘100 percent 
treatable.” 

The treatment goes generally 
as follows: the couple arrives for 
an initial “evaluation.” The hus- 
band and wife are interviewed 
separately — the husband by a 
male therapist, usually a psy- 
chologist, and the wife by a 
female therapist. They give 
separate sex histories. 

At the next session, the 
patients switch therapists and

No Patient Ever Believes His Problem Is a Common One

Joyce is a newly-wed who 
spent nearly three years working 
as a sex surrogate for a Boston 
psychologist. In that time, she 
treated nearly .50 men suffering 
from sexual dysfunctions, mostly 
impotence and premature 
ejaculation. The psychologist 
claims she achieved an 85. per-_ 
cent success rate. 

The use of surrogates — sub- 
stitute partners to help patients 
with sexual problems — is at 
best controversial and at worst 
illegal, but even respected 
therapists afraid to use the 
technique themselves say it’s a 
useful form of therapy. Joyce 
agrees, and with the understan- 
ding that her full name would 
not be used, she agreed to dis- 
cuss her work with the Phoenix. 

She’s a slim, petite woman 
with short, jet black hair and big 
brown eyes — attractive in a 


‘- suburban housewifey way, but 


with a tone of sophistication in 
her soft, sure voice. She is sit- 
ting, cross-legged, on a couch in 
the cellar bar of a local pub 
where she works as a cocktail 
waitress. Her husband of two 
months is the bartender. She 
looks slightly older than her 30 
years. 


Q: Why did you agree to be a 
surrogate? 

A: Because the doctor asked 
me if I would do it. He had 
patients with sexual problems 
who did not respond to conven- 
tional therapy and he felt they 
needed more treatment than just 
the psychologist-patient 
relationship. 

I knew him socially and he 
said he felt I was emotionally 
equipped to do the job. He 
broached the subject and asked 
if I was interested, and I was. He 
approached me. 

Q: How many men with sex- 
ual dysfunctions have you 
treated? 


A: I’ve seen roughly 50 
patients — we call them clients. 
Some I only saw once or twice 
and others I saw for months. 
Usually no more than two at any 
one time. 

Q: Can you describe the first 
meeting with a client? Is he 
nervous? 


A: He’s invariably petrified. 


- The doctor won’t send a man to 


me until he gets up the nerve to 
discuss the difficulty with him 
first. Then he’ll refer the man to 
me, and he’s scared out of his 
wits when he first arrives at the 
door of my apartment. To be 


of a patient who comes to you 


with a specific problem and 
how the treatment works, step 
by step, toward solving it? 

A: Sure. Let’s use premature 
ejaculation as an example, 
because the treatment is the 
least complicated.-A guy can suf- 
fer from a case of premature 
ejaculation and if his old lady 
never complains, he may not 
even realize it’s a problem. 

In the first session we talk and 
just get into minor touching ex- 
ercises. 

Q: Can you describe the ex- 
ercises?

Q: Aren’t they humiliated or 
embarrassed by the treatment 
at first? — 

A: No, they’re not, because by 
the time we get to the mastur- 
batory phase, he doesn’t expect 
to get yelled at or rejected. 


- That’s why we went through all 


those touching and relaxation 
exercises — to get the focus off 
the performance part of sex. The 
hardest part is getting them over 
their guilt feelings. That’s a 
problem with the guys who are 
older — from 30 up — guys who 
were most likely raised by 
parents who were totally anti- 
masturbation, anti-sex.

On October 8, this column stated that 
WGBH-FM was phasing out its public af- 
fairs and news programing and planning 
to become almost exclusively a classical 
music station. The report was immediate- 
ly and flatly denied by the station’s 
general manager, Robert D. Carey, in 
WGBH’s hand-out news sheet, Nooz. 


The rumor that the station will become 


a “classical muzak station,” Carey said, is 
untrue. Also false and scurrilous, Nooz 
told us, were the rumors that all jazz 
programing was being jettisoned and 
Jean Shephard was going off. There were 
even some rumors denied that no one had 
heard until Carey denied them. 

All these statements, presumably, 
became inoperative two weeks ago when 
Carey quit and told the Globe: “A dif- 
ficult year lies ahead for the station, and 
cost economies will be necessary. Changes 
are to be made which would not be made 
if I had stayed on.” 

And last Thursday, sure enough, the 
axe fell. WGBH Corp. Vice President told 
the station’s staff that, yes, there is to be 
no more news department, no more Jean 
Shephard, no more jazz, no more “Cosmic 
Citizen”’ for the mystics, mid-day 
“Spider’s Web” for the kiddies or after- 
noon “Reading Aloud” for the adults, in- 
deed no more talk at all except for three 
hours in the evening. The rest of the time 
it will be, that’s right, a classical muzak 
station. 

* * * 

A spot check of major news dealers 
around the state indicates that last week’s 
sales of the Sunday Globe, the first issue 
after the paper’s 50 percent price boost 
from half a buck to 75 cents, were off 
anywhere from 12 to 14 percent. The 
Globe cannot confirm this estimate, 
however. Circulation Director Daniel Orr 
says it will be a month before any valid 
figures will be in. 

News dealers also indicate that the 
Sunday Herald Advertiser picked up only 
about one-third of the Globe’s wayward 
readers. The rest of them just sort of 
vanished.

There is an interview in a recent issue of 
Dunn’s Review, a business journal, with 
D. Herbert Lipson, publisher of both 
Boston and Philadelphia magazines. In it, 
Lipson remarks that his main problem “is 
dealing with those egotistical editors up in 
Boston.” Lipson, however, has assured 
Boston’s current editor, Paul Corkery, 
that the interview was conducted before 
Corkery took over the publication. The

Gelber said he 
was willing to explain the decision to 
Byron, but Stu never made himself 
available. 

Gelber has chosen Andrew Kopkind to 
fill Byron’s spot. “I think that Andy 
Kopkind’s going to be a much better, 
more interesting, more readable film 
reviewer,” Gelber said. 

Byron suggests, however, that Kopkind 
is somewhat less than qualified.

Saying “There has been no 
definition of whatever it is we 
call ‘prison reform’ ”, Governor- 
elect Michael Dukakis has called 
for a written master plan for 
prison reform in the Com- 
monwealth to be presented to 
him by the Department of 
Correction. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Phoenix, Dukakis said, “One 
of the things that has caused 
most of the public confusion is 
the lack of definition of just what 
this thing called ‘prison reform’ 
means in tangible terms and 
what the time span would be.” 

Dukakis said, ‘What has hurt 
us in this State in this whole 
prison reform effort has been 
that there has never been a 
written and thoroughly discuss- 
ed plan. I don’t know what the 
|Correction] Department wants 
to do or how it wants to 
proceed.” 

The Governor-elect indicated 
that he will look to the Depart- 
ment of Correction (DOC) to 
come up with a “blueprint for 
action which lays qut some alter- 
natives we can look at and say, 
‘This does or doesn’t make sense 
and that’s where we want to 
move in the next ten years with 
the appropriate budget .. .’ 

“We need something which I 
and people like myself, who are 
not experts in the field, can 
review and react to,’’ Dukakis 
said, noting, “I hope we can 
begin with that step and do it in 
a way it wasn’t done before, 
where a great many people could 
have-input into the planning.”’ 

The Governor-elect indicated, 
also, that he would favor a bill 
which would halve the present 
two-thirds-of-sentence require- 
ment fer parole eligibility, poin- 
ting out he had backed an earlier 
measure which, had it passed, 
would have cut the sentence re- 
quirement to one-third. 

In line with his intent to . 
strengthen the role of the 
Cabinet, he said he will ‘‘try to 
make the Cabinet Secretaries 
the backbone of State Govern- 
ment, without the layers of 


special assistants in and around 
the Governor’s office who per- 
formed certain roles in the 
Sargent administration.”’ As 
Human Services Secretary, Lucy 
Benson will work with Correc- 
tion Department Commissioner 
Frank Hall ‘to come up with a 
Corrections budget which would 
reflect their best judgment, bas- 
ed on what is available for the 
purpose,” he -said, pointing out 
that Human Services will take a 
more active role in the func- 
tioning of the Correction Dept. 
than it has in the recent past. 

In regard to several debated 
issues in corrections, Dukakis 
said he is opposed to behavior 
modification experiments, the 
use of drugs simply to modify 
behavior, or the use of prisoners 
for bio-medical research, and is 
against capital punishment. 
Asked about “rehabilitation and 
treatment,” he gave central im- 
portance to programs of job 
training. 

Throughout the Phoenix inter- 
view, Dukakis spoke in terms of 
a long timespan for reform, 
maintaining cautious ap- 
proaches to the general concept 
of de-institutionalizing the 
system, to implementing 
residential or other community 
alternatives to imprisonment, 
and management of the furlough 
program. 

However, he expressed an un- 
reserved willingness to involve 
those outside the DOC in the 
reform planning process — in- 
cluding prisoners’ organizations. 
Under the Dukakis-Benson 
regime, such a policy could 
signal the re-opening of an ex- 
change between the concerned 
community and the State. That 
dialogue was quashed in the 
summer of 1973, at the time of 
Walpole’s “‘troubles,”” when the 
Walpole observers and the press, 
itself, were turned away — along 
“with, many feel, the promises of 
_reform mandated-under Chapter 
777 in 1972. 

The essential questions raised 
in the interview and the 
Governor-elect’s responses 
follow:

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Q: There is no middle person , 


between the Department of 


Correction and the Govers, 


nor’s office, as the structure 
now exists, who could stand 
back, analyze and evaluate 
goals and directions. Mean- 
time, the Correction Com- 
missioner is often confronted

with crises. For example, he 
spent much “time this year 
just fighting to keep the 
furlough program intact. 
Would you, as Governor, con- ° 
sider. having someone with 
that sort of responsibility, 
who would, for instance, look 
at a proposed budget and not 


allow cuts to be arbitrary, 
who could say ‘Okay, we can 
safely take away this item, 
but to allow another to be cut 
would be self-defeating’ 
(There was formerly someone 
with a similar role in Human 
Services)? 

A: Human Services has an enor- 
mous number of agencies and 
a very large part of the total 
state budget. At least for the 


time being, Lucy Benson is. 


going to be principally 
responsible for those 
programs under the Human 
Services umbrella. It will be 
her responsibility to work 
with [Correction Com- 
missioner] Frank Hall, to 
evaluate his performance and 
make some judgments, sub- 
ject to my review, on the 
leadership of the Depart- 
ment. I do not, frankly, see 
the need for another layer to 
be inserted between Ms. Ben- 
son and Com. Hall. I would 
expect there will be as much 
continuing contact between 
Lucy Benson and Com. Hall 
as between me and the 
Human Services Secretary. 
Other agencies in Human 
Services are also involved in 


corrections. The Mass.- 


Rehab Commission could 
perhaps have funds which 
can be used for vocational 
training. I don’t sense a very 
effective ongoing vocational 
training program in many of 
our penal institutions. 

Q: Have you and Lucy Benson 
discussed the. possibility of 
new programs inside the in- 
stitutions? 

A: It’s going to be a very difficult 
18 months for new programs 
| through the end of Fiscal-76, 
in July]. We’re going to be 
lucky generally to sustain the 
present level, given the ex- 
isting financial situation. 
Once we get over this 18- 
month hump, we may get 
into a position to do 
something. 

Q: What would you see as the

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New Rape Bills: 
Ending the Ordeal

Among the- unique and 
notorious aspects of the crime of 
rape is the syndrome of the dou- 
ble ordeal — or, the victim as 
defendant. Jurors on rape cases 
have consistently been seen to 
decide guilt on the basis not of a 
man’s actions but of a woman’s 
attitude — whether she was 
“asking for it.” Trials become 
morality plays, with a woman’s 
morals part of the evidence. 
Feminism and television specials 
notwithstanding, 19th-century 
notions about a woman’s con- 
duct persist. Six months ago, the

question of consent and provoca- 
tion in rape cases sparked public 
debate after a Boston jury ac- 
quitted an accused rapist despite 
testimony from his neighbors 
that the woman involved had 
screamed bloodcurdlingly in his 
apartment. “She was just as 
guilty as he was,” a juror told the 
Phoenix at the time. The man 
and woman had met in a 
Brighton dating bar, cause 
enough for the jury to find that 
she “got what she deserved” 
(‘Rape and the Question of 
Consent,” Phoenix, May 28). 
The implication is that a woman 
imprudent enough to claim the 
same freedom of movement as a 
man has no legal defense if 
raped. 

Dismayed at such cases, a 
group of Massachusetts 
legislators, spurred by the 
National Organization of 
Woman (NOW), is attempting 
to remove by law such thinking 
from the courtroom. Separate 
legislation filed last week by 
Rep. Lois Pines (D-Newton) — 
in cooperation with NOW — and 
Rep. Barbara Gray (R- 
Framingham) would generally 
prohibit the introduction of a 
woman’s past sexual conduct as 
evidence in rape trials, except 
with regard to her possible 
relationship with the accused. A 
judge, after a closed hearing, 
could decide to admit other 
evidence potentially relevant — 
such as whether a woman claim- 
ing a rapist made her pregnant 
was, in fact, pregnant prior to 
the alleged crime. But deemed 
irrelevant would be such matters 
as a woman’s living arrange- 
ment, marital status and views 
on birth control (potentially 
damaging “evidence”’ in the eyes 
of the predominantly middle- 
aged Catholic juries common to 
Boston, like the one that sat in 
the celebrated dating-bar rape 
case). 

Similar legislation has recent- 
ly been enacted in Michigan and 
Iowa and is pending in 10 other 
states as a result of general, na- 
tionwide reexamination of rape 
laws. (New York, Connecticut 
and Ohio, for example, all 
recently dropped the controver- 
sial “‘corroboration” law requir- 
ing a witness to a rape in order 
for conviction.) Prospects for the 
sexual conduct bill here seem 
bright. Both versions have 
prominent co-sponsors: minority 
leader Francis Hatch (R- 
Beverly) has lent support to the 
Gray bill, while Sen. James 


Kelley (D-Oxford), head of the 


powerful Ways & Means Com- 
mittee, has added his name to 
the Pines-NOW proposal. The 


two are almost identical, differ- 
ing mainly in that Gray’s 
would prohibit introduction of 
any sexual history going back 
more than one year, even after a 
closed hearing before the judge. 

The immediate aim of the 
legislation is to encourage 
women to bring rape charges. 
“One of the main reasons rape 
cases do not come to trial,” con- 
tended Rep. Hatch last week, “‘is 
the fear of the victim that the 
defense will attempt to impeach 
her [credibility] through the 
recounting of irrelevant previous 
sexual conduct.” It’s clearly im- 
possible to say how many rapes 
go unreported because of such 
fears, but statistics indicate a 
strikingly low conviction rate on 
rape charges that are pressed. 
FBI figures for 1973 show that of 
51,000 charges nationwide, only 
36 percent ended in conviction 
(half did not even result in 
arrest). 

“We feel the new law would 
balance the rights of the victim 
with those of the defendant,” 
says Judy Copeland, legislative 
lobbyist for NOW, which has 
made such sexual conduct 
legislation one of its national 
priorities. She emphasizes that 
the law would not be totally 
restrictive: the judge -retains 
some discretion, within guide- 
lines. 

Proponents hope that such 
discretion will satisfy a 
traditional fear, particularly on 
the part of public officials, of 
false, retributive or publicity- 
inspired rape charges. Some 
legal authorities nonetheless see 
constitutional problems in such 
legislative dictates to the 
judiciary. Eve Preminger, presi- 
dent of the Correctional Associa- 
tion of New York, recently said 
of a New Jersey bill, “By coming 
out in favor of stricter prosecu- 
tion, it’s as if the women’s move- 
ment has stopped believing in 
the basic principle of our legal 
system — that it’s better to let 
some guilty people go free than 
to send one innocent: person to 
jail.” 

Richard Jackson, an aide to 
Rep. Hatch, disagrees. ‘There 
are already rules of evidence to 
protect defendants. His past 
convictions would not be ad- 
missible, for instance. This 
legislation would help balance 
the situation by preventing red 
herrings concerning the victim.” 

It remains to be seen whether 
well-intended proposals can ac- 
tually purge bias from a jury. For 
one thing, no generalized law can 
anticipate all the particulars of 
one case. The dating bar inci- 
dent, for instance, dealt with cir- 
cumstances, not sexual conduct 
in the past. ‘““Rape has become a 
sacrosanct issue,’ says Sgt. 
Charles Deary of Boston Police 
Commissioner Robert diGrazia’s 
staff. ‘“‘Anything that would 
seem to protect the victim is dif- 
ficult to oppose today. But 
realistically, the law could be 
circumvented rather easily. A 
sharp lawyer will get the picture 
he wants to the jury. He’ll. ask 
subtle questions like ‘Where do 
you live?’ and ‘Do you live 
alone?’ ” 

However, the legislation would 
seem to be a step, at the very 
least a symbolic one, toward 
righting the wrong denounced by 
Suffolk Superior Court Chief 
Justice Walter McLaughlin in 
May. It was then, after the 
dating-bar case acquittal, that 
he delivered his prominently 
quoted post-verdict remarks, 
reflecting on what he said had 
been seven years of examining 
rape cases. “It is almost im- 
possible,” he said, ‘‘to get a con- 
viction on the most atrocious 
and violent rapes that occur. It is 
a national scandal. When we 
have a trial, the poor girl 
becomes the defendant.” 
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Rents to Rise? Landlords Put the Pressure On

Boston’s most powerful 
landlord group last week 
demanded an across-the-board 
rent increase in the city. 

Rudy Fleischhacker, head of 
the landlords’ Rental Housing 
Association, issued the demand 
Wednesday in a strongly worded 
letter to Boston rent control chief 
William Edgerton. 

“We demand that you begin 
proceedings to put a general 
rent increase into effect,” that 
letter began. “You are aware of 
our repeated oral requests to you 
on this matter... . Even if this 
letter is followed by conver- 
sations on this issue, we request 
that you also furnish us with a 
written statement of your 
position.” 

After citing rising operating 
costs as the prime justification 
for a general rent hike, the letter 
went on to blast the performance 
of former rent control chief John 
Grace, who was ousted in 
August. 

“Clearly,’’ wrote Fleisch- 
hacker, 
you [Edgerton] were placed in 
your current post is that the 
previous regime was not able to 
cope with the administrative 
workload. We feel that you

should make known to us, and to 
the general public, the present 
status of the individual cases in 
your office... . 

“In spite of the noisy con- 
troversy that will arise at a 
public hearing, you have an 
obligation to place this issue 
before the public. We believe the 
facts will justify our position. 

‘‘Let’s get  going,’’ 
Fleischhacker concludes. 

In an interview Thursday, rent 
control administrator Edgerton 
said he had not yet determined 
whether to grant a general in- 
crease or even whether he should 
hold the public hearings that are 
necessary before such an in- 
crease could be granted. 

“Nothing in the law says I 
have to hold a hearing,” he said. 
“I've got to be convinced there 
are solid grounds for it. 
Otherwise, the hearing process 
becomes counter-productive, 
raising unnecessary hopes and 
fears.” 

Edgerton added that he held a 
two-hour meeting with 
Fleischhacker on Wednesday to 
discuss the matter, and that he 
was in the process of setting up a 
similar session with represen- 
tatives of several tenants’ 


groups. 


“There are several things I will 
be looking at,” said Edgerton. 
“First, the cost picture — what’s 
gone up and to what degree in 
the past 12 months, and whether 
the rate of increase is 
skyrocketing or slowing down. 
Second, the fiscal policy of the 
city, primarily taxes, and third, 
our administrative record.” 

Landlords have long claimed 
that the Rent Control Ad- 
ministration has been poorly run 
and, in particular, that it takes 
too long to rule on whether a re- 
quested increase should be 
granted. Under questioning, 
Edgerton said he agreed with the 
latter criticism. 

‘‘A clear goal of my ad- 
ministration,” he said, “is to 
speed the process up. Right now 
it takes roughly 7 to 8 
weeks.... 

“A general [rent] adjustment 
may be necessary just to free up 
the backlog of cases. I’m certain- 
ly not saying that’s what I intend 
to do, but it’s one option.” 

Edgerton said he had already 
discussed the proposed increase 
with Andy Olins, the Mayor’s 
housing aide, but that no deci- 
sion had been reached in those 
discussions. He said he would be 
talking to Olins in the future, 
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that he hoped to talk to the 
Mayor as well, and that he ex- 
pected to decide by Christmas 
whether to hold hearings. 

“I’m not in here with a pre- 
packaged game plan anybody 
gave me,” he said. “Certainly 
the Mayor didn’t give me one.” 

But given the White ad- 
ministration’s recent record on 
rent control, many of Boston’s 
tenant organizers may find that 
claim hard to believe. Under 
heavy pressure from the Rental 
Housing Association, White forc- 
ed rent control chief John Grace 
to resign in mid-summer (see 
‘Landlord Victory: Rent Control 
Chief Ousted,” Phoenix, Aug. 
13). Housing aide Olins claimed 
at the time that landlord 
pressure was not a factor and 
that Grace was being offered a 
“‘promotion”’ (which he refused); 
since then, the City Hall line has 
been revised somewhat and the 
current position is that Grace 
was a symbolic offering to 


landlords but that his tough 
policies will remain intact. 

City Hall sources predicted at 
the time of Grace’s departure 
that it might soon be followed by 
attempts to de-control many of 
the city’s luxury apartments and 
to raise rents across the board. 

In mid-October, while the city 
was embroiled in the busing con- 
troversy, the City Council quiet- 
ly de-controlled 3000 luxury un- 
its in 10 developments. The 
move was not condoned by the 
Mayor, explained housing aide 
Olins lamely, it was just that the 
Mayor was terrified the Council 
might kill rent control entirely if 
he vetoed the ordinance. 

Yet despite two major vic- 
tories already chalked up, the 
city’s landlords may find their 
current try at a general hike a far 
more difficult battle. In addition 
to the conspicuous hearings an 
across-the-board increase would 
require, even the smallest hike 
would affect a huge number of 
people; administrator Edgerton 
says 125,000 housing units are 
currently protected by rent con- © 
trol. And that the Mayor — 
already in trouble over the bus- 
ing situation — would want to 
take on that kind of additional 
risk is doubtful. 
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OK, Suburbs: Who Wants a Combat Zone?

If Rep. Barney Frank has his 
way, each of the 351 cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth will 
be able to have a Combat Zone 
of its very own. 

The outspoken liberal 
legislator from Beacon Hill and 
the Back Bay filed legislation to 
that effect last week. It was one 
of 7327 bills filed by last 
Wednesday’s deadline for con- 
sideration by the upcoming ses- 
sion of the Massachusetts 
Legislature. Only once have 
more bills been filed. 

The Frank bill would enable 
each community, through its 
zoning procedures, to set up its 
own “adult entertainment”’ dis- 
trict by suspending all state laws 
“dealing with prostitution, 
gambling, obscenity or private 
sexual conduct between or 
among consenting adults within 
the geographic limits of said dis- 
trict.” 


“If communities don’t want to 
do this, they don’t have to,” 
Frank said. “There is a local op- 
tion clause in the bill.’’ He said 
that Boston has designated the 
Combat Zone as an adult enter- 
tainment area, and that other 
localities should be allowed to do 
the same. 

“There is no way to wipe out 
prostitution, but you can control 
it. If all the prostitutes worked in 
adult entertainment areas, then 
the police would not be wasting 
their time tracking them down. 
The same is true with dirty 
movies. Why should 12 
policemen be used to raid a 
theater showing dirty movies? 

“Prostitution is a very noisy 
business to carry on, I know. 
People are complaining about it 
in the Back Bay. The police 
should be able to send the 
prostitutes to LaGrange St. [in 
the Combat Zone] where they 
can work. 


“If this bill pases, then all 
those hypocrites who live in Lex- 
ington and Lincoln can stay 
home, in their own adult enter- 
tainment district, instead of 
coming in to Boston. They can 
stay home and save gas and help 
the energy crisis. 

“Not only would this bill save 
the time of police officers, but 
these districts would be among 
the safest in the world. The first 
time someone gets hit on the 
head, business goes down. So 
there won’t be much of that.” 

Although his bill may be rank- 
ed among those termed frivolous, 
Frank believes that, although it 
may not pass this year, it will be 
approved some time in the 
future. 

Turning out a press release on 
his bill hast week, Frank noted: 
“Caution: Members of the media 
are advised that this law is not 
yet in effect, and its sponsor.is in 
no position to offer legal 
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assistance to anyone who seeks 
to put it into effect 
prematurely.” 
Frank is a student at Harvard 
Law School.

Among the thousands of bills 
being processed in the offices of 
the House and Senate clerks is a 
proposal to deal with the ap- 
parent shortage of family 
physicians. 

A study conducted by Rep. 
Angelo Cataldo of Revere has 
found that although the state 
has a high ratio of physicians to 


citizens (221 doctors to every 
100,000 people), only 10 percent 
of the M.D.’s are general prac- 
titioners. 

The study showed that the 
greatest concéntration of 
physicians is in Greater Boston, 
which has 58 percent of the 
state’s population and 76 per- 
cent of its doctors. Because of 
the increasing specialization in 
medicine, Cataldo said, general 
practitioners are becoming 
scarce. The study disclosed that 
between 1967 and 1972 the ratio 
of doctors to people rose from 201 
to 221 per 100,000 people, but 
the number of general prac- 
titioners declined. 

Cataldo proposes that the 
state set up through the UMass 
Medical School a medicine 
residency program that would 
turn out general practitioners, 
and he has filed legislation 
recommending the establish-

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After the Bombs: ‘Hanoi's Road to Recovery

HANOI — It is Sunday. We’ve 
been in North Vietnam less than 
24 hours. Everything is closed so 
we are going sightseeing. Our 


first stop is the Zoo. -* 


There are no ‘live animals in 
the first\cage, a circular fenced- 
in area. All there is to see now is 
a sculpture of twisted steel; and 
slivers of silver aluminum. The 
white star-symbol of the U.S. Air 
Force is still visible although it 
has a hole through it. Our guide 
advises us with a smile, “Oh, 
that was a B-52.” 

The North Vietnamese don’t 
joke too much about the 
devastation that those B-52’s 
caused in Hanoi and throughout 
the country just two years ago. 
The reminders of the bombing 
are too visible, too immediate in 
their daily impact. In fact, there 
still seems to be some incredulity 
that the United States would, 
even after all those years of war, 
unleash such a hurricane of 
destruction in civilian areas. The 
memories of the bombing remain 
fresh but so is the pride in having 
survived it. Today, North Viet- 
nam is a society that is putting 
itself back together, while con- 
tinuing the struggle to- reclaim 

‘and reunify the country. 


The scars’ of-war are evident 


the moment one’s plane touches 
down in Hanoi. Bomb craters 
still ring the airport, but the ter- 
minal building has been com- 
pletely rebuilt as have the 
runways, the access roads and 
the bridge that leads into Hanoi 
across the Red River. In the city,

the rubble hias been cleared from 
most of the residential sections 
and temporary housing has 
replaced the bombed out struc- 
tures. No one is living in the 
streets, a common feature of life 
in Saigon, but shortages of 
building materials have slowed 
_the effort to replace all of the 
structures which were levelled 
during the Christmas season of 
1972. 

The North Vietnamese are op- 
timistic about reconstruction 
just as they are optimistic about 
the ultimate outcome of the war. 
They intend to completely 
rebuild everything by next year. 
“We strongly believe,” Hoang 
Tung, the influential editor of 
the Party newspaper Nhan Dan 
told our group of three, whose

visit was arranged by the In- 


dochina Peace Campaign, “that” 


by the end of 1975, we can bring 
the situation exactly back to the 
pre-1965 period.” 

This task requires an immense 
mobilization of labor power and 
scarce resources. Whole sectors 
of the economy had been wiped 
out. The railways had been 
bombed into oblivion, the roads 
severed, communications 
pulverized. Most of the country’s 
few industrial plants and power 
generation stations were put out 
of action, and the agricultural 
sector was disrupted, first by the 
bombing and then more recently 
by typhoons. Only a highly 
organized and motivated people 
could even hope to rebuild all of 
this in sucha short period of 


time. And yet they seem to be 
doing it. 

“Although we are making 
great progress in rebuilding,” 
Liu Quy Ky the secretary general 
of the Journalists Association 
reminded us,’ “Thirty years of 
war is not a beautiful dream. We 
are still more than ten years 
behind. Our economy is still 
backwards.” North Vietnam is a 
poor country, an economically 
underdeveloped one. That was a 
legacy of its colonial past and a 
product of those many years of 
war. All of this has postponed 
the country’s economic develop- 
ment. In statistical terms, Viet- 
nam’s per capita income is below 
India’s “But this accounting by 
occidental economists can be 
misleading,’’ notes Le Dung 


Trang, a North Vietnamese 
mathematician who lives in 
Paris and visited Harvard last 
spring. “You must take into ac- 
count our social organization, 
the fact that every child can go 
to school.” In other words one 
can’t just compare poverty levels 
but must consider how wealth is 
distributed and what human ser- 
vices are provided 

North Vietnam’s economic 
planners have integrated 
socialist values into their 
blueprints. The goal is not simp- 
ly to rebuild but to do so in a way 
that puts the entire society on 
the most progressive footing. 
The new factories which are go- 
ing up are not just replicas of the 
old. Their capacities are larger 
and their production techniques 
are of a higher technological 
order. Liu Quy Ky cited a bridge 
at Ham Rong as a case-in-point. 
The U.S. lost more than 100 
planes trying to knock it out, 
while the Vietnamese made it a 
symbol of their resistance. The 
bridge was never out of commis- 
sion for long. “Now it has been 
rebuilt,” Ky told us, “but it is 
not the same bridge. The old 
bridge was very narrow. Trains 
and trucks had to go in the same 
lane. Now the trains and trucks 
have their own lanes. It is a 
much more beautiful bridge 
now.” 


In the Countryside 
Much of the natural béauty of 
Vietnam was assaulted by bom- 
bardment. One encounters 
evidence of.the bombing 
throughout the countryside, We 
drove down North Vietnam’s 
Highway One from Hanoi to 
Quang Tri, the northernmost 
province in South Vietnam. We 
saw roads pockmarked with 
craters, and the shells of what 
were once houses and industrial 
plants. Although the roads are 
passable, the going is slow. Vir- 
tually every bridge has been hit. 
Many have yet to be rebuilt. 
Several times, we forded streams 
which left our car’s exhaust pipe

Mass. GOP: Free at Last or Down the Tube?

For the first time in years, the ever 
dwindling — and increasingly irrelevant 
— Republican minority in the Mass- 
achusetts House and Senate will feel the 
heavy weight of Democratic power and, in 
order to survive — if it is to survive — it 
will have to play a brave but lonely role. 

Michael S. Dukakis, the new governor, 
is not only the first Democrat to win that 
office since 1962, but also the first 
Democrat to come into office with the 
Democrats in such overwhelming control 
of both branches of the Legislature. On 
Beacon Hill the Republican Party has just 
about diappeared. 

The incoming 240-member House will 
be made up of 191 Democrats, 46 
Republicans and three Independenfs. 
These. figures represent an increase of five 
Democrats and a loss of six Republicans. 
The Senate will be composed of 33 
Democrats and only seven Republicans, a 
loss of one for the GOP. 

. Because one of their own has been 
governor for the past 10 years, in both 
branches the Republicans have had a 


 relativéty clear-cut“role: they have sup- 


ported the plans and programs of former 
Gov. John A. Volpe and Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent against assaults from the 
Democratic majority. At times, though, 
particularly under Sargent, the minority 
in the House rebelled against the gover- 
nor, as it did this past year when it voted 
against Sargent’s budget because it 
believed it was not balanced. The minori- 
ty has subsequently been proven correct. 

Since the top office has been in 
Republican hands for so many years, it 
has been thought that the Republican 
Party was still an ongoing organization in 
Massachusetts. While Republican 
representation in the Legislature steadily 


declined, optimists could point to the fact 
that the Republicans still controlled the 
governor’ S seat. 

But in the past 10 years, or the past five 
elections, Republican representation 
the House has sunk from 71 in 1966, to 68 
in 1968, to 62 in 1972, to 52 in 1974, to the 
new low of 46. (The last time there were 
only 46 members of one party in the 240- 
member House was in 1895, and then they 
were Democrats.) 

The story is the same in the Senate. 

So at an all-time low, with a 
Democratic governor coming in, what 
part does the GOP play now? 

“Our role will be to kick the shit out of 
Mike Dukakis when he warrants it, and to 
help rebuild the Republican Party,” said 
Rep. John Ames of Easton, the tall, 
WASPish assistant minority leader in the 
House. 

According to Ames, the GOP will be un- 
fettered by the necessity to defend 
programs — just because they were filed 
by a Republican governor — it did not 
really believe in. “It’s the Speaker who 
now has this monkey on his back,’’ Ames 
said. 

“That’s about right,”” House Speaker 
David M. Bartley said. ‘““The Republicans 
in the House now have the luxury of total 
and complete irresponsibility. I’m envious 
of their position. Just like the Japs at 
Pearl Harbor, they can attack and attack 
and attack.” 

In this reversal of roles, Bartley, as well 
as Senate President Kevin B, Harrington, 
will also play new parts, ‘supporting a 
Democratic governor rather than criticiz- 
ing a Republican one. Neither Bartley nor 
Harrington was in a position of power 
when former Gov. Endicott Peabody, the 
last Democrat to hold the office, served. 

“The Democrats will no longer have the’

privilege of blaming the administration if 
anything goes wrong. If anything goes 
wrong it will be the fault of the 
Democrats,” Bartley said. 

Harrington, who will moonlight as var- 
sity basketball coach at St. John’s Prep, 


‘said in an interview last week that he ex- 


pected Dukakis to tun out to be either a 
great governor or a “disaster.” 

Unlike Bartley, who appears to be ben- 
ding with the new winds, Harrington has 
taken a firmer position vis-a-vis the new 
governor. “‘We have never been any gover- 
nor’s Legislature, and we are not going to 
be any governor’s Legislature,’ said 
Harrington, indicating that although 
Dukakis may have smooth sailing in the 
House, the trip will be a bit rougher in the 
Senate. 

But Bartley may not be around for 
much longer, or so the current speculation 
atthe State House runs. Bartley, who will 
be re-elected Speaker Jan. 1, will have 
served longer than anyone else in this 
position, and it is reported that he wants 
out, in 1975. (It is rumored that he has his 
eye on the presidency of Holyoke Com- 
munity College.) Should he leave, then 
either House Majority Leader Thomas 


McGee of Lynn or House Majority Whip - 


William Q. (Biff) MacLean of Fairhaven 
will take over. Both are political and 
philosophical tough cookies. 

During a meeting with Dukakis and 
other legislators last week, MacLean told 
the Duke that he would indeed support 
the legislation proposed by the 


Democratic Study Group, a group of 
House liberals, that would increase aid to 
the elderly and other social services. The 
bills are “irresponsible, but I will vote for 
them,” he told Dukakis. And with the 
state’s deficit mounting, he informed 
Dukakis, “‘They’ll wind up on your desk. 
And will you sign them?” 

MacLean turned to the 35 members of 
the study group, and asked how many 
would support new taxes to pay for the 
new programs. Only five raised their 
hands. 

The Republicans, pectioulaahe those in 
the House, plan to make a lot of noise in a 
last-ditch effort to save the Republican 
Party in this state. But outside of making 
noise, there is little they can do at the 
State House. 

“The general public is going to realize 
that we don’t amount to a hill of beans,” 
Ames said, “and the possibility of a one- 
party state should scare the hell out of 


people. 

“Our role will be that of a critic, but a 
critic without any clout. Our job will be to 
point a finger at him when things go 
wrong. To the extent that we do our job, 
we will pick up more seats. If we don’t 
pick up more seats . . . I don’t know where 
we go from there.” 

It is not the Republicans in the 


Legislature that the Duke or the 


Democratic leadership has to worry . 
about. It is the Democratic majority. 
There simply are too many Democrats for 
the Speaker to control. (The Senate, so 
much smaller, is easier to run.) 

“You just can’t satisfy them all,” 
Bartley said. “There will be a problem 
with Democratic unity, with‘ overall 
policy, and with cohesiveness. Everybody 
wants to be a committee chairman. And 
the job that they all want, I’ve got.”

Getting the MBTA Back the Right Track 


By Ed Baumeister 

The talk is that if Ed King — 
late of Massport — becomes 
head of the MBTA, the express 
service between Harvard and 
Ashmont will be by commuter 
jet, necessitating the construc- 
tion of runways along Dorchester 
Avenue and in Harvard Square. 
That. kind of hyperbole, paying 
tribute as it does to King’s 
reputation as builder of the im- 
possible, says something about 
the MBTA, which in a couple of 
instances seems to find projects 
impossible to build. 

Consider the Green Line. 

The Green Line is the trolley 
line — the one his soon-to-be Ex- 
cellency Michael Dukakis plans 
to ride to the State House each 
day. The Green Line is the tran- 
sit system’s most heavily ridden 
line. And one of its branches — 
the Riverside Line — stretches in 
a direction just perfect when it 
comes to currently fashionable 
environmental considerations. It 
goes out to Route 128, the only 
MBTA line to make it to the 
Great Highway (although others 
are planned). 

If you get more people to ride 
public transportation from 128 
into the city, you have fewer peo- 
ple in cars coming into the city. 
To get more people to ride it, 
you'd have to improve it. Its fleet 
of cars — if a battered collection 
of 35-year-old vehicles can be 
called a fleet — is unreliable. 

The tracks are lumpy. The 
streetcar heating systems seem 
to work only in July. 

If you were to point out all the 


Green Line’s inadequacies to the 


MBTA, you would be told not

— whip out the pictures of shiny 
new cars — tHe authority is do- 
ing something about it. A $38.1 
million rebuilding project. Most 
of the money from the federal 
government. New track. A 
smoother ride. Air conditioning. 
The millennium in public 
transportation. 

In getting to the millennium, 
in trying to rebuild the Riverside 
Line, the MBTA has en- 
countered and/or precipitated 
several minor disasters that, 
taken together, form a big ques- 
tion about the authority’s ability 
to build anything. 

Already, the MBTA’s Orange 
Line rebuilding project (called 
Haymarket North) is three years 
behind schedule. (The new un- 


‘derground North Station, which 


no passenger has used yet, will 
have to be painted again before 


“fhe system opens — that’s how 


long it has been sitting there 
ready.) But on the Green Line, 
the problems have caused much 


Part of the fleet! 


perhaps even more money, than 
the Orange Line delay. 

An accurate picture of what 
the authority is doing is difficult 
to piece together. The reason 
seems to rest in conflicting per- 
sonalities in the authority. The 
current chairman, John Doolit- 
tle, acknowledges as much. 

Whether they need a psy- 
chiatrist to straighten them out 
or not, the MBTA on its Green 
Line project: 

—Allowed 4000 tons of wrong- 
size stone ballast to be laid and a 
new set of tracks to be placed on 
it. The ballast — the roadbed — 
had to be the right size to pre- 
vent frost heaves, which could 
buckle the track. After letting 
the. contractor put down the 
ballast and roadbed, the MBTA 
did force a redoing of the job, 
which involved ripping, up .the 
newly laid track. But where was 
the MBTA when the wrong 
ballast was being put down — a

ment of a Community Family 
Physicians Commission em- 
powered to devise methods to in- 
crease the number of G.P.’s in 
Massachusetts. 

The new commission would es- 
tablish standards for programs 
for family practice training, 
family practice residency, and 
the training of general prac- 
titioners’ assistants (the trainees 
would be obligated to serve in 
areas where they are needed). 

* 

Another important bill, which 
apparently has met with little 
opposition, would protect the 

. purchasers of residential con- 
dominiums. Although there are 


several bills on file, the main one 
was proposed by Rep. Lois Pines 
of Newton, who said it would 
deal with the ‘“‘abuses” in the 
condo housing field. 

“We believe the people who 
are asked to purchase con- 
dominiums should be told the 
truth, even if the accepted tradi- 
tion in real estate home sales and 
apartment renting is to tell as 
little as possible and misleading- 
ly try to color the facts to the ex- 
tent necessary to close the tran- 
saction,” she said at a press con- 
ference. 

She explained that there were 
no state or federal laws to protect 
purchasers of condos or of 
building conversions. Under her 
bill, the practice of understating 
maintenance costs would be 
halted (as it now stands, a 
purchaser may discover that 
there is an added cost for certain 


services, or that additional units 
are being constructed about 
which he had no prior 
knowledge). 

The legislation would also 
hold the developer liable for in- 
adequate construction, insuf- 
ficient insurance in the event of 
fire or a liability claim, and im- 
proper drainage of the land. It 
would also require the developer 
to place deposit money in an es- 
crow account, and allow the 
purchaser 10 days prior to sign- 
ing a contract to review the clos- 
ing costs and the projected 
budget for the first year’s 
maintenance cost, as well as 10 
days after signing a contract dur- 
ing which he may cancel it. 

Paul Gitlin, executive 
secretary of the Massachusetts 
Consumers Council, who joined 
with Pines, said the legislation 
“realizes that these comsumers 


are entitled to receive a well- 
built, durable home, and 
provides a way that rights will be 
guaranteed. As such, it is a very 
important proposal. 

** * 

The elderly would benefit from 
scores of bills on file providing 
more financial aid to the senior. 
set. However, in view of Gov.- 
Elect Michael S. Dukakis’s 
pledge to cut the budget, it is 
doubtful they will pass. 

In any event, several of the 
bills would, for instance, allow 
persons over 65 to ride the 
MBTA for nothing, increase in- 
come tax exemptions, property 
‘tax relief, utility rate relief, and 
so on. Most of these bills are the 
same ones that were killed dur- 
ing the last session of the 
Legislature.

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Feminist Business: 


By Karen Lindsey 

One of the most important 
developments in the women’s 
movement over the past couple 
of years has been a marked 
change in attitudes toward the 
relationship of feminism to the 
American economy. Five or six 
years ago, no radical feminist 
would allow her principles to be 
corrupted by connecting them in 
any way with money. Recogniz- 
ing the bond between capitalism 
and patriarchy, we fiercely re- 
jected the idea of trying to derive 
our income from our movement 
activity; those sisters who did 
earn money through their move- 
ment skills were scorned as 
middle-class sell-outs. A lifestyle 
quickly emerged, based on that 
of the old hippie-radical culture: 
some women lived on welfare, 
unemployment or parental dole 
and did movement work, while 
others, more numerous, toiled at 
office jobs during the day and for 
the movement evenings and 
weekends. 

Such political purity created 
problems. The women who were 
subsidized could devote more 
time to their organizations. They 
assumed, and were given, both 
more shitwork and more power 
than other women. Often they 
tended to become proprietary 


toward their groups, and the 
relationship between these 
women and their organizations 
took on almost conjugal over- 
tones (“I’ve given up everything 
to work for this group, and what 
am I getting in return?’’). 
Women who labored in offices all 
day usually weren't too anxious 
to type and run mimeo machines 
all night; at the same time they 
often resented the “leisure time” 
of their co-workers, which they 
assumed (often, but not always, 
correctly) resulted from their 
privileged economic status. 
Furthermore, continuity was 
shaky at best. When her funds 
ran out, the woman who was 
spending 10 hours a day at a 
movement office would go to 
work, leaving her job to whoever 
wanted or was able to assume it. 
It didn’t make for the most ef- 
ficient structures. 

Nor, of course, did it do much 
to damage the capitalist system. 
In fact, as so many feminists put 
their creative energies into non- 
paying movement work, we were 
also contributing a steady supply 
of low-paid shitworkers to big 
business. We began to realize 
that perpetuating our own ig- 
norance of the economic system 
wasn’t building a revolution, and 
that our volunteer work was 


simply reinforcing a classic 
middle-class female role: move- 
ment women had become the 
volunteer workers par ex- 
cellence. As Mary Rice, who has 
spent two years on the all- 
volunteer staff of the feminist 
magazine, Second Wave, says: 
“Doing volunteer work is a 
middle-class notion. It implies 


that you’re high enough up on 
the economic scale that you’ve 
got leisure time to fill up — 
whether or not that’s actually 
the case. And there’s always the 
problem of having your work not 
taken seriously by other people 
— sometimes even yourself. In 
our society, if you’re doing 
something for free, it’s con-

sidered expendable.” 

Obviously the movement is go- 
ing to need volunteer workers for 
a considerable while — but at 
least volunteerism is coming to 
be seen as an unfortunate 
necessity, not as a romanticized 
revolutionary goal. Making a liv- 
ing from one’s political activities 
is perceived less and less as a 
capitalist sell-out, and more and 


‘more as a common-sense alter- 


native. “‘A lot of different 
organizations are now trying to 
make their work pay,” says Rice. 
‘I’ve noticed that new 
organizations — ones that have 
been forming in the past year or 
two — seem to hold that attitude 
a lot more than the earlier ones 
did. They’re setting themselves 
up in such a way as to bring in 
money. It’s a thing they’re con- 
cerned about.” 


The difficulty such a group en- 
counters is that fund-raising is a 
time-consuming task that often 
requires as much energy and 
skill as the work the group has 
set out to accomplish. An 
organization that has to spend 
all of its time supporting itself 
can defeat its own political goals 
and, as Rice observes, “‘move- 
ment people don’t always have 
the contacts, the fund-raising 
skills and the ability to translate 
their goals into the way foun- 
dations think.”” Other feminists 
have complained that an un- 
intentional competition arises 
when more than one feminist 
group applies for the same grant. 

To offset these problems, Rice 
and a number of others from 
various women’s organizations 
are working to set up a kind of 
United Fund for feminist 
endeavors. It is only in its 
earliest planning stages, but 
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Rice foresees the fund as even- 
tually filling a kind of in- 
termediary role between the 
feminist groups and the foun- 
dations and contributors. Money 
would be given to the fund, 
which would distribute it to “a 
range of organizations that serve 
women”: cultural, political, and 
service groups. 

Another approach to in- 
tegrating feminism with 
economic survival has been the 
formation of feminist businesses. 
Some sisters already own com- 
mercial ventures — Grolier’s 
bookstore and the craft stores, 
Cabbages and Kings and Gypsy 

- Wagon, for instance. But there is 
an increasing tendency among 
enterprising women to open 
businesses to help solidify the 
feminist community. New 
Words, the feminist bookstore, 
set up shop in Somerville early 
this year. In addition to selling 
books by and about women, the 
collective that runs the store has 
organized a series of women’s 
cultural events: films; lectures 
and poetry readings. A feminist 
restaurant, Bread and Roses, 
opened last week in Cambridge 
(see Phoenix, “‘Urban Eye,” Dec. 
3). And a women’s craft store, 
Parapherna (which translates, 
“all a woman’s possessions ex- 
cept her dowry’), opened on 
Dec. 7. Owned and operated by 
two feminists, it carries only the 
work of female artisans. 

There is a third kind of 
feminist institution being form- 


ed in the Boston area — the,

to invest my money in the 
defense industry.’ ’’ Most banks,, 
adds Gigi Hey, are sexist in their 
hiring and credit practices, and 
they provide money for sexist in- 
dustries. By its nature, a credit 
union is based on standards set 
by its members. It doesn’t in- 
vest, it lends only to members, 
and its officers and board of 
directors are elected annually by 
the membership. Thus the 
possibility that the Union would 
support sexist institutions or in- 
dividuals is remote. 
Furthermore, some of the 
hassles women face in trying to 
get loans from banks, or even 
from other credit unions, wilt be 
eliminated. Obviously the Union 
will not consider a woman’s 
marital status in determining 
‘her eligibility for a loan. Women 
will be able to borrow to start 
their own businesses, to get abor- 
tions or sterilizations and to pur- 
sue other projects conventional 
banks might frown upon. The 
major requirement for a loan is 
the ability to repay it; a low- 
paying job doesn’t necessarily 
mean that ability is lacking. 
Loans will be available to less 
affluent members. Furthermore, 
with no minimum loan require- 
ment, a member who needs only 
a little money will be able to 
borrow that amount; thus people 
normally considered bad credit 
risks because they don’t have a 
lot of collateral will be able to 
obtain loans. But the most im- 
portant thing is that feminists 


who deposit money in the credit 
union will know that it is being 
used to help other feminists, not 
to subsidize big business. 
Unfortunately, membership is 
restricted to people who belong 
to one of the organizations that 
make up the union. Rome and 
Hey regret this, but see it as in- 
evitable. “We understand the 
government’s requirement that 
membership be restricted to 
specific, connected groups. After 
all, the point of a credit union is 
that its members know each 
other and work together,” says 
Hey. In any case, the. 
organizations represent a large 
part of the feminist community, 
and their members are rapidly 
growing. 
The attitude of these women 
toward the capitalist economy in 
which they are in a sense par- 
ticipating is less enthusiastic 
than resigned. “We are in a 
money economy,” says Esther 
Rome, “and you can’t do much 
without money — including eat. 
So we might as well do the best 
we can right now. By taking 
more control over our money we 
can work to change some things 
in the present.”’ Adds Mary Rice: 
“It’s bad for society to be set up 
so that money is one of the most 
important things and the whole 
focus of the culture is to make 
money. But that is how it’s set 
up. The kinds of alternatives 
we're trying to create are interim

project that took several days? 
“That’s a good question,” says a 
federal Department of Transpor- 
tation official who is watching 
the project. 

—Inflated the MBTA deficit 
by $200,000 this summer in bus- 
driver overtime. Because of un- 
ion agreements, the MBTA 
couldn't press idled streetcar 
drivers into driving buses when 
the reconstruction forced buses 
into use. Off-duty drivers had to 
be brought in at time-and-a- 
half. 

—Had several derailments at- 
tributable to the reconstruction. 
There were no injuries on these 
derailments, although there ap- 
parently was substantial damage 
to some of the cars. The mystery 
about the derailments is: how 
many were there? The 
authority’s safety department 
says there were only “three or 
four” derailments on the Green 
Line in construction areas. But 
the MBTA’s chairman, Doolit- 
tle, says he believes there were at 
least 25, many of them occurring 
because temporary track was 
laid to railroad tolerances rather 
than streetcar tolerances. The 
cars, Doolittle figures, just fell 
through the tracks. 

Doolittle says that when he 
asked he was told by the MBTA 
people rebuilding the Green Line 
that there were no derailments. 
The damage to the cars will be 
paid for out of the MBTA deficit 
— picked up by the cities and 
towns and the state (read local 
property tax and state income 
tax). 

There are other problems with 
the Green Line project. The new 
streetcars (dubbed “light rail 
vehicles” by the authority) will 
require more power than the 
current ones. The new cars will 
begin arriving late next year. But 
the authority didn’t get around 
to ordering the electrical equip- 
ment needed to step up the 
power until late November. 
Because of delays in the delivery 
of electrical equipment — a 
delay that could run to two years 
for the kind of equipment the 
MBTA needs — the system may 
not be able to run the new cars 
once it gets them. 

With temporary equipment, 
the new cars might be run, but at 
reduced speeds. 

“They're not making the day- 
to-day compliance checks on the 
project,” says a federal official 
familiar with what the MBTA is 
doing. This official says that, un- 
der terms of the construction 
contract, the MBTA can reject 
the project if on completion it 
isn’t found right — as it did with 
the stone ballast. But this adds 
up to delays, and delays on the 
MBTA inevitably add up to 
costs. The ballast screw-up puts 
the project three months behind 
schedule. 

Doolittle, who may be in line 
for the top job next year under a 
reorganized MBTA (it depends

Dapper Sick: 
Day in Court 
ls Delayed 


City Councilor Albert L. 
“Dapper” O’Neil’s day in court 
was postponed last week because 
of what: his lawyer described as a 
sudden and serious stomach dis- 
order. 

O’Neil was scheduled to 
appear Thursday morning at a 
probable cause hearing before 
assistant Clerk of Courts John 
Sullivan in Roxbury District 
Court. The hearing was to deter- 
mine whether the court will issue 
a warrant against O’Neil charg- 
ing him with assault with a 
dangerous weapon. 

The complaint is being sought 
by John Hemann Jr., 21, of 
Boston who maintains that 
O’Neil put a gun te his head 
following a three-car accident 
near Kenmore Square on Sun- 
day evening, Nov. 17. O’Neil 
denies the charge, claiming he 
had a pen in his hand that was 
mistaken for a handgun. (See 
“What Was in Dapper’s Hand — 
Pen or Pistol?”, Phoenix, Nov. 
26, 1974.) 

Ne less than 18 witnesses, in- 
cluding five patrolmen from 
District Four and a private in- 
vestigator hired by the City 
Councilor, were in court when 
O’Neil’s attorney, Robert 
Dinsmore,. asked for a con- 
tinuance, saying O’Neil was too 
ill to testify, suffering possibly 
from a bleeding ulcer that may 
require hospitalization. 

“So who’s going to pay the 
witness fees for all these 
people?”’ Sullivan asked. 

The case was rescheduled for 
Dec. 18, to be heard at the same 
time as a charge of driving to en- 
danger against Hemann, which 
stems from the same incident.

State’s prisons and the size of 
the Correction Department’s 
total staff in one to three 
years? |Here, we referred to 
the alternate budget propos- 
ed by Joseph Sandler who 
heads the Harvard College 
Prison Committee. As 
reported in the Phoenix Nov. 
26, Sandler challenged the 
Department’s emphasis on 
prison hardware, plant and 
guards by presenting a 
counter budget $7 million 
less than DOC’s, aimed at 
“de-population.”’| 

Generally, institutions — 
whether they’re maximum 
security or otherwise — that 
are relatively small tend to 
be places where you can do 
much more effective work 
than where you have massi¥e 


institutions. Now that 
doesn't mean I don’t think 
we're going to need max- 
imum security institutions in 
this state. Regrettably, we 
are. . . don’t think we’re go- 
ing to be able to close down 
all the prisons. There are still 
a great many people, unfor- 
tunately, who commit very 
serious crimes. 

But one of the things I 
would like us to begin doing 
— at long last in this State — 
is to develop some kind of 
draft blueprint for what is go- 
ing to happen to our prisons, 
for what we really want them 
to look like and be 10, 15, or 
20 years from now. That’s the 
first step, and-it has to in- 
volve people inside and out- 
side, including career correc- 
tional personnel. If they’re 
not involved, the whole thing 
isn’t going to work: you’re not 
going to have. them 


cooperating effectively and 
responsibly with you, and 


that’s understandable. We've 
had that [planning] in other 
departments. Whatever one 
thinks of de- 
institutionalization of Men- 
tal Health, there have been 
major reports that say, for ex- 
ample, within five years the 
following steps ought to be 
taken ... So at least you 
have a picture of what people 
are talking about when they 
say ‘we ought to de- 
institutionalize Mental 
Health.’ This has never been 
done in corrections. 

Do you feel a budget — itself

Q: prisoner experimentation so 
that university and drug 
researchers could not go 
‘shopping’ from state to state 
for prisoner subjects?

In 1973, the National Advisory 
Commission on Criminal Justice 
declared that the best way to 
deal with criminal] justice is to 
“divert offenders’ from the 
system itself, in a mannere‘‘con- 
sistent with the need to protect 
society” and in an effort to break 
the revolving-door prison cycle. 

Wisconsin, which adopted its 
correction reform law, the same 
year that Massachusetts passed 
Ch. 777, has now closed all but 
one of its penal institutions 
through a program implemented 
by a special governor-appointed 
Commission, utilizing alter- 
natives to imprisonment. That 
Commission found that‘no more 
than five percent of those in their 


_prisons could be considered dan- 


gerous and in need of total in- 
carceration. (This same per- 
centage-has been cited consis- 
tently by others.) The bulk of 
Wisconsin’s budget is now di- 
verted toward parole, proba- 
tion, and a range of other com- 
munity-supervision programs. 
Under existing Massachusetts 
law, 1081 of the 2020 inmates in 
Concord, Framingham, Norfolk 
and Walpole prisons and in the 
State Forestry Camps could be 
considered for transfer to com- 
munity supervision since they

are within 15 months of parole 
review. Those approved could 
spend the last one-and-a-half 
years of their time working in, or 
preparing for, a regular job 
and/or in college; At the same 
time, they would renew family 
ties. There are 227 places in the 
existing state community 
residential facilities, where 786 
ex-inmates are accommodated 
each year on the basis of spen- 
ding only the last three months 
of their sentences in the com- 
munity. If the Department of 
Correction increased these 227 
spaces to 400 through revising its 
current budget priorities, almost 
700 eligible inmates could be 
provided a full year in 
neighborhood re-adjustment set- 
tings. The halfway houses can be 
— and, in some cases, are now — 
used directly for sentenced: per- nn 
sons to divert them from prison. 
The problem of setting up 
these facilities can be addressed 
through professional manage- 
ment training given locally by 
Massachusetts Halfway Houses, 
Inc., the nonprofit group which 
pioneered in alternative con- 
cepts in Boston. This organiza- 


mates often prove to be the mast 
effective counselors in these set- 
tings. The same finding was 
made by the National Task 
Force on Higher Education and 
Criminal Justice. 

William Moulden, of this New 
York-based Task Force, main- 
tains that ‘‘a clear policy deci- 
sion to reduce incarceration and 
close facilities, once made, can 
be swiftly implemented by sup- 
porting and expanding” various 
alternatives to incarceration. 
Moulden cites tke following 
alternative approaches: 

elnstead of locking up 
people, Moulden suggests de- 
criminalization of victimless 
crime laws, and a process called 
Negotiation of Warrants, where 
the injured and accused parties 
negotiate 4 settlement through a 
group like the American Media- 
tion Association. He also 
recommends release on “* 
recognizance and pre-trial diver- 
sion through supportive services 
from a specialized agency; and 
the use of unsupervised proba- 
tion, where the probationer can 
voluntarily use probationer-ad- 
vocacy services. 

e Respites from sentences to 
prison, Moulden points out, can 
be provided through weekend 
sentences, furloughs, work and 
study release. 

e Early release from total 
confinement can be. achieved 
through: Educational release, 
now in use to some extent at U 
Mass/Boston and other state un- 
iversities, permitting sentenced 
persons to live on campus under 
supervision; pre-release centers; 
and increased use of parole and 
parole houses. 

“To review cases of parole 
eligibles and release most of 
them on parole,”’ Moulden 
asserts, “‘would enable. most 
medium sized or large [prison] 
systems to ctose whole in- ‘ 
stitutions — producing bothtax- 
payer savings and less repeat 
offenses.”

repeat their sexual histories, a 
procedure designed to point up 
discrepancies and also to test the 
amount of difficulty each person 
has in discussing intimate things 
with a member of the opposite 
sex. 

By the fourth session, hus- 
band, wife and both therapists 
are ready to meet together as a 
foursome and talk things out. 
Dr. Wish stresses that no one is 
ever forced and claims no 
reputable therapist would make 
any such demand. Rather, 
couples are given “homework 
assignments” — general caress- 
ing and massaging exercises to 
perform at home. 

The therapy progresses slowly 
and the exervises have nothing 
to do with sexual performance; 
the idea is to get the couples’ 
minds off that and get them 
thinking sensually rather than 
sexually — to let them rediscov- 
er (or discover for the first time) 
the joys of just touching and ap- 
preciating each other’s bodies. 

In this more relaxed at- 
mosphere, a man eventually 
finds his feared impotence simp- 
ly and surprisingly takes care of 
itself, Dr. Wish says. 

“Often,” he explained, “‘an in- 
ability to satisfy a woman 
creates this cycle that makes 
things worse. The wife puts 
pressure on him, he gets tense 
and can’t perform at all. An in- 
itial problem of premature 
ejaculation can actually develop 
into secondary impotence.” 

Primary impotence is never 
having been able to get an erec- 
tion sufficient for entry. Secon- 
dary impotence refers to the 
situation in which a male has 
been potent before and has lost 
the ability to maintain an erec- 
tion sufficient for intercourse; it 
can be stress-related, can be 
caused by drinking or medica- 


tion, but it is usually caused by 
performance anxiety. 

And a man ejaculates quickly, 
Dr. Wish explains, for one or a 
combination of two basic 
reasons: he has “a _ predisposi- 
tion to easy sexual excitability” 
by nature or, as is far more com- 
mon, he simply has learned to 
ejaculate quickly through early 
conditioning in which sex and 
masturbation were hurried, 
rushed, for fear of getting caught 
in the bathroom or the back of 


dad’s Ford. 

These problems are remedied 
through basic exercises. Some 
involve a lot of genital touching 
“to get him used to and less ex- 
cited by it.”” And then there’s the 
“squeeze technique,” in which 
the wife stimulates her 
husband’s penis almost to the 
point of climax and then 
squeezes its head to keep him 
from ejaculating — over and over 
until he builds up a sort of 
tolerance.

Female dysfunctions are more 
complicated and difficult to 
treat, Dr. Wish says. Some 
woman often have difficulty en- 
joying sex and reaching orgasm 
simply because they are easily 
distracted. During intercourse, 
they are worrying about 
housework, the kids and shop- 
ping. 

“And a woman needs to be 
courted, coaxed into sex,” he 
maintains. ‘Most men tend to 
be grabbers at home. They will

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walk up to her and grab her 
breast or her ass. And that usual- 
ly turns a woman off.” 

Then, he says, there is the 
woman who can reach orgasm 
only through masturbation. The 
husband is taught to satisfy her 
by placing his hand on hers and 
following her motions as she 
masturbates. 

Whether these generalizations 
and others that issue from the 
mouths of sex therapists about 
the nature of men and women 
refer to valid biological distinc- 
tions or simply to learned traits 
— hang-ups themselves — is 
irrelevant to the trade. 

The business of a sex therapist 
is to zero in on a specific 
dysfunction, treat it and that’s 
it. The conventional psychiatric 
argument that such a dysfunc- 
tion is only one symptom of 
deeper, more complex problem is 
pretty much dismissed. 
“Traditional therapy has a mis-

erable success rate for sexual 
problems,” Dr. Wish said. 

Here than is a basic difference 
in treatment philosophies — and 
who is to say who is right? A 
Boston psychiatrist who has just 
become clinical director of a 
newly-opened sex clinic argues: 
“Less than half of the people 
who come in requesting sex help 
are candidates for sexual 
therapy. The problem is part of a 
more global psychopathology.” 

This doctor asked that his 
name not be used because 1) he 
considers any form of publicity 
to, be advertising and unethical, 
and 2) he doesn’t want to get a 
reputation as “that sex doctor.” 
It’s not always just the patient 
who has a sex hang-up. 

He described his therapy, 
though, which is remarkably 
similar to that offered in 
Framingham — but with added 
frills. At his Commonwealth 
Avenue office there is a video- 
tape machine so that patients 
can later view their encounter 
sessions. This is to treat those 
who shy away from sex because 
they find their own appearance 
unattractive. It gets them used 
to looking at themselves. 

But this psychiatrist’s major 
thrust is education; he main- 
tains that most sexual problems 
stem from our total ignorance of 
each other’s sexual needs and 
differences. 


“Men have to learn about the 
multiple orgasmic potential of 
women,” he said, “and that the 
conventional wisdom about the 
tremendous desirability of a 
single, simultaneous orgasm is 
just so much hogwash. And peo-

in sexual function over time. Sex 
does not end at age 50, of course, 
but a 50-year-old man must also 
understand that he will not be 
able to get an erection unless 
there’s actual contact. Too many 
men think that they should still 
be able to just look at it and get 
it up like they did when they 
were 

The psychiatric specialist’s 
treatment technique differs in 
another fundamental way from 
the psychologist’s — he opposes 
direct and obvious attempts at 
reshaping a middle-aged man or 
woman’s entire sexual outlook. 
His is a more cautious approach. 
When he offers, for example, the 
theory that ‘‘non-orgasmic 
women can become orgasmic 
through self-pleasing techni- 
ques,” and I naively ask what 
those are, he retorts, ““We never 
use the term ‘masturbation.’” 

“You cannot take a 50-year- 
old guy of Italian, strict Catholic 
background and use him out of 
context,’’ he contends. ‘‘You 
can’t rebuild him. You’ve got to 
meet him where his head is at 
and work within his values.” 

There is one basic similarity 
between Dr. Wish, though, and 
our psychiatrist — both charge a 
lot of money. 

The latter charges $50 an hour 
for the initial evaluation session 
and $35 an hour for each ad- 
ditional session. Dr. Peter A. Wish 
charges an average of merely $30 
per therapist hour — but there’s 
a catch here. ‘“‘Masters and 
Johnson’s greatest contribution 
was the use of a team of 
therapists,’’ he observes, and one 
suddenly realizes that the rates 
quoted must be doubled, 
because it’s $30 per therapist 
hour. The next great innovation, 
perhaps, will be the team of six 


therapists. 
But, in fairness, Framing- 
ham’s rates — a full 


program costs around $1200 — 
are certainly less than those of 
Masters and Johnson — a 12-day 
stay at the clinic for $4000 — and 
even less than what McCall’s 
quotes as the average — between 
$1800 and $2500. 

What happens if you can’t af- 
ford a grand or more to save your 
sex life? Well, there are no free 
sex clinics around, but there are 
cheaper alternatives. The ques- 
tion, again, is whether they’re 
qualified. And the answer, again, 
is that no one knows because 
there are no legal or professional 
standards. 

One possibility is Rita Hass, 
who charges only $15 per session 
and doesn’t discourage men who 
have seen the sex go out of their 


.marriages and want to check out 


a massage parlor. 

'“A lot of men come in,” she 
said, “‘who have reached a cer- 
tain apex in their lives. They 
have lost the sexual relationship 
with their wives and are looking 
for something else..‘I wouldn’t go

to a place like the Combat Zone,’ 
they say, ‘but I know there are 
massage parlors.’” 

She doesn’t really recommend 
it. She just says, “If you want to, 
I supposé you could. Anywhere 
from three to ten weeks will go 


by and then I’ll get a call. ‘Guess 


what?’ he’ll say. ‘I just happened 
to be driving by one of these 
- massage parlors and I thought 
I'd give it a try. It’s nothing.’ 
They’re invariably disappointed, 
‘but at least they get it out of 
their systems. 

“I’m very direct. I tell them 


not to expect anything more 


there than a one-muscle 
massage.” 

Rita Hass’s methods and 
credentials do not qualify her as 
someone the American Medical 
Association or your local 
clergyman would recommend. 
It’s not considered ethical for a 
sex therapist to send you to a 
massage parlor, nor for one to 
charge what she terms “‘a fee so 
far below standard that it 
theoretically doesn’t make 
sense. 

‘Rita Hass also calls herself ‘a 
social psychologist,” but she’s 
not registered with the state’s 
newly formed Board of Registra- 
tion of Psychologists. And, worst 
of all, 
appearing in the classified sec- 
tion of the Real Paper, reads: 
‘‘Sexual Health. When sex 
reaches a plateau, problems 
arise and priorities must be re- 
assessed. Call for appt.” 

“I agree. It is unethical to 
advertise,” she readily, even 
eagerly concedes. Dr. Hass, a 
blonde, overly-made-up and 
brassy woman, is nothing if not 
direct. “I can’t defend myself. 

I’m not comfortable with it. But 
how can you reach people when 
-you’ve just come to town [last 
spring in her case] and you can’t 
get to people through referrals?” 

She advertises as an ‘“‘ex- 
periment” to see who responds, 
who comes through the door. As 
might be expected, the vague, 
suggestive wording of the ad 
produces an occasional crank. 

While I was in Hass’s wood- 
paneled Back Bay office with 
bare walls (her diplomas from 
Temple, Syracuse and Umea 
University of Sweden, she said, 
are ‘“‘at my mother’s house’’), the 
phone rang. The gentleman on 
the other end wanted an ap- 
pointment, but was nervous 
about what was going to happen 
to him. “There’s no physical 
contact,”’ she said, attempting to 
reassure him. 

Two minutes later, the guy 
calls back. “‘We’d better forget 
it,” he says. “‘What I was really 
looking for was relations.” When 
the guy reads a suggestive ad in 
the classifieds, calls the number 
and this throaty female voice 
answers, is it any wonder he gets 
the “wrong” idea? 

* * 

Dr. Nyles Freedman, of 
“Psychology Associates,” also 
advertises. At the urging of the 
Board of Registration of 
Psychologists (he is registered), 
Dr. Freedman has agreed to drop 
the line about ‘minimal rates” 
from his Yellow Pages ad, but he 
continues to run these spots in 
the Phoenix and Real Paper per- 
sonals: “Everything that is not 
suffered to the end and finally 
concluded will recur, and the 


same sorrows will be un- 
dergohe.”’ 

Such advertising by ‘a psy- 
chologist, again, is controversial, 
and Dr. Theodore Barber, presi- 
dent of the Mass. Psychological 
Assn, says it could be grounds for 
a psychologist’s losing his 
license. 

Dr. Freedman, however, seems 
to be a man who seeks out con- 
troversy. Though he’s a general 
psychologist, not a sex doctor, 
and though he maintains that 
sex therapy is a very minor part 
of his practice, the placement of 
his ad in the personals alongside 
such stuff as “Giant white male

seeks subservient females for 
light discipline” guarantees that 
it will be read by people with 
sexual hang-ups. 

And when they call Dr. Freed- 
man, he treats them with one of 
the more controversial and least 
talked about forms of therapy — 
using sexual surrogates. 

The therapy simply entails the 
use of a substitute partner to 
treat men or women -—- in his 
case men only — with sexual, 
dysfunctions. It was originated 
by Masters and Johnson, but 
they themselves discontinued it 
after the publicity (and one law-

suit by the irate husband of an 
alleged surrogate) became “too 
hot to handle. Dr. Masters no 
longer recommends the treat- 
ment. ““There would be too many 
untoward incidents involved,” 
he says now. 

But Dr. Freedman is a strong 
advocate, and for three years, he 
says, has been sending sexually 
frustrated men to a surrogate 
(see accompanying story). He 
says that for some difficulties — 
and particularly fer a man suf- 
fering from premature ejacula- 
tion who has no willing, skilled 
partner to work with him 
therapeutically, surrogates are 
virtually the only answer. 

“If you can’t perform and 
don’t believe you can be helped, 
I’m not going to convince you 
you're going to perform just by 
talking to you,” Dr. Freedman 
said. ‘“‘We could talk for years. 
And you can’t get your con- 
fidence with women by perfor- 
ming a series of exercises by 
yourself.” 

Dr. Freedman is the only 
therapist I could find who would 
admit to using a surrogate, 
though reports persist that 
others in the area are doing-the 
same, albeit. quietly. Most say 
any publicity about such 
therapy existing in Boston would 


create such a furor that it would 
have to be stopped. We'll see. 

“We will treat singles who 
come to us without partners for 
some things,” said Dr. Peter A. 
Wish, “‘but there is a whole range 
of sexual problems for which we 
can do nothing with singles. 

“I would like to be able to use 
surrogates. I have patients I 
would send to them. But it’s 
politically and socially impossi- 
ble — at least in this state.” 

-One .obvious problem: it is 
quite’ probably illegal. Sex for 
cash, under the law, is prostitu- 
tion, even though such a strict, 
unthinking interpretation, as Dr. 
Freedman observed, “would be 
like saying a urologist can’t 
touch a man’s penis. This is 
therapy.” 

Dr. John Brennan, Chairman 
of the Mental Health Committee 
of the Mass. Medical Society, on 
the use of surrogates: “It can be 
a legitimate technique with the 
proper safeguards, with proper 
professional monitoring. Some 
say it’s a tremendous 
breakthrough. Others say they’re 
just practicing the oldest profes- 
sion. Who knows? Maybe it’s a 
little of both.” 

*

Indeed, “proper safeguards” 
and “professional standards” are 
terms that come up again and 
again when sex therapy is dis- 
cussed. One thing about which 
there seems to be no real 
difference of opinion is that there 
is a need here for . . . something.

His 
latest venture, a thing called 
Unisex Psychological Services, 
involves research into 
“cosmopathic” medicine, psy- 
chic medicine, psychotherapy 
and, yes, treatment of sexual 
dysfunctions. 

Foley said in a telephone inter-- 
view that “psychologists refer 
people to me” and, though he’s 
not “‘yet” in the business of see- 
ing patients regularly himself, 
“I have been counseling people 
who have sex problems and 
referring them to other people.” 

Foley has no degree and is not 
a certified anything, much less a 
psychologist. When asked what 


performance. I do and I do well 
everything that I do.”’ He scoffed 
at the mention of such 
professional groups as the Mass. 
Psychological Assn and the 
Board of Registration of 
Psychologists, describing them 
as “people who feel threatened 
and want to deny other people 
the right to compete.” 

The qualifications and ethical 
standards of the Dr. Hasses, Dr. 
Freedmans and Dr. Wishes of 
this world might be matters of 


legitimate debate, but William. 


P. Foley is proof incarnate of the 
need for legislation and 
guidelines in the sex therapy 
field. 

“People With little or no 
qualifications are getting into 
the act,” says Science magazine. 
“There is particular confusion 
over what constitutes proper 
training of a sex therapist and 
what measures should be taken 
to.curb the abuses that flourish 
in the name of therapy.” 

Theoretically, any man, with 
no medical or counseling train- 
ing and experience, can read two 
chapters of Human Sexual 
Inadequacy, memorize the 
chapter headings in The Sen- 
suous Man and call himself a sex 
therapist. If he happens to hold a 
PhD in Business Administra- 
tion, he can even call himself 
“doctor.”

There are a few legal limits. 
It’s not permissible in this state 
for anyone other than a 
registered psychologist or psy- 
chiatrist to offer treatment for 
emotional disorders. And since 
the registration of psychologists 
was begun only the first of this 
year, it is likely that unqualified 
people will eventually be weeded 
out of that profession. 

And when that happens, one 
board member predicted, they 
will simply list themselves under 

“marriage counselors” in the 
Yellow Pages and stay in 
business. 

“It certainly is a problem 
area,” said Dr..John Brennan of 
the Mass. Medical Society. 
“There just aren’t the kinds of 
guidelines that we would like.” 
- In a couple of years, though, 
there may be. A committee has 
been formed by the American 
Medical Association for this very 
purpose, and it is working with 
Dr. Masters and other 
ey groups toward thie 
end. 

So the AMA is out to protect 
us from the sex quacks. But who, 
one might ask, is going to protect 
us from the AMA? One thing 
that’s absolutely certain is that 
the standards eventually 
adopted by the AMA, the psy- 
chiatrists, the psychologists et 
al. will assure that legitimate sex 
therapy will be damned expen- 
sive. 

Martin Shephard, an ex-sex 
therapist, contended in a recent 
Village. Voice article that “the 
techniques and concepts of sex- 
ual therapy, while quite sensible, 
are actually so simple that they 
could be handed out by general 
on two 
mimeographed pages, thus sav- 
ing the sex sufferers $2000 or 
more.’ 

Shephard’s conclusion, then, 
is that much of sex therapy is a 


huge ripoff. And he also argued ~ 


that the subject “remains an 
even larger media ripoff than a 
medical one, a way of headlining 


‘tits and ass’ in our more respec- 


table newspapers, magazines 
and radio/TV stations. And why 


not? Hugh Hefner proved that - 


there’s nothing better than sex 
for circulation or Nielsen 
ratings.” 

Tits and ass? Who said 
anything about tits and ass? 


Newton OKs 
Women Cops

“They will wear regulation 
police uniforms, carry guns and 
billy clubs, and patrol at night 
like other police patrol officers. 
The only difference is that they 
will be women. 

Last week, the Newton Board 
of Aldermen ended weeks of con- 
troversy and protest by voting to 
go ahead with an experimental 
program that will put 12 women 
on patrol. At the same time, the 
head of the local police union, 
John Quinn, threatened court 
action to stop the program. 
Though the union is now cloak- 
ing its objections in 
technicalities of the state Civil 
Service law (they say the way the 
women will be selected violates 


that law), union members and _ 


the union attorney, Joseph 
McParland, have at various 
times questioned whether 
women can perform patrol 
duties. Will they be strong 
enough? Will they back up their 
patro ra in an emergency? (See 
“Women on Patrol: Breaking the 
Blue Barrier, Boston. Phoenix, 
Nov. 5). 

Ironically, the grant they are 


trying to stop will attempt to —

And it came to pass that the 
haughty king was cast from his 
domain, and yea the people look- 
ed upon him with great pity and 
made of him a martyr. 

Some martyr. 

A week. after a majority of 
Massport’s board of directors 
voted to oust Ed King as ex- 
ecutive director, Ed King was 
still in his office, living up to his 
Churchillian belief that one 
should “never give in.” 

That should have come as no 
surprise, for the niceties of the 
democratic process were to Ed 
King nothing more than mere 
potholes in the runway to power. 
He was always able to step over 
them, and, if they were too large, 
simply do an end run. 

What does surprise those 
familiar with King’s techniques 
and Massport’s - power is the 
martyrdom. A man who max- 
imized political influence to 
minimize the quality of life in 
scores of neighborhoods was be-' 
ing viewed as a solid, ad- 
ministrative goo-goo being vic- 
timized by venal politicians. 

On the contrary, the real 
politicians showed up at 
Massport’s monthly meeting to 
hoot, hiss and holler at the four 
board members who had the guts 
to heave out the most powerful 
political manipulator in 
Massachusetts. 

Last year, there was published 
the contents of a patronage list 
from the records at Massport.. 
On it were the names of those 
who had approached King or 
other Massport officials to get 
*jobs for people they knew. There 
were one lieutenant governor, 
three congressmen, 16 state 
representatives and senators, 
two judges, three Revere city of- 


ficials and a former president of 
the State Senate. 

Some of them have been busy 
these days defending Ed King 
and attacking the four board 
members who fired him. They 
include Rep. Francis Doris, a 
Revere Democrat, who yelled at 
board member, the Rev. Albert 
J. Sallese, “Father, you’re a 
hypocrite.” They include Rep. 
Robert F.. Donovan, a Chelsea 
Democrat, who wants the King 
firing investigated. 

The facts that Revere’s Beach- 
mont section is rendered un- 
bearable by airplane noise and 
that Chelsea’s commuters pay 
daily Mystic-Tobin Bridge tolls 
for Massport’s coffers apparently 
don’t carry much weight with 
the elected officials of those 
cities. 

The fact that there is $25 to 
$40 million in potential taxes for 
Boston tied up in tax-exempt 
private property on Massport do- 
main apparently doesn’t bother 
the allegedly tax-conscious 
members of the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Chamber, lobbying 
against King’s dismissal, put a 
lot of pressure on one board 
member, Mike Christian, whose 
late father, Frank, was a 
Chamber president and an of- 
ficial of the New England 
Merchants Bank. Mike Chris- 
tian, as an attorney-and an in- 
vest ment counselor, perhaps had 
more to lose than anyone, but he 
stayed firm and voted his con- 
science. If anyone is really look- 
ing for martyrs, they might look 
at Christian. 

But not at Ed King. 

It was Ed King and his boys 
who. organized opposition to 
housing for the elderly in

It was Ed King and his boys 
who lobbied against a city park 
in East Boston’s densely pop- 
ulated Jeffries Point 
neighborhood:

The~Chamber argues that 
King makes up for his insen- 
sitivity to neighborhoods and the 
environment with his business 
acumen and efficiency. 


Yet the financial wizards talk 
and King acts as if we were still 
in the middle of the Air Age and 
not in an era when airlines are 
consolidating, when flights at 


Logan have decreased, when. 


men with vision look to rapid- 
rail development and when 
energy needs require a reevalua- 
tion of air transportation policy. 


And was it efficiency that dic- 
tated the construction of a $7 
million control tower that is 
enveloped by fog during low ceil- 
ing days? Or invested $100 
million in lavish terminals? Or

took some waterfront property 
capable of supporting $50 
million worth of development 
and suggested that it be used for 
storing jet fuel, runway salt and 
a container facility? 


Despite all this and his dis- 
missal, King remains a force at 
Massport. If he ever does 
“retire,” he will be given a year’s 
pay of $58,500, which is not a 
bad fringe benefit for martyr- 
dom. 


Now, there is talk that the new 
governor should put King at the 
head of the MBTA. Even the cir- 
cle of hell reserved by Dante for 
the haughty would pale by com- 
parison to an appoint ment to the 
MBTA. That would indeed 
assure martyrdom for King.

Let’s see. First of all, you don’t 
pull the mask off the Lone 
Ranger. You don’t tug on Super- 
man’s Cape, and you don’t piss 
into the wind. And you most cer- 
tainly do not mess around with 
David Cowens. Not even if he is 
coming off a broken leg and your 
team happens to be behind by 
some 14 points in a meaningless 
game with 49 seconds left on the 
clock. And, just for good 
measure, he’s a pretty good guy 
to stay away from even if he 
happens to be on your team . . 

“Thanks, buddy,’’ Cowens 
laughed at Kevin Stacom after 
the 101-90 victory over what 
used to be the Los Angeles 
Lakers on Wednesday night. 
Stacom, late of Providence 
College, where centers common- 
ly resort fo more than mere fists 
when they fight with other 
basketball players, had com- 
mitted the error of assuming the 
role of peacemaker in the last- 
minute pugilistics which signal- 
ed Cowens’s official return to the 
National Basketball Association. 
As Cowens and somebody named 
Kermit Washington windmilled 
away at one another, Stacom 
caught what might have been 
the only solid blow landed in the 
fray, opening a cut over his left 
eye. In the absence of an instant 
replay it will remain a matter of 
conjecture, but it 
appears at least an’ even-money 
shot that the punch he caught 
may have been thrown by 
Cowens. 

‘‘That,’’ laughed Paul 
Westphal (in whose absence, due 
to the flu, Stacom was playing to 
begin with), ‘was a real Rookie 
Move.” 

That Dave Cowens was pick- 
ing fights with (honest!) fifth- 
string centers (Washington’s 
position in the L.A. roster is 
guaranteed until approximately

the day before Cazzie Russell 
comes off the disabled list) is 
merely symptomatic of what is 
wrong — and right — with the 
Boston Celtics at this juncture. 
With the season one-quarter 
completed, there are half a dozen 
teams in the NBA with better 
records; jast by way ef illustra- 
tion, the Cleveland Cavaliers 
have compiled a better percen- 
tage. The once-lamented 
absence of Cowens is no longer 
an excuse: Dave is back and 
playing, and the Celts are going 
to have to make it or not make it 
with him as is, and the lamen- 
table fact is that they have been 
the same .500 ball club since his 
return as they were without him. 

But the truly egregious point is 
that Los Angeles (sans Gail 
Goodrich and Happy Hairston, 
yet) was even close enough to 
Boston in the fourth quarter to 
warrant Cowens’s presence on 
the court. If Kermit Washington 
should have been fighting 
anyone with less than a minute 
to play, it should have been Ben- 


nie Clyde or maybe Phil Hankin- 
son or even Steve Downing, 
because those are the guys who 
are going to be fighting for a spot 
in the Eastern Basketball 
Association by Christmastime. 
The point being that the Celtics 
(who actually trailed this 
ragamuffin collection 64-63 go- 
ing into the last period) are, 
team meetings and all, playing 
only as well as they think they 
have to to win, In the process, 
they are losing approximately 
one-half of the games they are 
playing. 

Last weekend’s closed-door 
team meeting (with intruders 
such as coaches and General 
Managers barred) allegedly solv- 
ed everything. “It’s the Celtic 
way of doing things,” said one 
observer. “‘It’s always worked 
before. They did it in the ’50s 
and 60s, and ‘they’ve done it 
three of the last four years. It 
should have a positive result.” 

It should. But- has it? I, for

below water. On virtually all the 
roads, we saw work teams, large- 
ly composed of women, filling in 
holes, repairing railroads, 
building bridges. We later learn- 
ed that these were voluntary 
work brigades. 

This work is being hampered 
by a lack of supplies and equip- 
ment. There are also shortgages 
of materials for industry and 
construction. Steel and cement 
are particularly needed. The ce- 
ment factory at Haiphong was 70 
percent destroyed by the Christ- 
mas bombing. It has only par- 
tially resumed production. Fuel 
is rationed and supplied by the 
Soviets and Chinese who also 


provide much of the budget for . 


reconstruction. (The CIA has es- 
timated that Russia and China 
have increased their economic 
aid to Hanoi while cutting back 
on military supplies. The U.S. 
gives 10 times as much to the 
Thieu regime in Saigon.) There 
are also aid projects being under- 
taken by other countries. The 
Cubans have been sending work 
teams to North Vietnam for 
years. And now Sweden is 
launching a project along with 
Australia and some other 
Western countries. 

There is no energy crisis in the 
North — at least nat in terms of 
popular enthusiasm. But ap- 
parently there are some 
problems of converting from a 
war-time economy to a peace- 
time one. Editor Hoang Tung ex- 
plained, “It is important now to 
educate people in the discipline 
of labor because in the previous 
times people were used to living 
under war-time conditions. For 
example, electricity was not con- 
stant during production and peo-+ 
ple had to run for shelter while 
they were working. Now it is a 
period of discipline in all of the 
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hours of working, and that re- 
quires education. To educate 
people to continue to face dif- 
ficulties.” 

There is also a problem of the 
reorganization of industry itself. 
During the bombing, North Viet- 
nam decentralized its produc- 
tion facilities. Factories were 
sometimes located in caves or 
underground. An intricate 
logistical system kept many 
supplies moving on trucks in a 
continual and random rotation 
to minimize the chances of being 
hit. Now, production is being 
recentralized and _ rearranged. 
The emphasis now — in industry 
and agriculture — is toward 
large-scale production in a more 
rationalized process. 

“The economy is advancing on 
two legs,” is how Liu Quy Ky 
puts it. “The central leg and the 
local leg. Just as our war has 
been a people’s war, our 
economy is a people’s economy 
and we will make full use of the 
strengths of each hamlet, 
cooperative, district. The ques- 
tion is one of coordination. We 
want each locality to be self-suf- 
ficient in some respects and also 
have a speciality.” 

The North Vietnamese are as 
interested in the process of 
economic development as the 


product. Liu Quy Ky calls this 


“democracy in economy” and 
listed three interrelated con- 
cerns: 


1. Producers must have their 
own say and opportunity to 


discuss plans — what should 
and should not be grown, what 
seeds to sow, what technical 
methods to use. All of this 
should be widely and 
democratically discussed. If 
laborers are not enthusiastic, 
there can never be high 
productivity. 
2. Equal distribution, the rights 
of workers over their product. 
. Clear calculations to insure 
worthy income to workers. 
This also means a public ac- 
counting of all funds and in- 
comes. 


This official emphasis on 
democracy at the workplace is 
undoubtedly part of what- is 
responsible for high morale and 
productivity. As in many 
socialist societies, the North 
Vietnamese also sponsor 
“emulation campaigns” to en- 
courage workers to maximize 
their output and view their con- 
tribution in social rather than 
personal terms. 


Three Revolutions 
Economically, North Vietnam 
is struggling on two fronts to 
promote ‘“‘three revolutions.” 
While deeply involved in aiding 
the liberation struggle in the 
South, it is also committed to 
building socialist industrializa- 
tion in the North. According to a 
recent article in the Communist 
Party’s theoretical journal Hoc 
Tap, ““We must, on the basis of 
the stand of the working class, 
continue the struggle between 


the socialist and capitalist 
roads .. . and to simultaneously 
conduct these three revolutions: 
The revolution in production 
relations, the technological 
revolution, and the ideological 
and cultural revolution, of which 
the technological revolution is 
the key.” 


In response to its under- 
development, North Vietnam is 
heavily involved in upgrading 
the level of its technology. This 
was evident during the 1972 
military offensive in the South 
when North Vietnamese troops 
started the U.S. and its ‘Viet- 
namized’ allies by introducing 
sophisticated tanks and ad- 
vanced equipment. The Minister 
of Defense, General Vo Gup, has 
now built a modern array to 
complement the guerilla forces. 
This is also happening in the 
economic field. Scientific and 
technological education is 
emphasized in the schools. We 
met a number of High School 
students who told us they were 
pursuing science and math 
because they wanted to make a 
contribution to their country’s 
development. The North Viet- 
namese are proud of their 
economic achievements and at- 
tribute them to the resolve of the 
people and the firm control of 
the economy by the State. 

The struggle for socialism, 
however, does not mean the 
absence of contradictions. For 
example, we were struck by the 
large number of small traders in 


the streets of Hanoi. These were 
people selling food, or sandals — 
and doing it for a profit. Our 
North Vietnamese hosts explain- 
ed that this phenomenon has 
more to do with the dislocations 
caused by the war than by the 
policies of the state. The Govern- 
ment has tolerated it only 
because they have been so far 
unable to totally reorganize the 
distribution of goods and ser- 
vices or to integrate everyone in 
the work process. They said that 
they have explained this to the 
street vendors and are planning 
to phase out these activities once 
alternative work is available. 
The private sector is small, and 
exists in remote areas where it’s 
hard to create collective forms. 
Significantly, we saw virtually 
no one lounging around without 
work in the North. Unlike Saigon 
which has enormous and growing 
unemployment, North Vietnam 
has put virtually its entire labor 
force to work. 


Reparations and MIAs 
If the people and _ the 
government are determined to 
rebuild their country, they don’t 
believe they should have to do it 
with their own meager resources. 
They seek help — everywhere — 
including from their enemies. 
The United States obligated 
itself under the Paris Peace 
Agreement to help: rebuild the 
North. Henry Kissinger calls Ar- 
ticle 21 of the Accords a provi- 
sion for ‘economic assistance.”

The North Vietnamese call it 
reparations. ““We have a saying 
in Vietnam, a custom” Liu Quy 
Ky told us, “When you visit a 
home, before you leave you have 
to sweep the floor. The U.S. has 
left millions of bomb craters. In 
the North, the people have a 
right to curse. Not only is it a 
question of bomb craters but 
hospitals, houses, towns — 
crimes against human life the 
U.S. can never restore. The U.S. 
cannot wash its hands of Viet- 
nam.” Editor Hoang Tung add- 
ed in an appeal to the American 
peace movement, “Now we ask 
you to demand reparations from 
Ford and we certainly will de- 
mand it. Not because we are too 
poor that we have to ask Ford’s 
money, but to force them to im- 
plement their obligation. The 
reputation of the U.S. would be 
badly tarnished if they did not 
pay reparations, I mean the im- 
perialists in your country.” 

We raised this issue with Le 
Duc Tho, the Paris negotiator 
who called the U.S. un- 
willingness to carry out Article 
21, “another proof of the U.S. 
breach of faith in implementing 
the Paris Agreement.” He ex- 
plained that the U.S. as a 
pretext charged that the North 
Vietnamese refused to clarify the 


status of the so-called Missing in 
Action (MIA’s). Le Duc Tho said 
the North Vietnamese had 
released all of the U.S. prisoners 
while hundreds of thousands of 
political prisoners remain in jails 
in the South, many in tiger cages 
built by the United States. The 
North Vietnamese thus will not 
discuss the MIA question unless 
it is linked to the question of 
prisoners in the South. In 
response, the U.S. refuses to 
move on the question of 
economic reparations. 

The leadership in Hanoi 
doesn’t seem to expect much 
progress on the issue either, at 
least as long as American policy 
towards Vietnam remains un- 
changed. And, it is their convic- 
tion that President Ford is mere- 
ly continuing Nixon’s policies 
with Henry Kissinger remaining 
as its architect. As we were sit- 
ting in the offices of the Party 
Newspaper, an activist in the In- 
dochina Peace Campaign ad- 
mitted to Hoang Tung that the 
anti-war movement in the 
United States has found it very 
hard to win much support for the 
reparations issue in the Congress 
or among the American people. 

The aging editor nodded with 
apparent understanding. “For 
the question of reparations,” he 
said, “there must be time and 
conditions. And that condition 
will be when we smash, together 
with you, the U.S. neo- 
colonialists in South Vietnam. 
Only then can there be a good 


opportunity for us to demand 
reparations. Only then should 
you focus on reparations. For 
now, let them have the debt.” 

“You mean let the interest ac- 
cumulate?” his interviewers ask 
in jest. 

‘*Yes, that’s right,’’ he 
responded, “I think there must 
be some interest paid from 
January 27, 1973, the date of the 
signing of the Paris Agreement. 
And interest rates are climbing 
because of inflation.”” He chuckl- 
ed 


In the meantime, the North 
Vietnamese will continue the 
reconstruction effort with every 
means at their disposal. And 
right now, it’s just possible, that 
a jeep like the one we were 
travelling in, filled with three 
Americans, is passing a team of 
workers, who for a second are 
startled by the sight of strange 
looking foreigners. Some of the 
workers point, others wave, one 
of the Americans slides open the 
dust covered window and shouts: 
“Hoa Binh” (Vietnamese for 
“‘Peace.”) The workers giggle as 
they recognize the words. Then 
they smile in an expression of 
friendship which is, in the cir- 
cumstances, heroic and un- 
forgettable.

Lenny Bruce is this year’s equivalent 
of last year’s Marilyn Monroe, this 
season’s offering for the show-biz 
necrophiliac’s delectation, this week’s 
excuse for wringing a zing from the 
public’s heartstrings. Until we've all 
been Lennied to death, he will doubtless 
continue to serve as the most stylish of 
sacrificial lambs. Like Norma Jean, he 
can be presented as a superficially 
brassy but actually very sensitive artist, 
as someone whose talent and 
vulnerability were never really un- 
derstood until death clarified the pic- 
ture, as someone painfully represen- 
tative of his time precisely because he 
was so far ahead of it. Like Norma Jean, 
Lenny has also become the excuse for a 
surfeit of hot air belaboring the osten- 
sibly big questions: 1) Why such interest 
in so-and-so? and 2) Why now? 

Several answers have been bandied 
about, none of them very interesting. 
Some say Lenny appeals to audience 
smugness, that he gives youngsters a 
chance to think they would surely have 


appreciated his savage humor if they’d. 


only had I.D.s at the time, while he 
offers hipsters who dug him during his 
prime an occasion to revel in their 
foresight. Some say his memory appeals 
to baser, breast-beating instincts, enabl- 
ing us to shoulder the blame for his 
persecution and to wax masochistic over 
his martyrdom. On the third hand, 
maybe Lenny lures jaded modern 
sybarites for whom bare sweaty flesh is 
no longer stimulating; maybe, unheard 
but bruited about, his “obscene’’ wit 
seems the ultimate in post-Throat por- 
nography. But whatever the basis for the 
current Bruce vogue, one thing is cer- 
tain: Lenny can’t sustain this much in- 
terest on his own. . 

If there’s any single thing all the men 
behind the Lenny myth understand, it’s 
that the bare facts of his life are, like 
Monroe’s unembellished history, hardly 
the stuff of which great drama is made. 
So Albert Goldman’s book, Ladies and

Gentlemen, Lenny Bruce!!, is virtually 
a novel, while Julian Barry’s play, Len- 
ny, makes its subject a tragic victim of 
police persecution and Barry’s 
screenplay for Bob Fosse’s movie (of the 
same name) depicts a funny, endearing 
romantic and the one great love of his 
life. The titles of these three works, not 
to mention The Lenny Bruce Perfor- 
mance Film, attest to the manipulative 
wizardry of Rruceophilia; the Lenny 
mystique has been so successfully con- 
cocted that the sight of his very name on 
book jacket, album cover or marquee is 
enough to draw ’em in droves. 

The simplicity of these titles also 
evidences a certain barrenness of 
material — because if there were 
anything more substantial than the 
sheer Bruce personality to sell, you can 
bet your “I Like Ike” button somebody’d 
be out there hawking it by now. So the 
real measure of these works’ merits is 
scarcely their veracity, but rather the in- 
ventiveness with which their respective 
creators have warped the facts. Even the 
Performance Film, a complete (if 
somewhat shoddily shot) record of one of 
Lenny’s nightclub sets, manages to con- 
tribute to the persecution syndrome by 
capturing the comic in one of his last 
performances, when his stage act con- 
sisted almost entirely of dramatic (often 
hilarious) readings from and ex- 
planations of the transcripts of his 
various obscenity trials. 

Julian Barry, whose play opened on 
Broadway in 1971 with Cliff Gorman in 
the title role, claims to be the man who 
spearheaded the revival; he attributes 
the subsequent flood of record reissues, 
the film and Albert Goldman’s interest 
in Lenny to the enormous popularity of 
his initial dramatization. Barry says he 
was drawn to Bruce because he thought 
him “a giant of an American satirist, on 
the level of Twain and Mencken,” and 
describes his own work as .“a political 
act, for me.” He also says that ‘“‘on a 
scale of one to 100, the play is 100 per- 
cent whitewash.” (In Barry’s estima- 


tion, Goldman’s book is “100 percent 
defamation.’’ Fosse’s movie is 
“somewhere in between.’’) 

Barry says he always intended the 
play to convey Lenny’s side of the story, 
hence its obsessiveness and the ample 
cause it gives the man for his paranoia; 
he also says that if the stage Lenny is a 
little rough on those officers of the law 
who allegedly harassed Bruce, that’s 
because “‘you don’t write a play in favor 
of people who repressed freedom of 
speech, especially when the man it’s 
about died absolutely unable to speak 
for himself.’’ Barry also wanted to invest 
his original work with an aura of 
“American folklore,” something which 
may be partly lost in the current Boston 
version. On Broadway, as staged by 
Tom O’Horgan, the play featured a 
mock Mt. Rushmore set, with the heads 
of Kennedy, Eisenhower, Truman and 
Nixon sculpted in cardboard; at the end 
of the show, the Nixon head would 
suddenly roll forward and its mouth fall 
open, revealing a toilet inside. On the 
toilet slumped a dead, naked Lenny, fix- 
ed in the position in which, by one ac- 
count, the same cops who knew he’d 
been set up with poisoned dope and 
didn’t intervene later posed him for 
photographs. This whole frame-up 
story, which provides the play with a 
startling finale, is highly questionable. 
As a matter of fact, Barry himself says 
he “‘never believed it for one minute.” 

Barry’s Lenny has been substantially 
altered in his screenplay; though neither 
work has a particularly strong plot line, 
the film shifts the focus from Bruce’s 
freedom-of-speech crusade to his long 
and agonizing love affair with his wife 
Honey, a stripper and a junkie. “One of 
the most inaccurate things in the movie 
is the relationship between the two of 
them,’’ says Dustin Hoffman, who spent 
three months talking with Bruce’s sur- 
viving friends, relatives, acquaintances 
and admirers. “It just wasn’t that big a 
relationship.” (Bruce’s womanizing is 
notorious; indeed, the first three ac-

tresses offered the Honey role all turned 
it down because of their liaisons with 
Lenny.) Barry agrees, explaining that he 
chose to paint Lenny as a romantic this 
time around “to hook the audience in.”’ 
Also, Bob Fosse asked him to, because 
‘“*he wanted to show the man in a more 
self-destructive light.” 

Honey Bruce, who is listed in the 
film’s credits — along with Sally Marr 
(Lenny’s mother) and his daughter Kit- 
ty — as an ‘“‘Adviser to the Production,”’ 
is unquestionably the most ominous 
figure in Lenny’s real-life saga, though 
both the film and the play transform her 
into a lamebrained bimbo. If you ask 
anyone who’s met her what Honey’s like 
nowadays, an air of acute uneasiness 
seeps into the conversation. She is, by 
all accounts, high-strung and frighten- 
ing; people who met her on the film set 
describe her as “‘a troublemaker.” Ac- 
cording to Valerie Perrine, the giddy 
starlet (“I’ve got droopy boobs, so I 
never take my bra off, not even to sleep 
— except when I have a lover, which is 
about once a year, ha ha.’’) who plays 
Honey with a slight lisp-and a very sweet 
smile, Honey claims to have conversed 
with Lenny since his death. According to 
someone else who worked on the produc- 
tion, one reason Honey has avoided the 
public eye is that her years of fast living 
and drug addiction have left her 
somewhat less than photogenic. Accor- 
ding to Perrine again (who yawns that 
she never found out much about 
Honey’s relationship with Lenny 
because “I didn’t want to hear about 
her’), Fosse “just-decided we should 
play it a certain way to make it a pret- 
tier love story. I mean, she did ugly 
things to him — she’d take guys home 
and screw ’em in front of him. What’re 
you gonna do, show that on film? The 
whole Lenny legend goes pfffft!” 

It certainly might have, had not 
Honey and Kitty and Sally been able to 
throw their weight around. (Although 
Barry, Hoffman and Perrine maintain

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‘Legitimizing’ Cinema—With a Vengeance

In France in 1907 a company 


called Film d’Art was formed for | 


the purposes of elevating the 
cinema to the exalted level of the 
theater and simultaneously rais- 
ing the intellectual brows of film 
audiences. The resulting films 
were predictably bad, but they 
gave one Adolph Zukor the idea 
of getting Sarah Bernhardt to 
play Queen Elizabeth on 
celluloid. This led to Zukor’s 
series, ‘‘Famous Players in 
Famous Plays,’ which in turn 
led to the founding of Paramount 
Pictures. 

Last year, an organization 
called the American Film 
Theater (henceforth to be known 
as AFT) presented eight films on 
a limited-run subscription basis 
with an attitude much like Film 
d’Art's: that the cinema needed 
to be legitimized and audiences 
needed to be uplifted. 

One need not belabor this 
belief to demonstrate how 
primitive it is, but last weekend 
AFT flew me down to New York, 
fed me well, paid for my alcohol 
and installed me in a room at the 
Drake Hotel equipped with a 
color TV that could, by a simple 
call to room service, pipe in 
Chinatown, California Split, 
Thunderbolt and Lightfoot, or 
Last Tango in Paris. They did all 
this to kick off their second 
season. I figure I owe them an 
historical documentation of my 
prejudices. 

Over the space of three days, 
AFT entertained at least 200 
members of the press. They put 
them all up at the Drake, where 
the cheapest room goes for 36 
bucks. They held two banquets 
at Mama Leone’s. They laid out 
an enormous sum of money, and 
all they asked in return was a lit- 
tle good will. But I keep

remembering Film d’Art. 

When I arrived at the hotel, I 
was given a press-kit no smaller 
than your average Sunday N.Y. 
Times. It contained biographies 
of the stars and directors, plot 
synopses and endorsements for 
AFT from the National Council 
of Teachers of English and the 
National Council of Churches. 
That's legitimization with a 
vengeance. 

Then they showed us ten- 
minute excerpts from the five 
films that make up AFT’s second 
season: Brecht’s Galileo, 
directed by Joseph Losey; Jac- 
ques Brel Is Alive And Well And 
Living In Paris, featuring the 
original Village Gate cast; 
Genet’s The Maids, starring 
Glenda Jackson and Susannah 
York; The Man In The Glass 
Booth, directed by Arthur Hiller 
and starring Maximilian Schell; 
and Celebration, directed by 
Lindsay Anderson. Ely Landau, 
AFT’s producer/creator, in- 
troduced the product reels by 


saying that these films, as op- 
posed to your run-of-the-mill 
movies, were “thinking films for 
thinking people.” They were not 
“obscene ‘for obscenities’ sake, 
vulgar for vulgarities’ sake, or 
violent for violence’s sake.” 
These AFT films were to be the 
vanguard of a “national reper- 
tory theater on film.” 


(Oddly enough, Galileo was 
written by a German, The Maids 
by a Frenchman, and Glass 
Booth and Celebration by 
Englishmen. They are directed 
by Arthur Hiller, a Canadian; 
Anderson, Losey and Miles, 
Englishmen; and Denis Heroux, 
a Frenchman. Jacques Brel is, of 
course, a collection of songs by a 
French singer and songwriter. 
One wonders what ‘‘nation”’ Mr. 
Landau is referring to.) 


After the screening, a char- 
tered, drafty double-decker bus 
lurched across town and took us 
to Leone’s. At the restaurant, a 
grinning Ely Landau, who 


resembles Humpty Dumpty with 
muttonchops, escorted his stars 
from table to table to meet the 
press. Chaim Topol, star of 
Galileo, sat down at my table 
and we established a rapport as 
landsmen. A soldier in the Israeli 
army, Topol talked about the 
situation in the Middle East: 
“The war is between the pagans 
and the non-pagans — 
everybody knows that. Israel’s 
survival depends upon the ner- 
vousness of its neighbors and the 
quotient of cynicism in the rest 
of the world.” He liked the AFT 
because it had given him a 
chance to immortalize his perfor- 
mance — like Sarah Bernhardt. 
He also echoed Landau on the 
subject of the AFT’s patrons: 
“The obvious audience for 
Galileo is the theater audience, 
not the moviegoing audience. 
Otherwise, we would have shown 
the blood, flesh, and instruments 
of Galileo’s torture. We are 
appealing to a thinking 
audience.” 

I next spoke to Elly Stone, the 
petite, Piaf-like chanteuse of 
Jacques Brel. As we were talk- 
ing, three musicians strolled up 
behind her and began singing in 
Italian with an accordion and 
violin accompaniment. Ms. 
Stone’s left hand flew up to her 
throat, her eyes shut, and a tear 
ran down her cheek. Fighting 
deep emotion, she whispered, 
“Make them go away.”’ I gallant- 
ly waved them off, but Ms. 
Stone, overcome, excused herself 
and left. 

After dinner, I returned to my 
room to watch Chinatown and to 
drink. After postulating, at 
around 3 a.m., that the reason 
ginger ale bubbles more when 
it’s warm than when it’s cold is 
that the molecules expand with 
the heat, I went to sleep.

Far too early next morning, I 
saw Galileo and spoke to Arthur 
Hiller, director of Man of La 
Mancha, Tobruk, Popi, Plaza 
Suite, Love Story, and now The 
Man In The Glass Booth. Hiller 
thought that AFT was a great 
idea and, considering the scripts 
he has directed in the past, one 
can understand his enthusiasm. 

In fact, everybody’s 
enthusiasm is readily understan- 
dable. Good scripts are hard to 
find, and when one finds a 
proven property of certifiable ar- 
tistic worth, why not use it? Last 
year, terrific plays like Ionesco’s 
Rhinoceros and Pinter’s The 
Homecoming were made into ex- 
cellent movies. Unfortunately, 
great works like O’Neill’s The 
Iceman Cometh and John 
Osborne’s Luther were made 
into terrible movies. The moral 
is, simply, that there’s a lot more 
to movies than scripts. There’s 
even more to movies than well- 
known directors and proven 
stars. Great plays don’t 
necessarily make great films, or 
even good films, and all the in- 
stitutionalizing of culture with a 
capital C that the AFT is 
attempting won't change that. 
There is no such thing, thank 
God, as “legitimate film,” no 
more than there is a “legitimate 
theater.”” The phrase, like the 
concept, is antiquated and offen- 
sive. 

But this season’s AFT may 
produce some good films. I hope 
they do. They have my good will. 
After all, they paid for it. 


THE DOVE. Produced by 
Gregory Peck. Directed by 
Charles Jarrot. Cinema- 
tography by Sven Nykvist. 
With Joseph Bottoms and 
Deborah Raffin. At the 
Charles East. 

Sven Nykvist is one helluva 
photographer. Give that man 
some unspoiled scenery in 
Mozambique, Fiji, or the 
Galapagos Islands and_ he'll 
knock your eyes out. He has only 
one problem — he keeps the 
foreground in focus. And in The 
Dove, that’s a big mistake. 

Spoiling Nykvist’s splendid 
scenery, Joseph Bottoms and 
Deborah Raffin stagger through 
a lachrymose love story about a 
boy who sails around the world 
on his boat, the Dove, because “‘I 
just had to see what's goin’ on.” 
Because he has to ‘do it alone,” 
he can’t take the girl with him, 
but she keeps popping up (by 
plane, train, boat, bus, etc.) in 
suitably photogenic settings. 

And that’s about it. Bottoms, 
in his acting debut, succeeds in 
being inoffensive. Deborah Raf- 
fin is incredibly stilted, pronoun- 
cing all her final consonants as if 
she were doing a project for Oral 
Interpretation 101. The star of 
the film is Ananga the cat, a 
throwback to the saber-toothed 
tiger, who makes life miserable 
for Bottoms on the Dove and is 
eventually eaten by sharks. It’s 
nice to see a real-life, vicious, un- 
grateful cat on the screen for a 
change. 

Oh yeah — this may be picky, 
but I want to know why every 
time | travel I end up in some 
rainy armpit, with a bad case of 
the runs. Everywhere Bottoms 
puts into port, the natives are 
friendly, the wharves are clean 
and the sky clear. It just doesn’t 
seem fair.

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Three for the Melting Pot

And so begins the great Dan 
Fogelberg debate. Originally 
from Illinois but now clearly 
from Los Angeles, Fogelberg is 
just that kind of sweet, laid-back 
folkie whose music curdles the 
blood of Bachman Turner Over- 
drive devotees (just as Brian 
Ferry’s histrionic quavers curdle 
mine). But it goes further than 
that. People who ordinarily like 
such musical stringbeans as 
Jackson Browne and James 
Taylor find a lack of energy, a 
banality, a certain wimpiness in 
Dan’s efforts. And they find the 
harmonies (multitracked 
Fogelberg) and some of the 
melodies (especially ‘the Neil 
Youngian “‘As the Raven Flies”’) 
derivative. 

Well, all I can say is “so 
what?” I will go the above critics 
one step further and say that 
Fogelberg’s lyrics, though 
carefully and successfully linked 
to the music, are the work of a 
minor poet, one who neither 
hands us nor makes us dig for 
compelling insights. Just the 
same, Souvenirs, Dan’s second 
Ip and first on Epic (his debut 
was on sister label Columbia), is 
lush, euphonious and, quite 
often, moving. It is a Springfield- 
CSNY offshoot, to be sure. At 
points Fogelberg is clearly im- 
itating Stephen Stills’s earlier 
vocal style and even his pronun- 
ciation (hear “Stars” on Dan’s 
first album); and ‘“‘As the Raven 
Flies” is very Young, minus the 
bone-conduction rhythm section 
of Talbot and Molina. But how 


well the lessons have been. 


learned! The conceits, which 
make vivid even the most mun- 
dane concerns, are fresh: “I see 
the raven’s made her nest in your 
eyes/ She’s got you thinking that 
her love is a prize/And you'll go 
under from the weight of her 
lies/As the raven flies.” And 
there is that ability to create 
ominous settings: ‘“‘(Someone’s 
Been) Telling You Stories” con- 
tains tension in its accusatory 
lyrics and the repetitive musical 
figures which accompany them, 
releases it in the chorus lines — 
“‘Someone’s been telling you 
stories/And they just ain’t true” 
— and finally dispels the whole 
somber mood with a lovely la-la 
tag at the end. 

Some of Fogelberg’s pieces are 
undeniably redolent of the styles 
of various founding fathers, but 
they work; in any event, they 
serve, on Souvenirs, merely as 
changes of pace. The essential 
Fogelberg is the wistful sincerity 
and wide-open melodic appeal of 
“Part Of The Plan,” “Illinois,” 
‘Souvenirs’ and ‘‘There’s A 
Place In The World For A 
Gambler.”” The engaging in- 
genuousness of these songs is 
due, in part, to the fact that all 
but “Part Of The Plan” were 
written in 1971 (and I believe 
Dan is 24 now). But more impor- 
tant is the cultural synthesis, the 
Midwest-L.A. mix. readily 
agree that in its purest state, the 
rock coming out of Los Angeles is 
devoid of personality. But 
Fogelberg’s retains the op- 


timistic, spacious outlook of the - 


Midwest, while utilizing well the 
technical prowess of the big city. 

I suspect that part of Linda 
Ronstadt’s appeal also lies in 
this sort of combination. A 
product of Arizona, she’s always 
had a bumpkin’s charm, a wide- 
eyed sweetness that lent an un- 
derside of vulnerability to even 
the most hard-driving of her 
songs. But her latest album, 
Don’t Cry Now, stressed the 
monumentality of her voice, giv- 
ing her big, pretentious projects 
like ‘“‘Colorado,”’ “Everybody 
Loves A Winner” and “I Believe 
In You.” In fact, just about all 
the material on that album went 
for the big effect, and it almost 
came off. However, the new 
Heart Like A Wheel, which 
shows off both Linda’s quieter 
and sexier sides, is preferable. 
Varied but always down to earth, 


it suggests that Ronstadt has 
finally risen for the moment 
above the competition (though 
Emmy Lou. Harris has yet to 
make a solo album). 

The subject matter of Heart 
Like A Wheel is limited to heart- 
break, but the approaches are 
many. The R&B “You're Nc 
Good,” filled with Andrew 
Gold’s Beatlesque guitars, is 
searingly angry. J.D. Souther’s 
lovely ‘Faithless Love’ (why 
can’t he write such good material 
for SHF?) is gently dolorous, es- 
pecially when Souther himself 
adds a low harmony. Anna 
McGarrigle’s ‘“‘Heart Like A 
Wheel” is a real breast-beater, 
an unmitigated weeper. 
McGarrigle seems to be es- 
tablishing herself as a major 
songwriter for women (Maria 
Muldaur sings her ‘‘Cool River” 
on her latest Ip) but her effects 
always seem a bit outsize and 
awkward to me (‘And it’s only 
love, and it’s only love/That can 
wreck a human being and turn 
him inside out”). Though there 
are strings on this song, they are 
almost invisible, to the credit of 
producer Peter Asher and 
arranger David Campbell; on 
Paul Anka’s silly “It Doesn’t 
Matter Anymore,” which Linda 
actually rescues, and “Dark End 
Of The Street,” the strings are 
also used with great delicacy. 

“When Will I Be Loved?” is 
the kind of straight-out rocker 
Linda sings better than any 
other active female vocalist, and 
Andrew Gold’s bright dual

guitars match her intensity; 
Hank Williams's “I Can’t Help 
It If I'm Still In Love With You” 
and the gossamer “Keep Me 
From Blowing Away” are read 
with soul and sensitivity. And, of 
course, there’s the obligatory 
bad choice, “Willin’’ (remember 
“Sail Away’’). For some strange 
reason, Linda always feels com- 
pelled to include one song that, 
though well-written, is totally 
unsuited for her. Nevertheless, 
Heart Like A Wheel, buoyed by 
Peter Asher’s elegant but unslick 
production and Gold’s guitar 
and piano playing, is, with the 
late Graham Parsons’s Grievous 
Angel, one of the best inter- 
pretative albums of the year. 
* * 

Joni Mitchell is yet another 
Los Angeles hybrid, originally 
from Canada, but she’s been in 
L.A. for so long that her last 


album, Court And Spark, was a 
quintessential expression of that 
city’s floating morals and pur- 
poses. She has a live album now, 
Miles Of Aisles, and it’s, well, a 
live album. It’s designed for two 
classes of listener: those who are 
so enamored of Joni that they 
simply can’t do without 
anything she records, and those 
who jumped on the Mitchell 
bandwagon when Court And 
Spark rode the charts and now 
want a summing up of Joni’s 
past. The only song from the last 
studio album is ‘People’s Par- 
ties,"’ the majority of the 
material having been culled from 
Ladies Of The Canyon, For The 
Roses and Blue (there are two 
new songs). All of the material 
except for ‘‘For Free” and ‘‘Cac- 
tus Tree” (recorded in Berkeley 
and Los Angeles, respectively, in 
early March of 1974) was record- 
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ed in August at the Universal 
Amphitheater. By this time Joni 
and the L.A. Express had been 
playing the same body of work 
for six months, and were in a 
mood to improvise. There is a 
long vocal improvisation at the 
end of the surprisingly slow “You 
Turn Me On I’m A Radio,” and 
“Rainy Night House’”’ features a 
clever interaction between Tom 
Scott’s flute and Joni’s voice. 

What’s interesting about 
Miles Of Aisles, though, is 
Mitchell’s general faithfulness to 
the original recorded versions of 
her songs. The phrasing and 
dynamics are almost precisely 
the same on many numbers, and 
the only large exceptions are 
those in which she improvises, 
adds lines (singing ‘‘For Free” in 
Berkeley, she starts “I slept last 
night at the Fairmont Hotel’’), 
or seems to feel the material 
most deeply — on “Woman Of 
Heart And Mind,” “A Case of 
You” and “Richard.”’ Also, at 
one point she admonishes 
members of the audience who 
are shouting requests with 
“Nobody ever said to Van Gogh, 
‘Paint “Starry Night’ again, 
man.” Best of all, some idiot 
(who's probably married to the 
girl who shouted “Paint it black, 
you devils’’ to the Rolling 
Stones) interrupts Ms. Mitchell 
by crying out, ‘Joni, you have 
more class than Mick Jagger, 
Richard Nixon and Gomer Qyle 
combined.’’ Like Miles Of 
Aisles, that’s a somewhat mixed 
blessing.

Lincolns, Bicycles and Station Wagons

I wish I could claim to have 
said it, but the shining personal 
honesty and professional probity 
for which I am universally ad- 
mired force me instead to give 
credit where it is due. Benjamin 
Zander, the conductor of the 
Boston Civic Symphony, was 
(unlike myself) present in 
Symphony Hall recently when, 
under the direction of Herbert 
von Karajan, the sleek and mul- 
titudinous Berlin Philharmonic 
performed Mozart’s Divertimen- 
to in B-flat Major, K. 287, which 
actually is only a sextet! Of the 
Berliners’ streamlined execu- 
tion, and the awed response it 
elicited, Zarider remarked, “It 
was like admiring a Lincoln Con- 
tinental that had just run over a 
child.” 

Whereas the Dutch soprano 
Elly Ameling, making her long- 
awaited local debut in a recital 
of Faure, Wolf and Richard 
Strauss songs, came off as rather 
governessy. She was, as ever, un- 
usually scrupulous about 
matters of control, cleanliness 
and propriety. It is apparently 
difficult for her to sing out of 
tune. She seemed very aware of 
what her light, clear, flexible, 
woodwind-like voice could do, 


but aware, I think, in a negative 
way. Though her singing often 
has a lovely, chaste poetry about 
it, it is a Calvinist poetry of 
avoidance, of not making mis- 
takes. 

This mattered least in the 
rather emotionally withdrawn 
songs — some 11 of them, in- 
cluding settings of Verlaine and 
Leconte de Lisle — by Gabriel 
Faure. The harmonic gestures in 
these are modest but telling; 
there is little overt drama and 
the words count for much. From 
Ameling and pianist Dalton 
Baldwin, Faure’s “‘“Arpege” was 
quite radiant in its pastel way, 
and the familiar “Apres un reve” 
sounded like the great song it is. 
Ameling’s French — a language 
we do not ordinarily associate 
with her — is extraordinarily 
lucid, fallible only in the closed 
‘eu’ and some consonants that 
are not quite anterior enough. At 
nearly all times, she makes a 
pretty sound with it. 

In her more accustomed Ger- 
man — five from the Wolf 
“Spanisches Liederbuch” and 
three songs of Strauss — Amel- 
ing was at best touchingly un- 
affected, at worst either 
Schwarzkopf-coy or dull. The 
Strauss ‘“‘Staendchen” was dull 


because so very painstaking. 
Irmgard Seefried used to do this 
as an encore, and would dazzle 
the senses when she leapt to 
those whispered high notes, their 
extreme (for her) highness con- 
cealed by a delightfully 
animated parlando. Ameling’s 
‘Staendchen,’’ though, was 
God-damned domesticated, with 
no sense of either danger or 
ecstasy. Two Satie music hall 
“turns” were offered as encores; 
they were, as they say, naughty 
but nice. 

I am willing to be surprised by 
further developments — she is 
not yet into middle life — but 
Elly Ameling, though an impor- 
tant and accomplished artist- 
technician, seems crucially 
limited by her so very cautious 
temperament. 

Dalton Baldwin was the clean, 
straightforward, stylish pianist 
for Ameling, a far different 
creature from her other partner 
on records, Joerg Demus, who 
gave a solo recital earlier in this 
same Peabody-Mason Founda- 
tion concert series. In his con- 
tributions to her Schubert and 
Schumann Lieder performances, 
Demus was anything but an “ac- 
companist.” His pianism could 
be wonderfully flexible and 


varied, especially in Schumann, 
but also wayward, fussy, lurchy, 
and destructive of all momen- 
tum. The two Schubert Suleika 
songs with Ameling on EMI 
demonstrate a perversity that 
taxes the patience. 

Whieh were we to be hearing 
in this concert? As it turned out, 
it was the yanking and pulling, 
never-say-it-straight side of 
Demus who dominated, 
fragmenting still further the Se- 
cond Schumann Sonata and 
wreaking havoc, I thought, with 
structural coherence in the 
Schubert B-flat Sonata, opus 
posthumous. Whether or not it 
was because the Steinway was 
jangly, Demus didn’t get a great 
deal of dynamic variety out of it. 

For displaying insufficient 
adulation through all this, I was 
set upon after the concert by a 
pianist friend who told me it had 
been wonderful, free, old-style 
Viennese, “vocal” playing and, 
moreover, that it issued from an 
exponent of a great tradition, the 
last of the line, perhaps. Demus 
seems to have affected listeners 
in two ways only. Half the people 
I talked to were enthusiastic, lit- 
tle short of physical violence, the 
other half loathed him with a 
passion. Caveat auditor. 
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By my lights, it has to be a 
pretty hopeless orchestral con- 
cert that is without any redeem- 
ing effort whatever (such 
hopelessness, I hasten to add, 
has not yet appeared this sea- 
son). For one thing, technical 
mishaps and _ interpretative 
bungling can show what’s dif- 
ficult, what’s possible, what’s 
wrongheaded, all the while tell- 
ing you how the piece goes and 
making a glorious, or at least 
powerful, noise in the bargain. In 
Boston-Cambridge, the 
acoustical wealth of Symphony 
Hall, Jordan Hall, the National 
Theater, Kresge Auditorium can 
set the vestibulum a-tingle with 
vivid sensations. 

The Boston Symphony 
Orchestra has been giving Music 
Director Seiji Ozawa and Prin- 
cipal Guest Conductor Colin 
Davis its full attention. The 
B.S.O. is a great orchestra and it 
asks to be judged with the best. 
It has a big sound not quite like 
any other orchestra’s. It is best 
when playing aggressive, 
‘“‘physical”’ music, less convin- 
cing when super-refinement is 
called for. The tinny brilliance of 
the Munch era is gone, as is the 
rhythmic inertness and in- 
tonational chaos of the Leinsdorf 
era. Now, under Ozawa’s in- 
fluence, there seems to be a 
cushiony, well-fed embonpoint 
to its sound, which is very even, 
but tends to thickness. This 
means that when Davis conducts 
Mozart (I am thinking of the 
Mozart Symphony No. 32), it is 
substantial, line-oriented, se- 
quential Mozart, rather than one 
sparkling or light on its feet. 
Sibelius (the Fifth) can glower 
and bluster grayly, with isolated 
woodwind sonorities that might 
ideally be more keen, more 
marrow-piercing. Berlioz, with 
them, has a refreshing heft: the 
“Royal Hunt and Storm” from 
“The Trojans’ that Davis led 
with the New England Conser- 
vatory Chorus was actually more 
Homeric than Virgilian. And in 
such highly-colored matter as 
the Rachmaninoff “Symphonic 
Dances that Ozawa led, the tints 
are the primary ones, and 
homogenized. 

I am thinking by comparison 
of the silvery string sound of 
L’Orchestre de la Suisse 
Romande, which played Armin 
Schibler (‘‘Metamorphoses 
Ebriatis,” a noisy piece about 
drunkenness), Schumann (Piano 
Concerto) and Brahms (Fourth 
Symphony) on its first visit here 
with permanent conductor 
Wolfgang Sawallisch. A very odd 
good-bad ensemble this was, 
with fleet strings, gawky, squeal- 
ing, all-or-nothing woodwind 
vibratos, and boisterously ex- 
trovert French horns. Ensemble 
work seemed tidier than it used 
to be under Ansermet, who 
founded the orchestra and led it 
until his death a few years ago. 


| This orchestra has always been 


most alert, richest, most com- 
pelling in the esoteric, as on their 
valuable recording of Alberic 
Magnard’s Third Symphony. 

I will gladly put in a good word 
for Boston’s other orchestra, the 
chamber-sized Philharmonia, 
which, under the Czech- 
American composer-conductor 
Karel Husa, sounded impossibly 
witty, elegant and warm in 
music by “Giovanni” Bach and 
Franz Josef Haydn, the latter’s 
“London” Symphony receiving 
quite possibly the finest perfor- 
mance I’ve ever heard. And 
oboist Toubman, I declare, is an 
ornament of civilization. The 
B.S.O., I grieve to say, puts up 
with a lot of loud, dull, un- 
nuanced playing from their 
oboes. 

Neither of the local orchestras 
would run over a child, actually, 
if you remember how this piece 
began. The Philharmonia is 
rather bicycle-like, and the 
B.S.O. I tend to think of as a 
carefully-driven suburban sta- 
tion wagon. So we are quite safe.

Peter Pears and Murray 
Perahia, JORDAN HALL. 

What it looked like made me 
think for the first time in years 
about the artificialities of con- 
certs and recitals. There was a 
Mad_Hatter aspect to it all — 
the elderly Pears looming over 
penguin-shiny Perahia in tails, 
Pears’s stance, there in the crook 
of the piano, his fussing with 
spectacles and kerchief and 
sheet music, the informal 
remarks to the audience (‘‘ ‘The 
Foggy Foggy Dew’ comes from 
Suffolk, silly Suffolk, we 
sometimes say, and you can still 
hear this song at the Eel’s Foot, 
if you come at the right time’’), 
the mutual glancing assent to 
begin, the machinery of en- 
trance, bow and exit. 

The program listed songs by 
Schubert (‘‘Liebesbotschaft,” 
Neugieriege,”’ the un- 
familiar ‘‘Atysa,’’ about a 
flagellant youth in the service of 
Cybele, “An die Entfernte” and 
“‘Nacht und Traume’’), the 
Eichendorff Liederkreis of 
Schumann, Britten’s ‘‘The 
Poet’s Echo’’ (settings of 
Pushkin, sung in an English 
translation by Pears himself) 
and a group of English folksongs. 
The accompaniments by young 
Perahia were magical in their 
color and sensibility and sen- 
sitivity to harmonic suspension, 
in their justness of tempo, in 
their attention to Pears — in- 
terestingly, Perahia’s most 
characteristic pianistic effect is 
one that is also remarkable in 
Pears’s singing: the pianissimo 
much more sudden, much more 
soft, than anyone could expect. 

Of signs of age in Pears there 
were audibly almost none — an 
occasional bit of flatting, 
perhaps, but intentional flatting 
for coloristic effect has always 
been a familiar interpretative 
device of Pears’s, and this time 
he seemed able to tune the un- 
intentional bit up almost im- 
mediately. The breath, always 
the first thing to go in an aging 
singer, is intact — breathtaking, 
those connected phrases that 
open “The Sally Gardens,” the 
octave-and-a-half leap and little 
turr. in the refrain of “Sally in 
Our Alley,’’ sung as an encore. 
Of Pears’s responsiveness to text, 
to harmonic situation, of his 
mastery of mood, his heights of 


humor, intellectual penetration 
_ and profound feeling, it is un- 


necessary to speak. Pears’s tenor 
is a filament, one that stretches 
to the far reaches of any room, 
catching and throwing back 
lights. To adapt what Heine said 
about the playing of Liszt, ‘““The 
voice vanishes and — music 
appears.” Like all great artists 
Pears eradicates the con- 
trivances intrinsic to the 
amusement: his singing, now 
perhaps more than ever, opens 
casements on perilous worlds 
somehow shapelier than our 


own.

COMMANDER CODY AND 
HIS LOST PLANET 
AIRMEN. Paul’s Mall. 
Commander Cody is the worst 
case of drug-induced 
schizophrenia since Sylvester 
Stewart/Sly Stone. It all began 
when a, U. Michigan student 
named George Grayne, a witty 
and debonair type with an in- 
terest in steam engines and 
Western swing, began to fre- 
quent the Ann Arbor bars. 


Before long, he’d allied himself 


with similarly inclined in- 
dividuals to play C&W-derived 
music and he’d acquired a whole 
new identity: he was now a 
beery, unshaven, coveralled son- 
of-a-gun styling himself Com- 
mander Cody. 

The Cody outfit was already 
legendary when it left Ann Arbor 
for Berkeley. By the time they 
settled down to record, they’d 
been steeped in the counter- 
culture, and it all came out in 


their music: “Down to the Seeds 
and Stems Again,” “‘Lost in the 
Ozone.” For the first time, the 
favorite music of oil riggers and 
Hereford ranchers was couched 
in terms acceptable to longhairs. 


The Airmen, to be honest, lack 
the musicianship to be a bona 
fide country band, and most of 
their initial fans have graduated 


to Earl Scruggs, Charlie Rich, 


Merle Haggard and the like. Of 
course, the Airmen aren’t a rock 
group either, because the 
audiences, when they clap along, 
don’t clap on the backbeat, but 
on the downbeat. What they 
really are, in fact, is a rowdy 
drinkers’ band. Considering the 
Mall’s main source of revenue, it 


was an inspired booking. 
The Airmen have as many 


“styles in their bag of tricks as 


they have members. They’ll 
render a Cajun classic like 
“Diggy Diggy Lo” right after a 
schmaltzy WCOP tearjerker like 
‘“‘Mama Hated Diesels,” and 
follow with straight Bob Wills — 
sung, if you can call it that, by 
the Commander himself. And 
they have presence of mind — 
when the p.a. blew, pedal steel 
guitarist Ernie Hagar began 
playing a soupy oldie- and half 
the group joined in. The result 
was better than much of the 
planned set. They’ve also been 
partly responsible for the 
nostalgia wave, for a good deal of 
their material is 50s pop stuff 
(Billy C. does the best Elvis 
since Roy Wood). All in all, the 
Airmen are meant to be great 
fun, and they are — or, at least, 
no one went away mad. But what 
would George Frayne say?

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ANOTHER TIME, ANOTHER PLACE 


Bryan Ferry: ANOTHER 
TIME, ANOTHER PLACE 
(Atlantic SD18113) 

I wouldn’t even bother to write 
about this well-clothed jape if it 
weren't for the sententious 
horse-puckey that’s been flung 
around in celebration of his first 
opus, These Foolish Things, by 
some creditable rock critics. For 
them, Ferry’s quirky parodizing 
summarizes an era’s pop music 
by calling attention to the fact 
that pop is artifice. 


Well, that conception may be — 


all for the good, but I don’t need 
a pretentious limey with an un- 
controllable vocal quaver to 
point this out. When Ferry on 
that first album “ha-ha-hard’’ed 
his way through Dylan’s “A- 
Hard Rain’s A-Gonna Fall” I 
almost choked on my Ear] Grey 
Breakfast tea. Another Time, 
Another Place is not so egregious 
as its predecessor, but this is 
probably a failure of production, 
not a change of intentions. 

How, you might well ask, does 
Ferry do this hoodoo? He speaks 
many of his lines, inflates his 
phrases with inflections parallel 
to the raising of a British 
eyebrow, sends unremitting 
quavers through most of his 
sustained notes, and sings as flat 
as he possibly can. He also wears 
a tux. 

His selection of material is a 
joke on somebody, though I’m 
not sure just whom. On that 
frightening first album Ferry 
rendered Leslie Gore’s foolish 
“It’s My Party”’ odious. Here, in 
addition to trouncing Dylan’s “‘It 
Ain’t Me Babe”’ (to borrow what 
President Ford said about Lin- 
coln, “If he were alive today he’d 
be rolling over in his grave’’), 
Bryan kghts into such pop 
classics as ‘““The ‘In’ Crowd,” 
“What A Wonderful World” 
(which sounded a mite dumb 
even when author Sam Cooke 
sang it) and “Walk A Mile In My 
Shoes,” the great Joe South 
number. 

To my mind, piecing together 
this sort of material, tricking it 
up with effects out of the rock 
grab bag and singing it in Ferry’s 
jumpy, terribly affected way 
proves about as much about pop 
as Victor Lasky’s tract on Arthur 
Goldberg proves about 
biography. Really, when one 
reflects upon it, isn’t Another 
Time, Another Place just a lot of 
silly songs sung by someone old 
enough to know better?

Jethro Tull: WAR CHILD

If, in the composition of a rock 

epic such as Thick as a Brick,

one runs out of ideas, one can 
always stretch the material one 
already has and fill the cracks 
with the hamburger helper of 
guitar and flute breaks. If, in the 
composition of a package of 
songs, one runs out of ideas, one 
is stuck — there aren’t any 
dodges or substitutes. For a 
seasoned composer like Ian 
Anderson, it’s easier to churn out 
long honkers than collections of 
ten independent songs, and War 
Child strongly suggests he’s been 
spoiled. 

On the minus side, ‘‘Queen 
and Country’’ is leftover 
Aqualung with accordion and 
bad alto sax grafted on. The loud 
and annoying Aqualung guitar 
sound continues on into “Two 
Fingers,” proving that guitarist 
Martin Barre has really lost it. 
The token acoustic number, 
“Only Solitaire,” is his knock at 
all the critics who panned his 
last opus — which is legitimate, I 
suppose, if you can’t take the 
slings and arrows of outrageous 
fortune. But now we learn that 
he doesn’t even read the stuff, so 
what’s he so pissed about? And, 
more than ever, his lyrics go out 
of their way to confuse. 

But merely because Tull chose 
to take all the wrong advice from 
the critics doesn’t mean it’s time 
to write them off. The 
tempestuous dissonances and 
orchestral passages in ‘“‘Sealion”’ 
are inspired. Tull’s imitation of a 
Steeleye Span jig tune in “The 
Third Hurrah” is likewise ex- 
hilarating, being close to the 
electric chamber music they 
used to play (Stand Up, 
Benefit). ‘“‘Ladies’’ is lovely if 
sarcastic, while the hit single 
“Bungle in the Jungle” has a 
nice practical melody: not 
arresting, but it gets the point 
across and it grows on you. 

“‘But what does it all mean?” I 
dunno, how many “Back Door 
Angels”’ can dance on the head of

even more erratic sidemen befit 
a bandleader of his unique

THE BEST OF LAMBERT, 
HENDRICKS & ROSS 
(Columbia KC 32911) 

If you take LH&R too seriously 
and expect to find musical 


brilliance, disappointment is un- . 


avoidable. The lyrics Jon Hen- 
dricks provided for famous jazz 
themes and solos are shallow 
love platitudes, 1959 hipsterisms 
and drunk jokes (his “Gimme 
that Wine” and Annie Ross’s 
“Twisted” reveal booze as the 
apogee of Eisenhower-era wit). 
‘“*Everybody’s Boppin’ ”’ is proof 
of the group’s blandness and 
predictability as scat singers (as 
well as of Dave Lambert’s un- 
reliable time). None has an at- 
tractive voice, so the selections 
offering only melody choruses 
and Harry Edison’s trumpet fall 
flat. All. three continuously fight 
te control their individual 
voices; when control is collec- 
tively lost on “Summertime,” 
the results are painful. 

But jazz operates on too many 
levels to be approached solely 
from a perspective of sullen 
seriousness. People have 
suggested that turning Lester 
Young’s “One O’Clock Jump” 
solo into a celebration of inebria- 
tion (as Hendricks did 
elsewhere) approaches the 
obscene, but don’t these 
grumblers detect the vibrant es- 
prit and plain old fun in a good 
LH&R performance? These 
three imperfect singers had 
moments when they enjoyed a 
singular and highly effective 
coalition, with as much group

personality and cutting edge as 
the Ellington reed section. The 


most impressive of these 
moments are on “Charleston 
Alley” and “Bijou,”” where both 
the ensembles and intertwined 
solos of big band recordings are 
reproduced. One is struck less by 
the import of Hendricks’s lyrics 
than by their structural use, 
such as when Lambert (taking 
the part of Bill Harris’s trom- 
bone) tells the story of “Bijou” 
over embellishments by Hen- 
dricks and Ross (the Woody Her- 
man band playing Ralph Burns’s 
chart). 

“Cloudburst” and “Twisted,” 
the two pieces familiar to con- 
temporary audiences, are far 
superior to recent simulacra. 
The former is a Sam “the Man” 
Taylor tenor sprint which Hen- 
dricks races through in sen- 
sational fashion, while Ross’s 
more leisurely version of Wardell 
Gray’s better tenor solo 
(‘‘Twisted,”’ which Annie first 
recorded in 1952, is the only non- 
Hendricks lyric) is suffused with 
what Joni and Bette lack — 
when Annie sings, “I had a 
brain, it was insane,” the music 
swings. 

15 years later, Lambert dead, 
Ross returned to her native 
England and Hendricks spen- 
ding most of his time as a San_ 
Francisco newspaper columnist 
(his writing as_ self- 
congratulatory and jive as ever), 
the group still sounds good. 
Their happy vocal gymnastics 
and inane lyrics are perfect for 
1974 (just like the Beach Boys’), 
but in keeping with jazz tradi- 
tion, the glory of their ac- 
complishments has fallen to 


others.

The art in large ensemble 
playing is to attain maximum 
freedom without creating chaos. 
Often, of course, the more in- 


struments one has, the fewer 
degrees of freedom are possible. 
In the era of the big swing band, 
the solution was to write out 
arrangements that would sound 
like a spontaneous collective in- 
spiration but would in fact have 
been carefully rehearsed. Charts 
are, however, a nearly moribund 
institution in a period when a 
few of the loftier quartets need 
not even decide what key they’re 
in. 

Gibbs’s solution is to restrict 
the harmonic demands of his 
pieces. The changes in his works 
(mostly old pieces done 
previously by the Burton quartet 
or commissioned works for 
various other art forms) aren’t 
too simple, but neither are they 
lengthy, and the eleven horn 
players and cellist have the 
shape of the piece mapped out 
for them. The setting suits Bur- 
ton, as he generally does little 
more than fill in. The most ex- 
citing player on the record is 
bassist Steve Swallow, who adds 
a blustery electric tone and deft 
lines. 


Pianist Keith Tippett’s Cen- 
tipede never contained less than 
50 people (hence at least a hun- 
dred feet) including, on this 
record, Ian Carr of Nucleus, 
violinist Wilf Gibson of the Elec- 
tric Light Orchestra, Ian 
MacDonald and Boz Burrell of 
two different King Crimson in- 
carnations (while Robert Fripp 
produced), and half a dozen Soft 
Machine people, to name but a 
few. This Who’s Who of British 
jazz added up, for the short time 
of its existence, to an “insane 
traveling circus” (in the words of 
drummer Robert Wyatt). 


Ringleader Tippett tried every 
avenue available to him in allow- 
ing each of his players ample 
room for expression. An ostinato 
phrase will germinate in the 
midst of a splendidly formless 
free-for-all and gradually draw 
the whole sound into line. Cer- 
tain melodies written and sung 
by Julie Tippet (nee Driscoll) 
command the whole’s respectful 
attention. Sometimes a drum 
pattern will be the focal point in 
a passage reminiscent of old 
Crimson stoned apocalypse. 
Sometimes sound effects will be 
the object, as in the beginning of 
side two, when the string sectior. 
does its best to imitate the 
landscape of a space warp. And 
finally, acting on the principle of 
“if you can’t beat ’em, join ’em,” 
Tippett often directs everyone to” 
shut up while two to five people 
act as a small ensemble.

“ON THE PUBLIC INTEREST” 
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New York Is a Six-Horse Town

If you can’t afford to fly to 
London for Christmas, don’t 
despair. Take the bus to New 
York and enjoy what amounts to 
a London mini-season on 
Broadway. Over a dozen of the 
best productions in New York 
during December are London ex- 
ports, some with original casts, 
others partly or wholly modified 
by American actors. If it weren’t 
for the confusion of Connecticut 
suburbanites, New York might 
well be renamed “New London” 
for the holidays. 

Most of the plays I saw in Lon- 
don last summer have managed 
the trans-Atlantic crossing 
without suffering a sea change; 
they were already rich and 
strange before they traveled, and 
those are qualities that should 
commend themselves to any 
theatergoer. The richest of these 
plays were born of casual anec- 
dotes and chance encounters, 
fleshed out through the bodying 
imagination of playwrights who 
seized an image or a remark and 
were in turn possessed by them. 
Peter Shaffer, driving with a 
friend ‘through bleak coun- 
tryside,” was told — in less than 
a minute’s recounting — of an 
“alarming crime” while their car 
passed a stable; Equus was the 
result. Athol Fugard and his 
collaborators, John Kani and 
Winston Ntshona, chanced upon 
a photograph of a black South 
African in his not-too-good 
“Sunday best,” and Sizwe Banzi 
Is Dead began to simmer in their 
minds. These, together with the 
Fugard production of The 
Island, are without doubt the 
best plays in New York. 

There are plays about which 
one is skeptical in advance, 
because of all the anterior praise. 


Equus was such a play for me; 
nevertheless, I came away feel- 
ing that this was what everyone 
used to tell us theater was all 
about — involving, releasing, 
elevating. You probably know, 
by now, that Equus is a 
dramatized psychoanalysis, a 
virtual anatomy lesson of the 
spirit, performed as if it were a 
learning and teaching case; part 
of the audience sits on stage in 
semicircular rows as in an 
operating-room amphitheatre. 
The central playing area is all 
theaters in one: operating room, 
spiritual boxing ring, the mind’s 
bullfight arena, the moving 
dreamscape of the past. The 
major characters are an analyst 
whose domestic life has 
shattered his former sense of 
worship and spiritual grandeur 
(his earlier visit to Greece was to 
be an encounter with the ancient 
gods, though for his wife it was a 
mere souvenir spree), and a 
young male patient in whom the 
spirit of worship and veneration 
is so powerful and alive that the 
doctor would rather embrace 
than cure it. 

And yes, we all know that the 
central moment to be relived in 
the course of the play is the 
gouging-out of the eyes of six 
horses by that disturbed young 
man. But what you cannot know 
until you see it is that the boy’s 
vision of those horses can be 
made moving and palpable, the 
violence searing and beatific. I 
cannot praise too much the stun- 
ning control of Anthony Hopkins 
as the doctor and the finely 
leashed energy of Peter Firth as 
the boy. Yet I reserve my 
greatest admiration for the 
visualization of the horses as 
young men who prance and strut 
upon raised metal hooves (they

are the gods in this play and 
rightly wear the raised footwear 
of the ancient Greek actors), 
their heads covered in openwork 
metal shapes of horses’ heads, 
their bodies (clothed in brown 
from neck to ankle) telling us 
what it means to be both horse 
and god at once. The play is 
dazzling, both aurally and 
visually, and it is beautifully 
written. (If you can bear being a 
close observer in the downstage 
amphitheatre, and you're a stu- 
dent, you can get in for less than 
half the price of orchestra seats 
upon showing a suitable I.D. at 
the box office.) 
* 

I’ve seen several of Athol 
Fugard’s earlier plays (the 
award-winning The Blood Knot 
in three different productions), 
so I wasn’t too surprised to find 
Sizwe Banzi Is Dead and The 
Island as good as they were. On 
first seeing Sizwe Banzi in Lon- 
don, however, I felt it was mere 
agit-prop in comparison with 
The Island, but on revisiting it in 
New York I came away chasten- 
ed and corrected; it’s a real play, 
and it’s much better than I had 
at first thought. 

Sizwe Banzi Is Dead is about 
how degrading and difficult it is 
to be a black in South Africa. It 
is about rules and regulations, 
passbooks and _ identification 
cards. It is about change of iden- 
tity, swallowing of pride, and be- 
ing reborn. It is about cynicism 
and bitterness mixed with 
manically ironic laughter. It is 
about making the best of it in 
this worst of all possible worlds. 
There are three characters in it 
(another dozen are conjured up 
out of thin air and, yes, we “‘see”’ 
them), played by two of the

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Holmes Built Day

Some three quarters of a cen- 
tury after Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle sent him to a watery grave 
in Reichenbach Falls, clutched 
in an apparent death embrace by 
the fiendish Professor Moriarty, 
Sherlock Holmes is alive and 
well, enjoying his biggest revival 
in 40 years. 

Why now? That’s the kind of 
question that students of 
Sherlockiana like to play with, 
for part of being a Holmes buff is 
the formulation and (possibly) 
the answering of devilishly clever 
questions. At a recent convoca- 
tion of true believers, both 
amateur and professional, Dr. 
Julian Wolff, commissioner of 
The Baker Street Irregulars, said 
it was all elementary — that the 
current commercial success of 
the saturnine detective is part 
serendipity, part controlled tim- 
ing — and part public relations. 

A prestigious company like the 
Royal Shakespeare launches a 
major revival on two continents, 
several of what are called Really 
Important Books are given 
publication dates to coincide, 
and the copywriters get busy. 
Before you know it, a revival is 
on, and the jingling of cash 
registers rewards its creators for

giving the public some 
fascinating fun. Of course, 
Holmes has been giving 
profitable employment since the 
day he was born; Conan Doyle 
often referred to the fictional 
detective as “‘my banking book.” 
The play, Sherlock Holmes, 
which is sufficiently bastardized 
Conan Doyle to raise a purist 


eyebrow or two, bears the mark 
of William Gillette, who made 
an ‘entire career of it. Conan 
Doyle had begun to grow bored 
with Holmes when Gillette ap- 
proached him, and he willingly 
gave the play over to the actor, 
along with artistic carte blanche. 

If Gillette played fast and 
loose with the original, he did 


k Holmes, now playing in New York 


justice to his own professional 
abilities, playing Holmes on and 
off for 36 years, beginning in 
New York in 1899 and ending 
with a radio broadcast in 1935 — 
when he was 82. Of Gillette’s 
farewell tour, which lasted three 
years, by popular demand, 
Booth Tarkington wrote: “I 
would rather see [him] play. 
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Sherlock Holmes than be a child 
again on Christmas morning.” 
Gillette’s excellence notwith- 
standing, it was Basil Rathbone 
who brought to life the magic of 
Holmes for several generations of 
non-scholars. Sardonic, lean, 
otherworldly in his nasal 
pronunciamentos, Rathbone also 
found in Nigel Bruce the perfect 
foil for his humorless intensity, a 
lovably bumbling and excessive- 
ly human Dr. Watson. 
Representing the “official” 
learned point of view, Dr. Wolff 
said of the Rathbone-Bruce 
team, “the public simply got 
used to an extraordinary 
counterfeit.” Speaking for the 
not-so-fastidious was Michael 
Avallone, author of some 150 
books which feature less refined 
types like Ed Noon, super- 
swinging private dick. Avallone 
said, “I got hooked on my first 
Holmes flick when I was 13, 
prowling around the movies, 
looking for girls. There he was up 
there on that screen, so cool, 
with that great nasal voice ... 
and Nigel Bruce’s ‘harumph, old 
boy.’ That had to be the most 
perfect fusion of characters and 
actors ever seen on the screen.” 
If the popular favorite gets a 
thumbs-down from scholars, so 
does the Royal Shakespeare’s 
new try, which is a Big Broadway 
Ticket anyway. “Good theater, 
but not good Conan Doyle,” was 
the expert consensus of this 
swashbuckling production 
directed by Frank Dunlop (of 
Scapino fame). It was 
Rathbone’s image that affected 
the performance of the star, John 
Wood, as much as the scant 
direction left by Conan Doyle. “I 
feel that his shadow hangs over 
me. Basil Rathbone is the one to 
beat, not to give in to.”” Wood fits 
nicely the existing physical 
descriptions as well as Sidney 
Paget’s illustrations for the 


‘Adventures’ in the Strand 


Magazine — a tall, thin man 
with an aquiline nose. His 
Holmes is giddy at some 
moments, morbid at others, 
balanced somewhere between 
the perfection of his deductive 
reveries and a distressingly un- 
tidy reality — especially that 
connected with a pretty girl. He 
is cheerfully matter-of-fact 
about his drug habit, resigned to 
an early end, dying of boredom 
generated by his own infallibility 
and by his premature exhaustion 
of whatever surprises the world 
has to offer — barring, of course, 
romance, which is a part of this 
play, though not of the original 
stories nor of Rathbone’s ascetic 
characterization. 

The new Watson, Tim Pigott- 
Smith, resembles the original 
more closely than did the belov- 
ed but too-old Nigel Bruce. Pigot 
is correctly robust, on the right 
side of middle age, an “‘old boy,” 
pillar of the British Empire — a 
thoroughly good and decent per- 
son, made remarkable by his 
association with Holmes. 

Philip Locke’s Moriarty is 
something else. If a subtle, 
sinister, evil genius is expected, 
then Locke takes some getting 
used to; his brilliantly 
malevolent mind seems more 
dotty than evil, a possible victim 
of senile dementia. His 
appearance, particularly his 
face, resembles comic book 
frame come to life. His speeches, 
too, have the decidedly un- 


sinister quality of comic-book | 


dialogue. 


To a fan not absolutely com-~ 


mitted to some ideal, the new 
Sherlock Holmes might seem 
brilliantly staged, yet there is 
something not quite right: no one 
has formulated a clear idea of 
what the production could be to- 
day. As a result, it is stuck 
somewhere between yesterday 
and tomorrow, vintage 
“straight” material, liberally 
laced with farce, but lacking the 
potential impact of either ap- 
proach. 
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The Next Move—the Same Old Moves

THE NEXT MOVE, an even- 
ing of improvisation at the

The Next Move is more like 


separate bedrooms than a real 


divorce, considering its similari- 
ty to the Proposition from which 
it sprang. The former acting 
company of the Cambridge 
Proposition has found a new 
home, but it’s up to its old tricks 
— with itsy-bitsy alterations, of 
course, to avoid an indignant 
flap in Inman Square, where 
arch-rival Allan Albert has hired 
a new ballteam to do the same 
thing in less sophisticated sur- 
roundings. 

If anyone is unfamiliar with 
the Proposition/Next Move for- 
mat (a befuddled Japanese 
soldier, perhaps, who just crawl- 
ed out of a Guam jungle), I 
should explain that the entire 
show, even the music, is im- 
provised. In its opening number, 
the exuberant cast insists that 
the “next move” is up to the 
audience and proceeds to accept 
suggestions on which to exercise 
its wits. The catch is that the 
spectators, tossing out such fine 
seeds for drama as Wilbur Mills, 
lemon-freshened Borax and a 
dead bird, have no idea what 
they are contributing to, finding 
out only afterwards, for example, 
that Blanche DuBois, schmaltz 
and Vaseline are to be worked 
into a rock-opera. The result is 
giggly and (as the long-lasting 
success of the Proposition 
attests) uncannily popular. 

The Next Move company has 
had much practice in turning 
this silliness into passable opera- 


ettes of the absurd. Some are 
delightful, a few are bombs, and 
a great many fall somewhere in 
between. What I admire most 
about this troupe, I suppose, is 
that its. members have a 
remarkable ability to keep right 
on effervescing, like little dan- 
cing alka-seltzers, even when 
they’re dying. In this way they 
minimize their losses, endear 
themselves to the testy crowd, 
and the next move is usually up. 

Personally, I have never cared 
much for either Proposition, 
though I think the company 
quite talented. When you are 
making up your entire show as it 
happens, much is bound to be 
so-so, and the_ sheer 
marvelousness of the feat can fiz- 
zle quickly. The Cabaret 
audience at the Charles, 
however, was obviously of a 
different mind on the night that 
I attended (a night beset by so 
many technical problems — 
tangled microphone cords, an 
unforeseen and lengthy blackout 
— that one began to suspect 
Allan Albert was stage managing 
incognito). It hooped and 
hollered and clamored and 
clapped, bringing the five actors 
back for several curtain calls. 
The reader should probably bear 
this in mind whilst I count the 
ways in which I did and didn’t 
like The Next Move. 

First of all, the best routines 
require interminable prior con- 
sultation. Fortunately, Andy 
Gaus is at the piano, playing his 
inventive little heart out, so that 
this long look at the actors’ backs 
isn’t wholly boring. Then, 
several of the improvisations 
center, vaguely, on local media 
events. Yet no really concen- 
trated attempt is made to 


' parody the people involved. We

get an all-purpose syrupy lady, 
not Sonya Hamlin, a hazily 
familiar newscaster with nonsen- 
sical, punched delivery and terri- 
ble ad-libs, but not Tom Ellis. 
On opening night, for instance, a 
10th century Italian opera 


) 
starred Henry Kissinger, whose 
part was sung by John Jutkowitz 
in a near falsetto that made 
Kissinger-isms impossible. J. 
Bradford Jones fares best at im- 
buing his clowns with distinct 
character, and his opera and 


heavy-rock parodies are wonder- 
ful. 

If the group doesn’t bother 
with specific people, it is handy 
with accents, and the gibberish 
commercials in assorted 
languages are fun. The rock- 
opera parody (which spoofs both 
the cloying innocence of such 
tripe and the big bad sound) is so 
silly that even I fell for it, if only 
because it proves Lanie Zera 
should have been born 20 years 
earlier as a Teddy Bear or, 
maybe, a Coaster. artin 
Anderson’s Alistair Cook narra- 
tion of the rockless opera is very 
funny (I didn’t know that “duet” 
derived from ‘‘duo,” the Italian 
for “two,” and “et,” the Italian 
for singing), and so is his 
thundering ‘‘Stand Up and 
Cheer” talking ballad about 
what a wonderful country this 
used to be before Elvis Presley 
ruined it. 

A Waltons episode, in which 
the all-American ‘“Isn’t-the- 
Depression-fun?” family must 
be taped back together after 
someone cuts up Bill-boy’s 
poems to make paper dolls, 
elicited much the same reaction 
that the real Waltons do, now 
that they've taken to parodying 
themselves. Less workable, I 
think, are a panel show in which 
questions are solicited from the 
Cabaret audience (it’s a “phone- 
in” show) and then ignored.

greatest actors I have ever seen 
— John Kani and Winston 
Ntshona (the former playing two 
men). They collaborated with 
Fugard on the play, and much of 
their experience of life is in the 
play. They chat with us, address 
us, cajole us and, through their 
experience — inevitably — tower 
above us in spiritual strength 
and wisdom. 

No, Sizwe Banzi does not 
have, for me, the structural 
perfection and final releasing vi- 
sion I felt while watching The 
Island, but I was earlier 
“trapped” into thinking of them 
together. Sizwe is simply a 
different kind of drama, perfect- 
ly moving in its own way despite 
its total eschewing of the 
reverberant echoes of the past. I 
think I loved The Island for its 
conceit (in the Elizabethan 
sense), its artful union of past art 
with present life in the climactic 
vision of a prison convict 
transformed by his performance 
of Antigone in an annual prison- 
entertainment. I felt, I suppose, 
that what Sophocles had to say 
still has power and meaning, and 
at the same time that Fugard 
could still add to it. But Sizwe 
Banzi is not dependent on 
analogues or literary com- 
parisons. It, too, is about 
transformation, but it occurs 
within the mental confines of the 
present, as current and 
everchanging as the newspaper 
headlines (different each time) 
that are discussed by Kani at the 
beginning of each evening’s per- 
formance. It is a tour de force, 
and if it is propaganda (as I’m 
perfectly willing to admit), it is 
also art: of an extraordinarily 
high order. 

* 

One of the two “local” produc- 
tions I saw was also a London 
import of sorts, though almost 
400 years old. Michael Moriarty 
is playing Shakespeare’s Richard 
III under Mel Shapiro’s direction 
at Lincoln Center. It’s an ill- 
conceived production (‘Better 
never to have been born,” as one 
of Sophocles’s choruses would 
have it), as monstrous in its own 
way as was Richard in the eyes of 
his detractors. Moriarty is a fine 
actor, but Shapiro apparently 
had one of those terrible bright 
ideas through which insensitivi- 
ty masquerades as originality, 
and the gimmick shocks 
marvelously for the first three 
lines of the play only to peter out 
by line four — with 3880 lines to 
go. Remember, if you will, 
Shakespeare’s most energetic 
villain, the monster as 
prankster, whose every word and 
action bespeak such a liveliness 
that we almost forgive him 
anything for the sheer virtuosity 
and joy with which he is able to 
bamboozle an entire court, and 
contemplate, now, Moriarty’s 
enervated decadent. It is a 
catatonic conception that relies 
for its effect upon the indecorous 
contradiction between 
Shakespeare’s strutting images 
and outrageous incidents on one 
hand, and Moriarty’s lethagic 
and casual delivery (“delivery” 
is a gross exaggeration) on the 
other. Moriarty gets his laughs, 
but in the wrong places-as often 
as not. 

And when we see Lady Anne 
not only wooed but won by 
Richard over the coffin of her 
late husband (murdered by 
Richard himself), we know — in 
this production, at least — that 
we are dealing not with a villain 
who achieves his magnetism 
through his manic liveliness, but 
rather with a very sick lady. If 
you are deformed, and unkempt 
to boot, with a slurring tongue 
and a face that never mirrors 
what you are saying, and you’re 
starting out alone with no power 
to back you (although you’ve got 
the best speechwriter in the 
business), don’t count on becom- 
ing a successful tyrant. But if 
you become a master at convin- 
cing people that you mean what 
you say even while lying through

your teeth, and you know how to 
make words work for you and to 
change your external guise to 
match them, you might just 
make it. Richard III is a study in 
the power of rhetoric, and that 
means knowing how to talk as 
well as what to say. This produc- 
tion is posited on absurdity, and 
the premise of casual boredom 
on the part of the usurper’ (in 
every word and gesture) obscures 
what made it Shakespeare’s 
most popular play in his own 
lifetime. 

Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band On The Road is Tom 
O’Horgan’s latest flight into 
visual fancy (the aural fancy is 
provided by 27 Beatles songs). 
Couple the old songs with old 
O’Horgan techniques and you 
have a pleasant evening of “rock 
spectacle,” a kind of unconscious 
parody of what those aristocratic 
masque-spectacles must have 
been like at the English Court 
300 years ago. The ingredients 
are similar: a thin morality fable 
(here, Boy tempted to sign his 
soul away for a commercial 
record contract but saved by true 
love and the re-establishment of 
sanity); plenty of allegorical 
figures dressed in resplendent 
costumes (here, Lucy making 
her final appearance as a secular 
female St. Sebastian studded 
with hatpins instead of arrows); 
lots of dancing (here, even a 
giant hand dances on forefinger 


and middlefinger, not to men-_ 


tion the dancing mustard-jars, 
hammers, octopi);. and wild 
scenic extravaganza aided by 
very sophisticated stage- 
machinery (here, giant puppets 
appearing from the innards of 
even more gargantuan puppets, 
a dozen nine-foot-high balloons 
rising up with images projected 
on them, and confetti released 
from the ceiling). Even the old 
masque-ploy of inviting 
members of the audience into 
the action is echoed when Our 
Hero beckons his Girl from the 
orchestra seats, and she’s dress- 
ed in everyday clothes. 

Now, all this is good, semi- 
clean fun, the music is loud and 
wonderful, and I don’t for a mo- 
ment think that O’Horgan was 
thinking of masques when he 
mounted this Pepper confection. 
But I think it only fair to point 
out that the masque reached its 
decadent height at the moment 
when its English spectators were 
most deaf to the rumblings of 
civil war and unrest outside their 
spectacle-filléd palace walls. 
They were enjoying pure es- 
capism right before the 
cataclysm. By the end of Sgt. 
Pepper I was so damned struck 
by the historical analogy that I 
ran out of the theatre with my 
hands on my head, expecting to 
see Upper Broadway lying in 
rubble at my feet!

HEFNER by Frank Brady,

Frank Brady’s unauthorized 
biography of Hugh Hefner has 
finally chugged into town, 
preceded by a cargo of pre- 
publication publicity. Hefner, 
who has lived his adult life 
behind a veil of solipsism, first 
cooperated with Brady after a 
fashion, then raised, through 
Playboy lawyers, more than a 
hundred objections to the finish- 
ed manuscript.

Hefner’s: one avowed youthful 
homosexual experience is in- 
troduced briefly and without 
elaboration. Brady generally 
shies away from speculation, and 
his infrequent forays into the 
psychological are timorous and 
abrupt. For instance, he quotes 
Hefner as saying: 


When I’m drunk — bombed 
out of my head — people 
don’t know it, because my 
personality doesn’t markedly 
change — only really repress- 
ed people go through per- 
sonality changes when they 
drink. 


Brady counters, ‘‘Of course, the 
opposite can also be true: those 
who are so inhibited that they 
are fearful of exposure may 
repress the effects of alcohol in 
order to always appear sober,” 
then quickly breaks off. 

What the book does do, and 
with a minimum of psy- 
chological flourish, is tell the 
story of one of the greatest 
publishing successes in history. 
If you’re interested in how a 
Midwestern Methodist lad with 
no money can parlay a Puritan 
heritage into a lascivious living 
legend, Brady’s is the book for 
you. There is, to be sure, a touch 
of the voyeur in Brady. His men- 
tion of Hef’s phallic status 
one of 
Playboy’s attorneys asked Brady 
during negotiations, “how long 
Hefner’s penis is?”’) is perhaps 
an effort to conjure up a man of 
mythic proportions, but its effect 
is also to humanize the editor- 
publisher of the Playboy empire, 
to hint, without being clinical 
about it, at the compulsive fuels 
that make his megalomaniacal 
motor run. One of the best in- 
sights in the book comes from 
A.C. Spectorsky, who was 
editorial director of the 
magazine from 1956 until his 
sudden death in 1971. Spec- 
torsky was a man of great 
literary and administrative abili- 
ty who, though 20 years Hefner’s 
senior, was unable to stand up to 
Hefner when he disagreed with 
him and always resented the 
publicity Hefner personally 
sought and received. ‘‘Hefner’s 
starting Playboy,” Brady quotes 
Spectorsky, “‘is a classic case of - 
overcompensation. The fellow 
simply had no talent and 
couldn’t get a decent job in 
publishing so he had to start a 
magazine of his own.” 

A lot of things you may have 
wanted to know about Hefner 
are here, including numerous 
examples of his Napoleonic 
caprices and the assertion that 
he was a virgin until the age of 
22. Brady captures the flavor of 
his grandiose and hermetic life, 
but his are not the gifts of 
Thurber (whose reminiscence of 
Harold Ross, The Years With 
Ross, is a masterful profile of a 
publisher and editor who, in 
many ways, resembled Hefner). 
Brady writes with the finesse of a 
lumberjack; he simply manages 
to get the job done, which one 
can get away with when writing 
about personalities as intriguing 
as Hefner. But the lack of an 
organized and sustained critical 
stance makes Hefner much less

Trust the Picture, Not the Painter

Katherine Porter’s art has 
been for several years the object 
of an almost hysterical apprecia- 
tion on the part of many people 
in the Boston area. I was remind- 
ed of this when I wrote a 
judicious but unenthusiastic 
review of her last Boston show 
and received a sheaf of angry 
letters defending her rather more 
strenuously than she needs to be 
defended. It came as a surprise, 
though, to find that review 
remembered disparagingly (and 
misquoted) in the lavish catalog 
to Porter’s current show at 
MIT’s Hayden Gallery. 

It is no insult, I believe, to call 
Porter’s painting highly 
professional. It hums with the 
energy of solid painterly ex- 
perience. Porter’s artistic reflex- 
es and techniques are highly 
refined, but in her latest pain- 
tings they pretend to a spon- 
taneity, or an unself-conscious- 
ness, that just doesn’t look 
genuine. The newer pictures are 


replete with gestural strokes of 
the sort that critics like to 
associate with “subjective” sen- 
sations. These elements 
challenge a chosen format, 
usually a grid, that may easily be 
seen as the correlate of more 
“objective” conditions or facts. 
The “dialectic” this opposition 
creates is, according to Wayne 
Anderson’s catalog essay, the 
content of the work. But the in- 
ner contention that Andersen 
sees in these paintings strikes me 
as spurious. Porter’s control over 
what goes on in her work is so 
powerfully evident that a real act 
of belief is required (I guess) to 
see the tensions in it as genuine, 
that is, as capable of producing a 
formal failure. Andersen’s argu- 
ment seems to be that the artist 
is more detached from some 
painterly acts and decisions than 
from others, and that the drama 
of her work resides in her manag- 
ing and recording her own fluc- 
tuating emotional distance from 
the various elements and acts a 


painting comprises. This line of 
reasoning might apply to certain 
works by Hans Hoffman, but 
only because some of these seem 
to make this argument on their 
own behalf. I don’t think the 
same can be said of Porter’s 
paintings. My sense of them is 
that they intimate a constant 
degree of detachment on the ar- 
tist’s part from everything we see 
in them. In saying this, I may in- 
advertently be saying that the 
paintings tell us something 
about Porter that she does not 
know about herself, or something 
about themselves that she does 
not recognize (that is, she may 
well subscribe to Andersen’s 
view of her activity). For my un- 
derstanding is that her pictures, 
at least the new ones, illustrate 
rather than embody a history of 
shifting emotional intimacy with 
the stuff of painting. They 
bespeak a detachment they do 
not acknowledge and in_ fact 
appear to deny. Consequently, 
they raise an uncomfortable

issue, one viewers may not be 
willing to face. The issue is 
whether we are to believe what 
we see, or what the paintings tell 
us about themselves. Perhaps for 
most people the first question is 
whether it is possible really to 
see something in the paintings 
other than what they tell us 
about themselves. My argument 
is that such a disparity is at the 
heart of these works, and that, 
perhaps despite the artist, this is 
what makes them interesting, 
and not their enactment of an ul- 
timately expressionist ‘“dialec- 
tic.” 

There are certain novel 
elements in Porter’s new pic- 
tures. For example, she draws 
with color, like Hofmann, like 
Matisse, more than she used to. 
She has allowed the rectangular 
grid that underlay her earlier 
pictures to surface. She is also 
using a painted “X” that has 
become something of a 
trademark in the work of another 
painter, Pat Steir. An “X” is 
hardly a personal image, but it is 
surprising to see Porter using it 
so much in the manner of Steir. 

While I do not think Porter’s 
new paintings are important in 
themselves, I do feel that this is 
an important show because it 
puts the sensitive spectator on 
the spot and forces him to make 
decisions that should be at the 
base of any critical attitude. Un- 
fortunately, Wayne Andersen’s 
acclamatory catalog essay does 
not provide a clear conceptual 
context in which to view the 
work. He never raises the issue of 
belief, which seems to me crucial 
to any discussion of new painting 
these days, and his writing is 
sprinkled with intellectual 
ready-mades like the following: 
“Artists thrive on raw ex- 
perience, on the contextual mix- 
ing of new sense data with modes 
of organizing or constructing the 
data into meaningful and above 
all, authentic expression.”’ True 
to the conventional spirit of such 
remarks, he discusses painting in 
terms of a polarity of dialectic of 
the “subjective” and “objec- 
tive,’’ never questioning the 
adequacy of these terms to what 
we experience. My argument is 
that Porter’s painting in- 
advertently does challenge these 
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terms by forcing us to consider 
whether the art before us can tell 
us something about the artist 
that she may not know herself. (I 
do not mean this remark to have 
ad hominem overtones. I take it 
that visual art evokes a fictive 
author, just as the convention of 
a first person narrator does in 
literature.) 

Elizabeth Dworkin’s show at 
the Addison Gallery in Andover 
contained some of her best work 
to date. Very roughly, her work 
might be described as color field 
painting, but the formal cir- 
cumspection and anxiety of this 
style were pleasantly absent 
from most of her pictures. 

Much color field painting has 
deliberately questioned the 
nature of traditional picture 
space and the modes of ex- 
perience associated with it. We 
stand outside and look into a 
traditional painting as at the 
door to a room. Obviously, this is 
a spatial mode analogous to that 
we experience all the time. Color 
field painting was one attempt to 
construct a kind of optical space 
having no physical analogy out- 
side of painting, thereby laying 
claim to fresh territory for 
painters to explore. 

Dworkin’s pictures take for 
granted the conquest of the 
territory. They are not raw with 
urgency or heavy with preten- 
sions to discovery. They seem to 
accept a plateau that has been 
reached and are interested, so to 
speak, in the view. In fact, they 
do contain vestigial references to 
landscape, not only to literal, 
visible ones, but to the idea of 
the picture as a landscape or a 
place with its own possible 
vistas. Dworkin does not pay un- 
due attention to the limits of a 
picture. She composes most of 
her paintings out of soft- 
contoured, rectangular shapes of 
smooth, low-key color. There are 
ambiguous suggestions of 
process, of an order in which the 
shapes were painted opposing 
the spatial order the colors” 
themselves suggest to the eye. 
Often a line of color will 
meander, like a loose thread, 
across the seam between adja- 
cent shapes, intimating space 
between the planes of color and 
the picture plane itself. 


There is a refreshing modesty 
about these pictures. They 
suggest a private, patient enter- 
prise that is only incidentally 
presented for public consump- 
tion. They are not obsessive 
about themselves, nor decidedly 
about any familiar mode of ex- 
perience, except those of color 
and light, and perhaps the ex- 
perience of feeling a response to 
them. It is not particular feelings 
Dworkin seems to be concerned 
with, but feeling itself and cer- 
tain ways in which feelings strike 
us. If there is an argument in her 
work it is perhaps simply this: 
that even in times like these, 
painting is not an unnatural ac- 
tivity. What's unnatural is the 
critical and social baggage pain- 
ting is expected to carry these 
days.

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Placing New Buildings Pedestals 


By Jane Holtz Kay 

How do you take your 
buildings: 1) plain? 2) on a 
pedestal? or 3) as a dartboard? 

— For plain, you can walk 
about Boston perusing the abun- 
dant new architecture (no tours, 
sad to say) or the old (trips by 
the Victorian Society). 

— For the pedestal, you might 
visit the De Cordova Museum’s 
‘‘New Architecture in New 
England,” through Jan. 15. 


— For the dartboard, consult 
further. 

In the U.S., by and large, peo- 
ple choose to take their buildings 
plain — which means blindly. 

Unless one of them hits us in 
the eye — glass from the John 
Hancock, winds from the 
Merchants Building — we ignore 
them. We inhabit architecture, 
fit between the angles of 
architecture, suffer or enjoy the 
spaces of architecture, but until 


and unless a showy specimen 
like City Hall looms large, we 
tend to discern very little about 
their making, their . workings, 
their place on the street and en- 
vironment, or their aesthetic 
mission. 

Which brings us to (2), 
architecture on a pedestal, and 
its current elevation at the De 
Cordova. 

New England, whose hub, 
Boston, has 1200 architects (to 
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New York’s 3000 and the coun- 
try’s 20,000), obviously holds a 
goodly sampler of their work. For 
the first time hereabouts, the 
Lincoln museum has extracted 
their “art” for our delectation. 
The Museum of Fine Arts did 
show “Back Bay, the City as A 
Work of Art” several years ago, 
mining a rich lode of architec- 
ture as piece after piece formed 
the area’s cohesive whole. But 
the De Cordova “properly” gives 
it the structure-by-structure 


treatment: the glass case for 52 


buildings as individual objets 
dart. 

Not just the typically static 
glass case, either, since Bruce 
Fenton’s three abreast slide show 
on a curved screen gives a fine 
three-dimensional sense. One 
feels drawn into and surrounded 


by the architecture shown. From _ 


Colby College and the 
Providence Civic Center to 
Brighton Library, it is a capsule 
trip. Downstairs and upstairs, 
there are rooms with the 
buildings on display in black and 
white photos or smaller slide 
show narratives (the history of 
archiecture, for one), and the 
whole is bound in a useful, well- 
ordered catalogue by curator-. 
organizer Eva Jacobs and direc- 
tor Fred Walkey. 

As a primer, then, telling those 
who need telling that a building 


is a carving or massing in space, - 


it is fine. ‘Look x, y, and z are 
there on the wall!” visitors ex- 
claim. “Architecture as Art,” 
Walkey writes. The space is am- 
ple. The slide shows at 1:30, 
2:30, 3:30 — but call to make 
sure the machines know you're 
coming — are a good introduc- 
tion. Those who see them carry 
away the vital message: 
buildings, like the prints, 
tapestries, paintings, sculpture 
etc. usually stapled to the De 
Cordova’s wall, are works of art. 

Hallelujah, says the pop- 
ularizer. 

Whoa, says the critic. 

For, sad to say, architecture 
happens to be both art, and not 
art. Buildings can be stapled to a 
wall, and they cannot be. And a 
pedestal works only if those 
elevating the work to the 
pedestal comprehend its 
limitations and try, as the De 
Cordova does not seem to, to ex- 
pand them. 

For architecture, as the critic¢- 
sage Siegfried Giedion and 
everybody else has told us, exists 
in time . well as in space. It is 
sequential: we walk through a 
building experiencing it on all 
sides. We use it, within and 
without. We see it as here at the 
De Cordova we see it, true, with 
a single focus, but we see it in 
situ, too; in — to use the cliche 
that hasn’t penetrated the art 
world yet — its environment. 
Good buildings make good 
neighbors: Yet not one building 
here is shot to show its 
neighbors. 

If a museum show cannot real- 
ly make us feel the total 
building, then it can do what 
those who shaped the building in 
the first place do: in the drawn 
plan, in the three-dimensional 
cardboard model, designers take 
their fingers walking through the 


-| structure to come. But that is 


not done here. Or, if the single 
photo is inevitably finite, then a 
museum exhibit can show more 
than that finite view. That is not 
tried either. 

Of course any idealization of 
architecture is both static and 
distorted, by definition. When it 
is a photo by an Ezra Stoller, 
architecture’s most gifted adver- 
tiser (with all that implies), it is 
a double distortion. Some distor- 


tions may be temporarily good, if' 


they help us (as in the slide 
show) to move from our theater 
seats into, say, Kevin Roche’s 
campus..They are welcome, as a 
snapshot is welcome for flesh 
and blood. 

But what is one to say of other

take the view of Warner, Burns, 
Toan, Lunde’s hotel on Goat 
Island, Newport, a “bold shape 
seen from the shore,’ when the 
photograph crops both its 
ravenous parking lot and the 
rumpled shoreline? What is one 
to say of another photo that 
presents Louis Kahn’s Exeter 
Library nestled in the trees, 
when the deliberate essence of its 
“‘odd exterior’ is its non- 
nestling, its remove from the 
land. Or, to get closer to Boston 
(tough to do at the show), what 
should we make of this cozy vista 
of I.M. Pei’s Guinness-book size 
“pond” for the Christian Science 
Church complex? Bits of New 
England architecture never look- 
ed better.’Or did they? They 
never looked more like each 
other, more sculpturally 
homogenous and photogenically 
contrived. 

In short, too often the show 
reminds one of the palaver of the 
architect’s press release and the 
photographer’s art — or artifice. 
Earl Flansburgh’s Falmouth 
Senior High School may do a 
good job. Flansburgh does good 
schools for Boston. But its span- 
ning bridge-like bulk does not 
rette to our idea of Cape Cod, of 
a place of fragmented weathered 
houses and smaller scale; and no 
publicist’s disclaimer and no 
mounding of earth to hide the 
gym can do so. 

So it goes: on the one hand, 
the exterior of Cambridge’ 7’s 
Aquarium never looked so jolly; 
on the other, to display the lush 
and lively interior of Jung/Bran- 
nen’s Chestnut Hill mall and 
gloss its wasteland parking lot 
and bunker-box exterior is, if not 
fabrication, then a bit much of 
putting the best foot forward- 

And does anyone but The 
Architects Collaborative (TAC) 
really believe that their New 
England Medical Center near 
Chinatown avoids ‘‘the 
mechanical look of many large 
institutions?” 

Finally, te talk about the third 
floor ramp of Le Corbusier’s 
Carpenter Center as a pass- 
through on Harvard’s landscape, 
when the lifestyle of that city of 
the ripoff has caused the sealing 
of the door at ramp’s end and 
made the place impenetrable, is 
to talk philosophical pap instead 
of reality. 

If the show simply flattered 

such objects — the actor’s good 
angle and all that — it would be 
easier for one, at least for me, to 
forget that though I have visited 
30 or so of the buildings here and 
have written about 18, I am slow 
to recognize a certain number 
from these views: Route 128’s 
Corbusian model and, for a 
minute, Flansburgh’s quite fine 
Kent School in Charlestown, 
looking here like a mini-Mayan 
village. But, one supposes, ‘“‘for- 
mal purity’’ and sculptural 
emphasis have their devotees. 
. Yet the problem is that the 
angles are not so much flattering 
as fitting a bygone and, to me, 
pernicious aesthetic. 

To show Sert Jackson’s 
Holyoke Center, the Harvard 
Square pedestrian complex in a 
view through the bushes, or to 
present TAC’s urbanized 
Children’s Hospital on 
Longwood Avenue drenched 
with trees, is to mask the urban 
feat of both. Suburban, bucolic 
myths hold sway. If both work in 
city ways, more to be praised. 
But an architectural aesthetic 
lodged in the purifying past 
skips that, and that is sad. For a 
museum as forward-looking as 
the De Cordova, as much in 
touch with itself and its con- 


stituency as any in town, and so - 


admirable for doing this show, 
one would have wished the whole 
loaf — a good service and good 
insights. — 

All this criticism goes beyond 
hothouse or artsy bickering. 
What should be*in and what 


should be out of the exhibition is

that the Bruce family never ac- 
tually requested a whitewash, 
Lenny’s relatives did exert 
emotional if not legal authority: 
the filmmakers admit to having 
been alarmed by Honey, protec- 
tive of Kitty, and so sympathetic 
to Sally that they were loath to 
embarrass or upset her.) So the 
film, like the play, is rife with in- 


accuracies, omissions and dow- 
nright lies, though the distortion 
here tends less to aggrandize 
Bruce than to protect the living. 
Honey Bruce, who is alleged by 
all reports to have been bisexual 
long before she met Lenny, is in 
the film forced by her husband to 
make love to another woman just 
so he can watch; later he berates 
her for her promiscuity. When 
Lenny and Honey express their 
great desire to have a child, 
neither one mentions the six 
abortions Lenny persuaded his 


wife to have previously. Their 
drug problems are conveniently 
overlooked, and Sally appears to 
be the nicest mom a boy ever 
had. 

Dustin Hoffman, who was 
chosen over Cliff Gorman, Ron 
Liebman, Joel Grey, Robert 
Blake and Wayne Newton 
(Sally’s suggestion) for the Len- 
ny role, defends the film’s 
prevarications in a way that un- 
derscores its. basic confusion. 
The picture, says Hoffman, was 
never intended to be a definitive

biography; that would have been 
impossible, given a two-hour 
running time and the wild dis- 
cord over the details of Lenny’s 
life. No, the film was trying “‘to 
give an essential truth, from the 
point of view of the director.” 
Yet Hoffman does say that he 
was “afraid of being fraudulent,” 
that it was very important to 
him to be complimented by Len- 
ny’s friend on his skillful 
mimicry. However, biography 
“has to be treated as fiction, 
even if it is coming off a real per- 
son .... Richard III is not the 
story of Richard III; Shakespeare 
wrote that because the Queen 
hated him and she wanted a 
number done.” Hoffman, whose 
approach to Lenny’s life seems to 
have been more ambitious and* 
intelligent than that of anyone 
else instrumental to the produc- 
tion, wanted his facts and his fic- 
tion too, and during certain parts 
of the film — notably the 
nightclub sequences — he 
succeeds in capturing both Len- 
ny’s mannerisms and his spirit. 
(Hoffman’s most extraordinary 
achievement is the sense he 
builds of Lenny’s burgeoning 
talent through a succession of 
routines, rising from the or- 
dinary to the devastating, and 
then conveying the drug-induced 
erosion of Bruce-the-performer’s 
energy and inspiration.) 
Hoffman, who is gallent 
enough to defend Bob Fosse’s 
direction (even though Fosse’s 
characteristically incoherent 
editing doubtless impaired his 
otherwise superb performance), 
is outspoken and angry on the 
subject of Goldman’s biography: 
“This is a man who spent five 
minutes in a dressing room with 
Bruce and was kicked out, many 
years ago. And who was asked by 
Jules Feiffer to testify in Bruce’s 
behalf and refused, and is now 
pretending to have been a great 
friend of his. I talked to 50 peo- 


ple, and not one of them would 


speak to that man while he was 
writing that thing. They just 
smelled, right off the bat, what 
was at work. And the ones that 
did talk would joke about him to 
their friends, saying they had 
bullshitted him.”’ Julian Barry 
adds that ‘‘when you go out and 
interview junkies, man, they tell 
you a lot of crazy things. You’d 
have to be pretty naive to believe 
all that.” Barry thinks Goldman 
reveals a profound envy of Lenny 
at the same time that he dis- 


| parages Bruce’s abilities, and 


adds that “if he thought there 
should have been a real hatchet 
job, he should have left. it for 


/ William Buckley, someone who 


does that kind of thing.” In- 
cidentally, publication of the 
book (by Random House) was 
held up so as not to compete with 
the play (published by Grove 
Press, which Random House 
owns). “Bennett Cerf, the 
revolutionary,” Barry sighs. 
However deceptive Goldman’s 
book may be, however awkward 


his prose, however embarrassing 
his feelings about his subject, 
Ladies and Gentlemen, Lenny 
Bruce!! is the most daring — 
though not necessarily the best 
— of all these biographical ef- 
forts. Goldman’s obvious fic- 
tionalizing gives his book a 
dimension that both play and 
picture, with their literal- 
minded lies, never achieve. 
Goldman may be a liar too but, 
like Mailer writing about 
Monroe, he fibs with feeling. He 
alone takes that ‘‘essential 


truth” approach at the expense 
of literal truth, rather than 
attempting to strike an awkward 
compromise between the two. As 
Hoffman suggests, an ideal 
biography — on film, on stage, 
on television, in print, in any 
medium — would succeed in an tt 
both ways. But given that such a 
triumph is virtually impossible, 
the truth-through-fiction. 
method surely offers more ex- 
citing (and, in the wrong hands, 
more dangerous) possibilites 
than plodding adherence to the 
facts ever could. 

Ken Russell, the master of 
poetic license in film biography, 
is frequently and easily criticized 
for the outlandishness of his 
techniques; a belligerent film 
student once explained to me 
how monstrous Russell’s The 
Music Lovers was for including 
fantasy sequences about 
Tchaikovsky's misogyny, his 
wedding night, his incestuous 
love for his sister and various 
other episodes that simply could 
not be substantiated. Yet 
Russell, who spent weeks in 
Russia “going to the baths where 
Tchaikovsky. used to pick up 
boys,” maintained he had learn- 
ed more about the composer 
from listening to “‘Pathetique” 
than he could have by reading 
every biographical word ever 
written. When Russell managed 
to translate the tempestuous 
quality of Tchaikovsky’s music 
into filmed fantasy, shocking in 
its excesses and breathtaking in 
its splendor, he sacrificed the 
banalities of commonplace 
cinematic biography to ac- 
complish an unprecedented (ex- 
cept in his own BBC television 
work) feat of imagination. The 
mere facts were not so much lost 
as rendered. irrelevant. 

As all these various Lennies 
attest, attaining such “essential 
truth”’ is fully as difficult as it 
sounds, and nothing fails more 
conspicuously than a near-miss. 
So when the essence is un- 
achievable, maybe simple facts 
or flagrant fiction, instead of an 
ineffectual hybrid, should do. 
We have yet to discern any truth 
about Lenny Bruce, be it literal 
or subjective; all we have are a 
spate of trite stories and dubious 
details. 

Julian Barry doesn’t seem to 
mind. ‘You never will know the 
truth about him,” he told me. 
“That’s what's so beautiful 
about it.”

another issue. I happen to detest 
Yale’s marble Beinecke library 
and think its Hollywood confec- 
tion unmatched, save in Edward 
Durrell Stone’s swish Kennedy 
Center in Washington. I dislike, 
too, Harrison and Abramovitz’s 
meretriciously-shaped and 
mirrored Phoenix insurance 
building in Hartford. But that is 
not it. 

Nor is it that I think Brown’s 
science Center is “excessively 
tall’’ where the exhibitors do not; 
find the collection so weighted to 
the sculptural as to make the 
most devoted Corbusian yell 
“bring back the box”; and dis- 
agree with the ground rules that 
skipped all but ‘‘public”’ 
monuments. Nor, finally, is it 
that the critic — and the rest of 
those who live in places only in- 
cidentally termed architecture 
— see things in a ves-no world in 
a ves-no way not present here. 


It is that so good a popular 
enterprise is so embued with an 


anti-popular mid-'60s mentality 
and so out of touch with the 
social and non-aesthetic side of 
design. 

Hidebound to the halcyon 
days of building the tower-in- 
the-park, the show lauds the 
monument vs. the vernacular, 
ordinary and well-done 
“background” building; the sub- 
urban vs. the urban; the spank- 
ing new vs. the integrated old; 
the pure vs. messy breathing 
reality. And with it, replays 
rationales for these rarified pur- 
suits down to the last word: ‘‘An 
impressive presence on the 
skyline,” the narrative intones of 
the bandaged John Hancock 
building. ‘It does its best to dis- 
appear.” That is philosophical 
rubbish, and if museum people 
cannot use their eyes to confirm 
what you and I know about a 
building that no more 
“disappears” than it flies out of 
Logan on Friday, they have no 
business being in the business. 
You can look at architecture on a 
pedestal without rose-colored 
glasses. But in the meanwhile, 
for a fascinating if flawed look at 
“New Architecture in New 
England,” by all means go and 
do so.

Joni—singer as author? 


Q: I recently finished reading an article about Elliot Roberts. In it he 
makes a reference to Joni Mitchell’s writing. I heard her talk 
about a book she had written and published during an interview 
she gave on a Toronto radio station. I can’t remember the title, so 
it makes the search a little difficult. No bookstores that I can find 
have ever heard of a book by Joni Mitchell, and there is no listing 
in past or recent paperback catalogs. Could you please find me the 
title, publisher and the place where I can buy the book? I know it 
exists. —P.B., New Boston, N.H. 

A: According to Lookout Management, Elliot Roberts’ firm, the only 
book ever published by Joni Mitchell was a private, limited edi- 
tion of her paintings, which she had printed and gave to her 
friends for Christmas about three years ago. The book is not 
otherwise available, and Lookout claims that there are no other 
published works by the singer in existence. 

Q. During World War II my father, Arthur S. Rothenberg, was com- 
missioned as a combat artist with the Army Air Force in England, 
and his paintings and murals are now supposedly in the archives 
of the Pentagon, Washington, D.C. I am interested in retrieving 
any such artwork my father did. Can you assist me in this quest? | 
—E.R., Allston. 

A: If your father was in the Air Force at the time he did the artwork, 
chances are it belongs to the Air Force now. It turns out that some 
paintings done by your father were donated to the Air Force in 
April of 1960 by Brig. Gen. Harold Huglin. One now hangs in the 
Forrestal Building in D.C. and there are two in the Pentagon. 

Your best bet would be to contact Mrs. Lee Stanley, c/o Lt. Col. 
George Hockett, Chief, Art and Museum Branch, SAFOI, Room 
4A 120, Pentagon, Washington, D.C., 20330. She can explain your 
options more fully. 

Q: For a long time I've been a great fan of Leonard Cohen, but I never 
seem to read or hear anything about him anymore. Am I reading 
the wrong publications, or does he shun publicity? Where does he 
live now? Does he ever give performances, and if so, is there any 
chance of his doing so in the Boston area? —J.S., Framingham 

A: Cohen is reported to be on tour in Europe. At present he has no 
concerts scheduled for the Boston area but, according to his agent, 
lyrical Len will take note that you asked about him and will try to 
write to you when he returns from abroad. 

Q: Several times during the summer, while driving past the Common 
early in the morning, I saw several people standing around a 
statue in statue-like poses. They remained there motionless for at 
least several minutes. Can you tell me what they were doing? 
—R.D., Waltham 

: Playing School Committee. 

: When I was a child my uncle would sing me to sleep with the 
“Tale of Ivan Skavinsky Savar”’ and his nemesis Abdul the Bobo 
Emir. Do you know where I could get hold of the title, words and 
music to that classic? I would sleep easier. —D.L., Cambridge. 

A: This folk poem/song is available in myriad versions with a number 
of different titles and tunes. It runs on in many, many verses. I 
don’t know if these are the ones your uncle used to sing to you, but 
a book called The Folk Songster, by Leon and Lynn Dallin 
(available in the music reference department of the BPL) contains 
a number of verses set to music under the title ‘Abdul Abulbul 
Amir: Ivan Skavinsky Savar.’”’ The book is published by Wm. C. 
Brown, Co. 

Q: I have been agonizing for the past 23 years trying to find an 
answer to a question that I now realize only you can answer. Why 
do all baseball players ‘‘cuspir”? —J.L., North Providence, R.1. 

A: Because they have tobacco juice in their blood. 

Q: What is the average cost of augmentation mammoplasty (breast 
enlargement), say from A-cup to B-cup? I can’t get quotes over 
the phone from plastic surgeons, who prefer that I come in for an 
appointment. If the price is too outrageous, I'll just have wasted 
$35 for a consultation. —A.L., Brighton. 

A: Getting augmentation mammoplasty done is not like going out 
and having your fenders straightened. You can’t get a bodyshop 
estimate over the phone.

$2000. Also, the operation is not generally covered by Blue Cross- 
type insurance, if that’s any help.

The Passion of Lenny

Lenny — 426-8600 
By Julian Barry. At the Charles Playhouse. 

The real tragedy of Lenny Bruce was 
that, in trying to knock over the taboos of a 
hypocritical society, he lost his balance and 

came what his revilers called him — a 
sicknik. By the end of his life Lenny had 
lost his comic detachment (without which 
satire sinks into abuse) and became a 
devotee of a cause, a fanatic. When he was 
still the cool satiric observer, still able to 
translate his vision of human folly into 
comic art, Lenny was a very funny man. 
But as his desire to shock took hold of him 
and became an obsession, his comedy 
devolved into graffiti scrawls. 

Lenny at the peak of his form would 
have made fun af Lenny the Crusader. For 
the later Lenny was driven to flash his 
comic phallus in the face of astonished 
audiences. And all in the name of holy 
right to say ‘‘cocksucker’’ and ‘‘cunt’’ on 
stage without being busted by the blue 
meanies. 

While this Cause did not exactly make a 
Joan of Arc out of Lenny, he was reviled 
for hurling the four-letter Molotov 
cocktails at his audiences that later com- 
edians would toss with less explosive 
effect. He became a martyr to social 
hypocrisy. 

Lenny would have been uncomfortable 
in the role. Had he lived to see his 
apotheosis into a counter-culture saint, his 
enshrinement as a Judicial Martyr, Lenny 
would have laughed. Though he craved for 
it, any kind of social acceptance would 
have Teft him dreaming up some bitter 
cracks. 

Lenny, you see, was a revolutionary in 
spite of himself. Beneath the dirty talk 
about come, condoms and cunnilingus, 
beneath the stoned, baby-faced front, beat 
the heart of a middle-class innocent. He 
brought his stripper-wife home for a meal 
with Mama; he. loved his baby daughter 
deeply but forgetfully; despite the vicious 
harassment of narcs, vice cops and judges, 
he believed to in the end that his comedy 


routines could charm his persecutors into . 


applause. 


NY’ 


Lenny was never a porn artist. He used 
“‘obscenities’’ not to arouse sexual urges 
but to challenge society’s fatuous equation 
of dirty talk with sexual depravity. For 
Lenny understood that the glorification of 
violence in American culture was fouler b 
far than sexual jokes, that lies — political, 
religious, moral — were more obscene than 
the truth, however ugly the truth might be. 

Which is why Lenny slung his stones at 
an Establishment that preserved its 
authority through lies. Lenny positively 
reveled in milking sacred cows for all they 
were worth while leading them to 
slaughter. Institutionalized religion he saw 
as an extension of show biz; politics as a 
dangerous form of hustling; America’s 
sexual mores as a 
put-on. 

Lenny was the gadfly of his generation 
— with one innocent eye on the hypocrisy 
that hounded him, and another, less inno- 
cent, on publicity. Other four-letter-word 
artists — fike Redd Foxx and Belle Barth — 
played their acts on the sleazy night-club 
circuit. Lenny wanted a bigger stage. He 
courted notoriety. Even in death — in that 
last ugly moment when he OD ‘ed, sprawl- 
ing naked across a toilet — Lenny’s body 
and the props of his death (toilet, needle, 
drugs) were arranged by the police to ac- 
commodate the press photographers: Len- 
ny’s Last Schtick before a judgmental, 
sensation-seeking world. 

Or, to be exact, his next to last Schtick. 
For Julian Barry's ““Lenny’’ props Bruce up 
for one last stint in the spotlight as if to 
prove that Lenny Lives after all. 

“Lenny” traces the career of Lenny 
Bruce, the spunky stand-up comedian, as 
he deteriorates into an obsessed harangue- 
artist. And it traces the deterioration of his 
comic skills as well. Most of what is funny 
in ‘Lenny’ takes place during its long first 
act, before Lenny’s descent into drugs and 
bitterness. A comic routine about a prison 
riot — with its archetypal Irish warden, 
mealy-mouthed padre, political governor 
and gritty screws (as Hollywood never saw 
them) — is a masterpiece of social satire. 
And Lenny’s vision of Christ and Moses 
epveesing at St. Patrick’s Cathedral while 
church functionaries frantically consult 
with the Pope and hold off a mob of lepers 
who are waiting to-have their feet washed 
is a hilarious send-up of Religion Incor- 
porated.

A 
funky soul singer tells him that ‘white 
wine’ poured into “fish tanks’’ is his 
salvation, but tomorrow night it could be 
pizzas and a plunger. 

A television news show is beautifully 
depicted with all the pretty pretension of 
tandem anchormen, a weatherman who 
makes predictions on the Patriots game 


and, of course, the chirping, saccharine 
entertainment critic, who talks wholly on 
the topic of psoriasis. ‘There'll be a lot of 
flaking action in Vermont,” reports the 
folksy weatherman. 


Picture a combination of Peggy Lee, 
Bessie Smith and Janis Joplin wailing out 
with a lament about eggplant. ... have it 
a Parmesan, like you know you should.” 


In the skit called the Ralstons, Steve Boy 
didn’t get the pene he needed for 
school, but ended up with a voweled set of 
potato printers instead. How about seeing 
commercials for Chapstick done in an 
Italian pizza kitchen or a Swedish massage 
room? 

Gil Schwartz, Cynthia Caldwell, Brad 
Jones, Geraldine Librandi and Steven War- 
nick managed last night to produce some 
devastating satire at a moment's notice. 
They crafted a tearjerking late nite movie 
around the suggestion of glue. Steven's cry 
that “life is just a broken yo-yo’’ was 
answered with Cynthia's remedy of 
eyelash glue. 

The “Old Mother Hubbard’ nursery 
rhyme was seen through the eyes of 
suggested playwrights Brecht, O'Neill, and 
Arthur Miller. ‘Where are my bones?’ 
cries Geraldine in a ‘Long Day’s Journey” 
treatment of old Mom. 

But if parody and hilarity hadn't already 
gotten wild enough, there was the crazy 
climax of a classic opera spoof, complete 
with Brad Jones doing the B Son voice 
of the narrator. And the tragic story by 
Jachamo somebody or other revolved 
around Lucretia Borgia, done with Marx 
Brothers panache by Cynthia Caldwell, 
luring her lover to his doom by kissing a 
bubble gum-covered Blarney Stone.

“Lenny” shows us that Bruce was best in 
this sort of satire — and everything was 
grist for his comic mill: Ike and Nixon, 


- junkies, the telephone company, The Lone 


Ranger, Jews and Blacks, nosy poodles, 
Dracula, mad flashers. 

By the second act — with drugs, the 
breakup of his marriage and police bully- 
ing taking a terrible toll — Lenny concen- 
trates on the subversion of sexual taboos. 
As his health collapses, his night club acts 
degenerate both in form and content. Len- 
ny often loses his place, forgets where he 
is, mumbles in-jokes to the band, outrages 
his audience. Throughout, his routines are 
peppered with taboo words: cocksucker, 
nigger, faggot, shit. The man and his 
material literally fall to pieces before our 


eyes. 
"The devastating impact of Marty Brill’s 
performance lies in his ability to bridge the 
transition between the two Lenny’s. Brill’s 
playing is a triumph of concealed art, the 
personality of the actor totally subsumed in 
the character. (I'm willing to bet that 
Dustin Hoffman’s soon-to-be-release 
film—Lenny will be the opposite: an im- 
pressive exhibition of technique at the ex- 
pense of credibility.) Brill’s Lenny is a com- 
pulsive talker and sweater and fidgeter. His 
voice is like a rusty carburetor. He coughs, 
he jabs his fingers at his audience, he 
collapses into stoned funks — a spunky 
mechanical toy running down. 

Best of all, Brill refuses to sentimentalize. 
Despite the views of Lenny’s 
hagiographers, there was nothing heroic 
about Lenny’s decline. And Brill avoids 
sanctifying his subject. His portrayal is 
tough, tender, honest and funny; it does 
right by Lenny. 

The play itself is hardly a play at all, but 
an episodic documentary that uses almost 
cinematic splicing between Lenny’s 
nightclub routines and scenes of his private 
life. Each episode is a separate bead strung 
on a thin cord of script, yet the effect of the 
whole is powerful and harrowing. 

Director Jon Yates has wisely drop 
the surrealisting hocus-pocus of the New 


York production to concentrate on Lenny § 


himself. Gone are the giant puppets of 
Dracula, Jackie Kennedy, Little Orphan 
Annie. Gone too are the kitschy intrusions 
of Adolph Eichmann lugging his glass 
booth across stage and the huge head of

Richard Nixon out of whose mouth the 
naked corpse of Lenny rolls. (In an un- 
Lenny-like concession to Boston’s censors, 
the torrid strip of Lenny’s stage-wife — 
never goes alt the way; and the naked 
figures of Jesus and Moses fail to 
appear.). .. 

Despite the outrageous camping of most 
of the supporting players, The Charles’ 
“Lenny” gives us less gimmickry and lots 
of Lenny. And because the Charles 
Playhouse — with spectators seated on 
three sides of the stage — reasonably ap- 
proximates a nightclub atmostphere, ‘‘Len- 
ny” soars when Brill reaches for a mike, 
steps to the lip of the stage and, isolated in 
a shaft of light, does what Lenny did best — 
puts on a great act.

Next Move a fine proposition 


Defiant and homeless since their well- 
publicized strike against the management 
of The Proposition in Cambridge for 
higher wages, a group that might be called 
The Agitprop-ers but prefer to be known 
as The Next Move opened this week at the 
‘Cabaret in the Charles Playhouse. The trip 
across the river may not exactly make them 
rich but it has added considerably to the 
Boston season. Despite the usual lapses 
found in improvised material. The Next 
Move is talented, charming and funny. 
And, at its parodic best (in a mock-rock 
cantata and the reverent recreation of an 
obscure 10th-Century opera, the evening is 
side-splitting. 

With ambidextrous wizard Ron Melrose 
on the piano (he also accompanies himself 
on “‘the tenor linotype and xingorymba’’), 
the show begins with a self-conscious song 
called, I guess, “The Next Move.” Part 
of the real danger in improvisation is the 
constant challenge of ideas and timing. 
Although it’s apparent that the cast of five 
has worked out beforehand a loose 
thematic format (a take-off on The 
Waltons, for example, here called The 
Ralstons), they ask the audience for the 
name of an object, a product, a celebrity to 
be worked into the routine (in The 
Ralstons the anachronistic suggestion was 
scotch-tape). The actors confer briefly, 
then do their stuff, and the average of their 
bull’s-eye hilarity depends, of course, upon 
whatever inspiration zaps between them. 
The average runs pretty high. The highest 
of all, as I’ve indicated, is the rock cantata 
rip-off of ‘‘Jesus Christ, Superstar,’’ which 
incorporates the audience's suggestions of 
schmalz, vaseline and Blanche Du Bois; 
and the rediscovered 10th-Century opera,

which blithely unites Kissinger, Brezhnev 
and a dead bird stuffed with raisins (no I 
can’t explain). The opera, by the way, is in- 
terpreted in a stoic deadpan take-off that 
would make Milton Cross run for shelter. 

Under the direction of Michael Murray, 
the five performers I say (there’s an alter- 
nate cast) work: together with a shared ease 
that mysteriously allows for individuality. 
Martin Anderson, Bradford Jones, John 
Jutkowitz, Geraldine Librandi and Lanie 
Zera are a trusting ensemble, each one so 
attuned to the others that there is rarely 
any sideslipping from the material. In other 
words, no one blanches at a suddenly aw- 
ful pun or, perhaps more importantly, no 
one loses poise during an awkward stretch 
in the pacing. Miss Zera, who looks like a 
young Nancy Walker, can do Streisand in 
such a hi nasal style that 
the parody, rather than being simple 
mimicry is near-perfect in originality. And 
Mr. Jones’s doulful operatic solo, whether 
he knows it or not is an aching collision 
between Hermann Prey and Dietrich 
Fisher-Dieskau. Mr. Anderson is wonder- 
ful aping Milton Cross, and Miss Librandi 
and Mr. Jutkowitz share several mad 
moments. 

While it is perfectly possible that you 
may see The Next Move on an off night 
when the ideas lag or, perhaps, when the 
audience is not as responsive as at the 
opening, | still think you'll find it an enter- 
taining evening. The Cabaret is a small, 
cozy room and I doubt the The Next 
Movers will be moving anywhere else for 
the next six months. Performances are 
Tuesday-Friday at 8, Saturday at 6 and 
8:30, Sunday at 3 and 7:30.

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EARTHQUAKE. Without the special 
effects the whole thing is just so much dull 
hooey, but SENSURROUND is sexy and 
the quake itself well worth quivering too.

Renoir’s latest masterpiece 
(and perhaps his last) has that crystalline 
compactness and synoptic quality com- 
mon to the final works of aging geniuses, 
plus a breadth and wit that make it readi- 
ly accessible to anyone. Both the perfect 
summation of and the perfect introduc- 
tion to Renoir’s career. At the Allston and 
the Central Square. ; 
LACOMBE, LUCIEN. Louis Malle’s 
look at wartime France is balanced 
between historical examination and 
microcosmic melodrama, and follows the 
career of a blank, insensitive young boy 
who collaborates with the Gestapo for the 
least political reasons imaginable. Malle’s 
concept is interesting but unworkable, 
since the boy's inexpressiveness robs the 
film of what might have been its center; 
Malle’s technique, as always, is above 
reproach. Flawed in its concept, but in- 
teresting just the same.

LAW AND DISORDER. Ivan Passer, an 
expatriate Czech, is overwhelmed by the 
combined effects of three American in- 
stitutions: Carroll O'Connor, Ernest 
Borgnine and Manhattan.

Max Von Sydow stars 
in the it-was-bound-to-happen-sooner-or- 
later film adaptation of Herman Hesse’s 
bestseller. Paris. 

THE TRIAL OF BILLY JACK. When 
last we saw Tom Laughlin and his black 
hat, Delores Taylor had persuaded him to 
bring his case before the people instead of 
shooting it out with the gendarmes of a 
small desert town. A 'wyer from the East 
had even volunteered to handle the 
defense, for free. At the Saxon and subur- 
ban theaters. 

THE ODESSA FILE. This tribute to 
German industry is as solid and mundane 
as a Mercedes; it's about seeking revenge 
against still-living Nazi war criminals, but 
it's strangely pedestrian and tame.
